Jambs the Fyft being Qf the aige of tuo yeires, 
who then be the a4wyse of the lordia was 
crowned at Stirling, and thaire^fter was in gor 
venim^t and keiping with his mother Mar- 
garet, queine ..of Scotland, who caused cho^. 
ane guard to be about hir sone, for satfguard 
of hi»bodte; to witt, my lord Evaadaill, and. 
his brother.. In thia mean tyme, king Harie 
the Aucht cam out of France quhan he had 
obteint his p^isioun, and hearing of th^ kiog 
of Scotland his guid brotheris death, he waa 
Yerrie heaYilie coibmoyed thairat ; and gave 
command to his nobles and barones, that nott 
of them sonld invaid nor trouble Scotland the 
tym6 of the kingis mtnoritie, ynder the paiw^ 
of treasone, and this be commandit straijtli^* 
and sett forth lettres thairypoun, for loTe of 
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sister and his sister sone; thinkand that 
nothing sould faill on his syd of the band that 
was maid betuixtthe king of Scotland and him, 
notwithstanding the borderis of Scotland was 
ever doeing qnhat they might to break the 
same. 

Bot sone thairefter thair cam great troubles; 
in Scotland amongest thamselffis, pairtlie for 
the authoritie who sould be hiest, and have the 
realme in government, and pairtlie for old feid 
and slauchter committit in king James the 
Feirdistyme. They thought it was ty me than to 
quyt commones in the prince's minoritie : for 
James earle of Arrane, lord Hamiltoun, pre* 
tendit hiest in this realme to have the govern- 
ment thairof : thinkand that he was nearest of 
blood to the kingis grace in the realme of 
Scotland at that tyme. But yitt the rest of 
the lordis onnowayes could be content that he 
sould have any preheminence so long as the 
queine kieiped her widow head, and hir bodie 
cleane from licberie. 

Bot schort quhill efter the earle of Angus 
frequented the court, and appeired most lustie 
in the queine's sight, for shoe loved him verrie 
Weill, and so tuik him to be hir husband, by 
the adwyse and counsall of the lordis, for they 
knew nothing thairof a long tyme thairefter. 
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Than the earle of Arrane, having knawledge 
of thd qneine's proceidingis, assembled his 
kinsfolkis and friendis togidder, and past to 
Edinburgh : and desired the lordis to ane con* 
ventioun, saying to thame that the queine had 
tint hir government of the prince and autho* 
ritie of the coantrie, because ^hoe had takin 
ane husband by the consent of hir lordis: 
thairfoir desired thame that he might have the 
anctoritie perteaning to him as nearest of 
blood. The lordis hearing this, would con* 
elude nothing at this tyme quhill they war 
fardder adwysed. 

In this mean tyme the earle of Angus gatt 
word of this conventioun, and quhat was 
thair intention thairintill, he cam peirtlie to 
the toun of Edinburgh, with all his kine and 
freindis^ quhilkis wer to the number of fy ve hun- 
dreth speares, weill accoitipanied and arrayed 
with jack and spear, and lodged in Edinburgh 
for that night. Bot als sooiie as the earle of Ar- 
rane and bischop James Beatoun, and the 
rest of thair complices, gat witt that the earle 
of Angus was cum to the toun, gart steik the 
portis of the toun, thinking that he might easi* 
lie have takin the earle of Angus, and not 
knowing that a great companie of his kine 
and freindis was with him. But they being 
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ladgingis rudlie to the gaitt in ane furious 
rage. Bot when the earle of Angus saw 
thame cuming, and perceaved Sir Patrik Ha- 
miltoun formest, and with him the maister of 
Montgomerie, and saw them in sick ane fu- 
rie, he knew weill thair was nothing bot fight- 
ing, and cryed to his men to saife Sir Patrik 
Hamiltoun if they might ; bot he came so far 
befoir the rest that he was slaine haistilie, and 
with him the maister of Montgomerie, with 
sundrie other gentlmen, to the number of tuelf 
score and tuelf persones. It was foughtin verie 
hardiie on both sy dis ane lang space, till my lord 
Arrane and his men being oppressed with num- 
bers, for the queine's favoureris in the toun 
cam in at the broad syd and suddenlie incom- 
past him, gave backis and wan away out throche 
the Northe I^che, and Sir James Hamiltoun 
narrowlie eschaped out throche the Northe 
Loche also ; so fighting throw them verrie 
manfullie, with great danger, he retired affthe 
toun himselff, and Bischop James Beatoun fled 
to the Black Freir Kirk, and thair was takin out 
behind the alter, and his rockit rivin aff him, 
and had beine slaine, had not beine Mr Ga- 
win Dowglas requeisted for him, saying, it 
was shame to put hand in ane consecrat bi- 
schop. So he was saiff at that tyme. Thair- 
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cfter the earle of Angus past to the castle and 
spok with the queine at his pleasour : And 
sa the Dowglassis keiped both the gaitt and 
thair honouris, quhilk wes called in Edin-^ 
burghe to this hour, Cleynge Calsey^ quhilk 
was struken in the yeir of God 1515 yeires: 
off the quhilk advantage the earle of An- 
gus grew verrie proud and insolent, think- 
ing, who evir had Hcht to the toctoritie, he 
sould be vpmost. To that effect he cheirisched 
all theifis and tratonris, both in AnnerdwU 
and Liddisdaill, so that his companie, qahair 
erir they past, maid gritt hirschip, tbift, and 
slauchter ; and in speciall in Mers and Lo- 
thiane, quhair the lord Home and his freindis 
had 'dominion. The lord thai rof being ane 
ivyse liaturair man, considderred the earle of 
Angus* proceidingis; and the great love and 
favour he had of the queine, and the advan- 
tage quhilk he had gottiti of my Idfd Arrane; 
if he reached any fardder but a fall, that he 
would overrun all the wholl countries

The lord Home, I say, sieing this, he sett his 
intent to put remeid thairto, and con veined 
ane counsall be his moyane, of the most pairl 
of the nobilitie, at Edinburgh, schowand to 
thame that the realme was evill guidit and 
overhauled be my lord Angus and his men on 
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the ane pairtv and be my lord Arrane on the 
other pairty stry veand day lie for the auctoritiey 
albeit non ofthame had richt thairto: thair- 
foir desired thair wjsdomes that they would 
isend to France for the duik of Albanie, who 
was righteous governour off the realme, and 
desir him to cum and ressaive the auctoritie 
and guidschip of the couDtrie» and to put or- 
dour induring the tyme of the kingis mitiori- 
tie. The lordts hearing this, the chancellour 
and weired my lord Home saying, '* My lord, 
the duik of Albanie is ane French man borne. 
Though he be nearest of blood to have the 
governance of this realme, yitt he hes not the 
language, nor knawis not the nature of our 
couutriey nor the lawis thairof, so weill as our

awin lordis that ar borne at home in Scotland. 
ThairfoiT I think best, in my opinion, to chuse 
ane of our awin lordis, who vnderstandis ws 
and we him, and knawis the qualities of Scot* 
land.'* Fardder, the chancellour i^ominat tua^ 
to witt, the earle of Arrane and the earle of 
Lennox. Bot the lord Home answeired jthe. 
chancellour verrie scharplie againe, and said^ 
" My lord, trow yea, or ony lord that is hear, 
at this tynie to defraud the duik of Albanie of 
his just title and richt of the governmeoli be 
your alledgance, or ony other motive that yea 
can propone at this tyme. I assure yow he sail 
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and will cum in Scotland in disphyght of alt 
thame that wold the contrair ; and if he comes 
not schortlie of his awin will, I sail pas for 
him my selfe/* The chancellonr and the rest 
of the lordis, sieing my ford Home's fervence 
in the duik of Albanie's cans, the speired at 
the lord Home if he wold subscryve first the 
ddik of Albanie's electioun to the government 
of the realmcr and they wold follow syne and 
subscryve with him. The lord Home an- 
sweired and said, he wold with ane guid will : 
and immediatlie he subscryved the said elec*^ 
tioun« Then all the rest ofthe lordis and bar- 
rones subscryved, and directit thair commis- 
sioun with Sir Andro Wood of Largo, to 
France, to the duik of Albanie, desiring the 
said doik to cum in Scotland and receave the 
government tbairof, according to his just title, 
and thair electioun and thair hand writtis givin 
tbairvpoun. 

Sir Andro" Wood dressed his schipis, and 
maid him readie to doe his message. 

In this meane tyme, Andro Forman, bischope 
of Murray and legat of Scotland, had monie 
ofthe benefices in his handis, be reasone he 
was legatt and principall of the bishoprick of 
St Androis, who had provydit the breives 
thairof to himseilf, but he on no wayes could 
gett tham. proclamed^ nor durst not intend the 
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ifune for fesire of the Hepburn^, becatt9 prior 
Johne Hepburne was at that tyma prior ge^ 
nerall of $t Android, and yptMik the proifaittis 
thairof ; for he nor non of his fVeindis had no 
will that bischope Formanes breivefi sbavld 
be proclamed, bot stopped thame wUh all tbair 
power, that nather in St Androis nor Edia-^ 
burgh no man durst intimat por proclame 
thame for feare of the oaid prior JohM Hep- 
burne. Tliis bischope Forman sieing thia^ 
maid bis mone to my lord Hon^e. sehowand 
to him that he was ane Mers m<LU bora^, and 
all his kine a;nd freindip, quhairfoir: desired 
him that he wold oaus proclame his 'breifes* 
and fortifi^ him againe^ the H^pburoes. To 
that effect he gave hitn the pryorie of Coldiag-* 
haipe, quhilk was vaikand, to give his brother,r 
be f easoun that he was legatt for • the tytne.^ 
The lord Home $ieiDg 'bi$chop Fotmaaes ! U** 
beralitie towardis him, caused his brother, Mb 
Williame, pas to Cdinburgh, iVith the number 
of ten thousand men, and thair proclame the. 
said bischope's breives,. contrair the Hep- 
burnes; and also passed to $t Androisand 
did the lyk, and gave the said bischope poS- 
aessioa of the said bischoprick. But pryor 
Johne Hepburne hearing this» conveined his 
freindis and assistance that he bad of the gentl- 

men of Fyfe» and manned the abbey kiiic oC

St AfidroiS) thai he on riawayes wold latt the 
wtd bischop enter tkairin but at bis pleasonr : 
^nd lykWayes he keipit the cattle agaitifes him, 
so that the bisc^hope could gett no entrei& n4^ 
ther in kirk nor castle. The bidchop sieing 
this, thought Weill that ^ir wold mak the 
matter evin betuixt thame^ caused his freindts 
labour to that effect to satisfie the pryor and 
his greidie appetite, and gave him ane b^ne* 
Ifice of thrie thousand pundisi to give among 
his freindisi and satisfied him in this maner. 
Bot pryor Johne concealed sick hatred at the 
Homes far Ukiiag pairf with bischope Formati 
againes him, that his malice and euvie was 
n^vir quenched so long as the lord Home aad 
his btxMher war alite^ 

In this meane tyme Sir Andro Wodd passed 
to Ertmce, aiid shew the duik of Albahie his 
commissioun that he had from the lordis of 
Scotland, and speciallie from the lord Home, 
desiring him efiectuouslie to cum in Scotland, 
as I have scbowin befoir, and thair to receive 
the government tha«rof* that justice may be 
ministrat according to the lawis of the reaim^. 
Off this messag^^ and cd^mmissiotth the doik of 
Albanie was verrl^ glaid, and thanked Sir Ail- 
droWod greatUe, Md reWairdit him richKe 
for his labourist and syne passed to the king 
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of France and asked his licence thsurto^^tc: 
scbowahd to him quhat' commissioQn was 
brought to him from the lordis of Scotland, 
desiring him to pas in Scotland and be go7er- 
nour thairof ; desiring the king of France for 
support of men and money to pas with him in 
Scotland, quhilk was granted to him.verrie 
frielie, and als meikle money and men effeir- 
and thairto as he wold desir, and was yerrie 
sorrowfull of his departur oqt of France, be- 
caus he was sick ane man of warre that he 
left not his maik in all the land behind him. 
Notwithstanding, the duik of Albania tuik the 
sea with fyve hundreth men of warre, and 
twentie four able gentlmen in bis guard, lo- 
gidder with munitioun, ponder and bullettis, 
sick as he might furnisch at that tyme. So 
he pulled vp sailles to pas in Scotland ; hot 
the Inglismen knew of his cuming, and maid 
for him to have foughtin with him, bot he was 
so Weill artailled, and his schip so weill man* 
ed, that they durst not meitt him, becaus they 
knew him to be ane noble man of warre, they 
leitt him pas without any impediment. So 
he cam haistilie in Scotland, and landed in 
Ijeith in the moneth of Maij,.aano forsaid, 
who was honorablie and verrie hairtilie re- 
ceaved in Scotland be the nobilitie and com*

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mounes th&irof, thankand God they had gottin 
on of the blood royall to rigne over thame^ and 
to protect thame in the kingis minoritie. 

So incontinent the lordis conveined at Edin- 
burgh) and sett ane parliament that the duik 
of Aibanie might foe receaved as protectour 
and governour. This parliament was sett in 
tfaemoneth of Julij, anno forsaid, at Edin* 
burgh, be consent of the queine and wholl no- 
bilitie, spiritual! and temporal! : and in effect 
the riuik of Aibanie was admitted governour 
of ScoltaAd, and thairto maid the othe of fideli* 
tie to him, to be leiJI and treiv and obedient to 
his auctoritie, and to the kingis majestie, in 
defence of the commounweill and ministra- 
tioun of justice induring the kingis minoritie ; 
and lykwayes maid his oath to thame in pre* 
S€ince of the wholl parliament, that he should 
be true to God and thair king, and to thame, 
and to minister justice equallie to great and 
small, without exceptioun of persones ; to de« 
fend the common n weill and libertie of the 
realme so far as lay in his power. This being 
done, the wholl nobles and commounes re- 
joyced in the duik of Albanie's presence^ be- 
caus they had so long wanted ane head to go- 
verne thame^ thinkand that thair wold be no 
debaitt nor stryff in the countrie vnpunisched. 
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bot they wold knaw quhom to they wold pleDy ie 
quhen any wrong was don^ in the countrie. 

This pryor Jobne Hepburne of St Androis 
clame nixtthe governout*, and grew great in 
court, and remembrit on old feid and invy be- 
tuixt him and the Homes, and sklso bisdhope 
Forman, and shew the duik, who was than go- 
vernour, of the s^creittis and demetitis of the 
lord Hoiyie and his father and brother* and iq 
special] how the lord Home and his father had 
vsed thamseiffis towardis the duikis father in 
tyme of thair bani^chment^ with all vtber so* 
creittis and inventiones that he could inyenl 
contrair the lord Home and his brother, anc} 
caused the gpvernour to luik doun on thame ; 
and also shew how bischope Forman had ga- 
thered all the substance of ^Gotland be h)s le» 
gacie, and caused the governour to sture at 
bim, quhilk caused the bischope to give over 
inanie benifices» and in speciall, the bischo* 
prik of Murray and abbacie of Scone> quhilk 
he gave to his brother Alexanderi who joysed 
the same, ane lang tyme heirafter, the ab- 
bacie of Melros, with many other benefices 
he gave vnto the govemour to win his fa^ 
youris. 

In this meane tyme th^ goyernour paat 
throw the coumrie to danton all thift, veiff. 
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ai»l slatichtbr) cbtnrtiittit befbir in the kingis' 
miBoritie ; but when he cam to Jedwart^ Kel-* 
so, and Melrose, and hard the complaintes of 
the people and the inhabitsintiB thairdf, and 
especisAl vpoUn the earle of Angus, my lord 
Hoome, and vther gentlmen who had oppress 
sed the cauntrie in the tyme when thair was no 
justice ministrat for lak of ane heid to pleanyie 
vnto, the go^ernour^ hearing thir heayie com« 
plainteS) was irerrie sorrowful! in hearty dettand 
his intekit to remeid the samy ne. Howbeit the 
great lordis could not be content thairwith ; 
yitt ha passed fordwardis to Dumfrds^ and to 
the tbun of Air, and to the wastUud, and thair 
he hard of tbe cruell slauchter betuixt the 
lord Mohtgtoierie^ and the lotd Kilmau- j'\ 
ris, and the lord Sempill, ^tc» : and finidlie, 
he passed to the north of Sc6tlahd, and hard 
the plentes thair in lykmaner^ and syne re- 
tum^ to Edinburgh, and thair adwysed with 
his cottnsall quhat was best to be done in this 
ibatter, and hoW he might best punisch the 
injuries done be the lordis, qiihilk he thought 
Was overmeikle to tak in hand to punisch 
thame opinlie: hot if he had beine more 
power nor he was, considderring hittiselff to 
be hot ane stranger, and knew not the natire 
nor qualities of thame, and how Scottismi^ 
cMinot byd eitreme judgmen^or justice ; 
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thairfoir he conclmlit with hiaiBelflT that he. 
wold continew the prosequutione and per* 
sute of justice on thame, quhill he thought 
better tyme : and incontinent sent to the king 
of France showing the manner how Scottis* 
men war all alyed with vtheris, and thair 
blood so mixt, that everie ane of thame tuik 
pairt with vtheris so againes him, that thei 
thought him hot ane stranger, and wold not be 
content that he vsed justice vpoun thame, nor 
he wold not attempt the same except he had 
more power : and thairfoir requeisled his 
grace that he wold support him with men for 
the Weill and honour of the realme of Scot- 
land: quho pleasantlie obeyed the govemouris 
cbairge and requeist, and send htm thrie 
schipes furnisched with men, money, and ama- 
nitioun, and landit in the wast seas. 

Ttie lordis, heiring word that the govemour 
was myndfuU to punisch thair faultis, and for 
that effect had support coming out of France, 
incontinent they laid thair headis togidder, and 
conveined ane counsall at Glasgow, qnhair 
many of the lordis assemblit, to the number of 
twelfF thousand men : to witt, the earle of 
Angus, the lord Hoome, the earle of Arrane, 
with all the whoU lordis of the Wasttand ; for 
thair was no wastlandman away except the 
earle of Lennox and the lord Erskine, who^ 
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^nms in Stifttng with the prince. So the lordis 
hearing tell of the thrie schipes that'cam out 
of France to the govemour, thairfoir sent ane 
thousand men to the shipes to stop thair land* 
ing. Bot they war landit and away or they 
cam : bot yitt they gatt sxxm of the cairtes 
with the ponder and buUettis^ and brought 
thame to Glasgow with thame, and for dispyte 
kest thame in ane new draw well. • 

When thir new is cam to the govemour« 
that the lordis had vsed him so, and risin vp 
againcs him» he awowed to God that be should 
be revengit vpoun thame, and of thair con- 
temptioun done to him, or at the least on 
thame that war the occasioun of the same. So 
the governor past haistilie to Glasgow, intend- 
ing to cans thame leive the toun or els to 
fight, or he himselff die thairfoir: and so 
-he spurred haistilie to Glasgow toun to sie if 
he might dres the lordis to obey thair magi- 
strat. But bischope Andro Forman went be- 
,foir thame to Glasgow, to iatreat and solicite 
the lordis to obey thair righteous governour 
and magiatrat as became thame, and reasoned 
with thame in manner following, saying, ^* I 
•maryellofyour inconstancie my lordis, to wardis 
jconr. prince and governour : Wby have yea 
Tisin so againes him, and hes distroyed his 
ppuder and. buUettis in.plaine cont^nptioun» 
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showing^ ybur selflk sd rebelliotui agbiiiei 
hiiD^ that he on nawayes daa be content 
wiihoot obedience and amendment of jronr 
proceidingis in tymes to ciun.'* To this 
the lordis ansWeiced^ Mpogi ^^ He ig nocht 
our g07ernour« nor we knaw ; not whidder 
he be ane Scotismah or ane FrenchmAnes 
sone, or giue he hes richt to our auctori<- 
tie or not." To this ans weired bischope For- 
inan sayings «« I morFell of your wiadomes 
thai wold not considder the matter at the first 
tyme> when yea isend for him to France be 
your hand writtis and commissioud, and syne 
thairefter receaved him in Scotland thankfnllie» 
and gave your oathis of fidelitie to him, to 
mantaine him to execute justice according to 
the lawis of the realme, and now yea have 
rissin againes him bot ony cans or . motioun 
maid on his pairt to yow. Thairfoir I coun« 
•sail yow to leive sick thingis in tymeS cuming, 
and to obey your governor as yea ought to 
doe in all honest affaires, according to justice, 
for the weilfair of the countrie, and to give 
your prince that obedience as to leive the 
toun at this tyme, that he may repose him a 
litle hear, as yea have done, and if yea wilbe 
wilful], and not consent heirto, he will ailher 
have it, or els fight with yow, although yea 
. war ten thousand men nioe nor he, for he 
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cares yow, not in hii just quitrrbll.** Thfl 
lordis hearing the wordis of bischope FormaoV 
eonsiiltdd togidder^ and promeist to Idive tha 
toon at the gOTomoutis coming, Tpouq Qon^ 
ditiones fo|h9wiog : That is, that thi gover* 
nour ^uld nemitt all by gahes, and to reoeave 
theime in tymes ouming as guid subyeotis to 
tlie kingi«'gi»ce and to- hiin/and n^r to call 
tl^wie for no thingis by past^ The quhiik 
tba bischope promeist in the.govemouris name 
tliat it sOnlll be so. Then they left ths toun, 
and past ihairfra, that the igovernour mig^t 
hava trie entrie tbairin, who Judged thair tiut 
night, and on the morhe past to Stirling and 
yisited thf kingis grace : ' syne went : ito Edin<« 
burgh, and remained thair till .all the IpnUs 
came' aiid' maid thair obetfileno!^, and gatt ane 
reaiisskmn for all thingis ^ Irygane. Bot yiti 
ike goieemotir remembrit on thame when he 
saw his ityine. The earlb of Angus was sfolfin 
quyetlie out of his ludgiog and hid to the 
shipes^ and convoyed quyetlie to France, and 
remained' thair a seasoun hot knawledgeof any 
Soottisman, scantlie kiiawing quhat place of 
the wortd he was in. 
In this meane tyme the goirernour callit ane 
eonventionn at Edinburgh, to compeir for the 
eflUres of Ingland, and espeqiallie he wrott 
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for the lord Hoome and his brother, Mr WiU- 
liame, becaus they best knew the affaires of 
Ingland. The whoU lordis appeired at Edin* 
burgh, the day appoyntted, and amongest the 
rest the lord Home and his brother, who wold 
not enter in the Abbey with the rest, quhill on 
the morne, that his brother was called be the 
govemour, who desired the lord Home to send 
ane tokin for him to that effect, that he might 
cum to the counsall, becaus be knew the af<* 
faires and proceidings of Ingland best of ony^ 
man, thairfoir the governour thought he 
would send him ambassadour to Ingland: 
duhilk moved the lord Home to send ane 
ring aff his finger to his brother, quhilk was 
ane privie token betuixt thame, and inconti-* 
nent he cam befoir the counsall : and als sooae 
as he entred the Abbay the gaittes war closed^ 
and the Frenchmen start to their hameis, and 
laid handis on the lord Home and his brother,: 
and pat thame in prisone ; and they had th^ 
said maister Williame to the schipis, and pat 
him in the castle of Inchgarvie, and keipit 
the lord Hqme still in the Abbey, whyll they 
summondat ane assyze, and convicted thame 
of treasone, and thairefter strak the headis from 
thame. Thir novellis camto France, to the 
earle of Angus, that the lord Home and his 
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brother war for&lt and beheadit, quhairof be 
was verrie sorrie, thinking himselff no ieee 
culpable then the lord Home, considdering 
that he was participant of sick thingis, and of 
cry mes of les majestic as they war; thairfoir 
convoyed himselff quyetlie out of France in 
Ingland, quhair he was weill receaved, for thid 
queine of Scotlandis cans, becaas he was hir 
husband. Thairefter the queine of Scotland 
gatt word that hir husband the earle of Angus 
was com to Ingland, and passed all danger of 
France, quhairof shoe was greatlie rejoyced, 
for shoe was great with chyld to him, almoiit 
at the delyverance. Notwithstanding, for luva 
shoe bUre to hir husband and desir shoe had 
to speak with the king of Ingland hir brother, 
shoe left the king hir sone in the castle of Stir* 
ling, in keiping of the captane and his gaird^ 
that war abc^ut him, aiid' took hir voyage and 
pastto London^ quhair shoe was weill rec^ar* 
ed be king Harie, hir brother, and remained 
thair at hir pleasour, mad. gatt. all thiingis' from 
the king that shoe wold ask or desir; and 
schortlie efter shoe^wa» dely wered of anedoch^ 
ter called ladie Margaret, who remained evir 
in Ingland, intending title to the croun be hir 
or hir ^iuccessioun. This being done, queine 
Margaret) with fair husband the earle of Angus^ 
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returned in Scotland, with great suppliea^ 
tiounes from king Harie to the govemour of 
Scotland, to receave the earle of Angus in his 
favouris, and to remitt sJl byganes; quhilk 
fcqueist the governour took in guid pairt, and 
granted all thingis that the queine wold desir 
in the king of Inglandis name ; and so he ac* 
ceptit the earle of Angus in his favouris, and 
took his oath that he sould be trew to the 
kingts grace, and to himselff. 

This being done, the realme stood in good 
tranquilitie and peace, and the nobUs obeyed 
the prince as they ought in all piyill matteris, 
quhairtbrow the commounweiil flourisched 
ane long tynie ; quhill at the last the king of 
France sent letteris in Scotland to the gover- 
nour, desiring him to cum and speak with him 
in baist, for sick affaires as he bad to doe with 
him for the tyme. So the governour pat ttie 
reabne to guid ordour and peace, and* so de<r 
pairted to France, and left Monsieur Tlltibat- 
tie in his place, quhill he returned from Franoe, 
and gave him conunahd to vse justice equaltie 
to all men. So be passed with his schipis aiMl 
passed his way, etc. 

In this meane tyme Monaeor Tillibatie be« 
ing left regent, as we have schowin, remained 
in the Abbey of Hallruidhous^ and ane guard

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of Frenchmen about him, to the number of four- 
scoir halberteris, to be readie at his command. 
In this meane tyme, thair was ane gentlman 
in Edinburgh, namit Williame Meldrum^ laird 
of Bines *j who had ane fair ladie with him^ 
called the ladie Glengeis, who was ane doch* 
ter to Mr Richard Lawsone, proveist of Edin- 
burgh, the quhilk ladie had borne tua 
bairnes to the said laird, and intendit to marie 
hir if he might purchase the Pope's license, 
becaus they were sib. Notwithstanding, ane 
gentlman called Lues Stirling invyed the love 
and marriage betuixt thir tuo personages, 
thinkand to have the gentlwoman in manage 
to himselfT, becaus he knew the laird of Bines 
might not have hir richtlie be the Pope's lawis. 
Thairfoir he solisted his brother sone, the 
laird of Keir, with ane certane companie of 
armed men, to set vpoun the laird of Bines, 
to tak his ladie from him be way of deid ; and 
to that effect followed him betuixt Lerth and 
Edinburgh, and set on him beneath the Rid 
Chappell, with fyftie armed men, and he againe 
defendit himselff with fyve in number, and 
fought with him, and slew the laird of Keires 
principall servand, and hurt the laird of Keir 
to the perrill of deid, and tuentie sax of his 

u 
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men hurt and slaine. Bot this William Md« 
drum of Bines was evill martyred, for his 
hochis war cutted, and the knoppts of his el- 
bowis war strikin aff, and was strikin throw 
the bodie, so thair was no signe of lyfF in him, 
Yitt be the mightie power of God, he eschap- 
? ed the death, and leived fyftie yeires thair- 
efter. 

In this meane tyme Monseour Tillibatie 
gatt word, quhain he was in the Abbey of 
HaUirudhous,that sickane nobleman wasmur- 
thered at his hand, so he incontinent caused 
sound his trumpetis, and ran^ the comoun 
bell, commanding all men to follow him both 
on hors and foott, that he might revenge that 
TiHanous fact; and cam pertlie fordward to 
the place quhair the tuilzie was foughtin^ and 
land this Williame lyand for dead, and his men 
about him, and followed verrie ferdi^ efter 
thair enemies, and overhyed thame at Linlith- 
gow, and forced thame to tak ane peill hous 
in Linlithgow, for saiftie of thair ly ves, think- 
and thamselfBs suir thairin. Bot this noble 
regent lap manlie about the hous, and seidgit 
it evir till he constrained thame to render the 
same, and thairefter tuik thame and broughit 
thame altogidder to Edinburgh, aqd gaye 
thame ane fair assyse ; and thairby condemned 



tbame for the mvl cryfae, and wjif p^ i« tfie 
castle of Ediaburgh, to he in suire kaipingf,^ ^ 
be at the govemoaris will. 

Efter this Mcmsieour TiHibatie weat to the 
Mers and to the toqa of Dunce, to h^)d an^ 
justice court, and was eonvoyed b^ the laii^ift 
of Sesfoord and PheroehirsH, wlpo said t^ bim 
that they sould give him the coni^oy ^it^ie ^ 
Edinburgh agalae. Bot the laird of W>e<il4/er^ 
burne and hi& comp^irnk iavyed Afoniijbeour 
Tillibatie, for the duik of Albanitee caus, axA 
sieing that he was leh in sic ane plaoe, h^ 
thought he sould beavengjton bim, and waohr- 
ed TiUibatie, regent for the tyme,^ qubiU bf 
gatt him at Me outsyd> and satt cm Tiliibaiti^^ 
Bot TilEbatie, fearing ane conspicaole, be 
spurred his hors> and flcsd tonK^Fdis. t)h^ oastto 
of Dunbar, thinking to baye iKcme aM^|i(f^ 
becaus he was weill horsed. Bot hekta^ w^ 
stranger, and not knawing the gpwmd w^ilt. 
he laired his hors in ane mos» and tkok bip 
enemies cam vpoufi him, and ^w and mui^« 
thered him veride vnhoaestliei aod <?iij^d aff 
bis head, and carried wijfh tbaous. And it WW 
said that he had. long hair plett hi his lie^^t 
quhilk David Home <if WedderiMUinie knitt to 
his saidle bow, and kei^t it. 
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Incontinent thairefter word cam to the duik 
of Albanie, that Monsieour Tillibattie, whom 
he had left governour of Scotland, was slaine : 
so he passed to the king of France and shew him 
the manner how it was, and how that no civill 
man nor guid governour might leive in Scot- 
land, quhairat the king of France was heavi* 
lie displeased, and said to the duik of Albanie» 
" My lord yea did evill that wold not substi- 
tute ane Scottisman govirnour in your place, 
till your returning: for I wist weill they wold 
invy ane French man for your sake. Nevir- 
theles be yea of guid comfort, I sail support 
and manteine yow to revenge that quarrell." 
and sua assuadged the duik of Albanie's ire, 
and tuik counsall of his wyse captanes, quhat 
was best to be done, in revenging of his cans, 
quho gave him counsall to seik support at the 
king of France, and to pas haistilie in Scot- 
land, and revenge the slauchter of M onsieour 
Tillibatie; dreadand the longer he stayed he 
sould have the more adoe, and manie enemies 
start vp againes him in Scotland. To this 
counsall the duik of Albanie consented, and 
past haistilie to the king of France, and askit 
support of him to pas in Scotland for sick causis 
as he had schowin to his grace. The king of 
France obeyit this requeist, and caused fur- 
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Disch him thrie great shipes, quhairin war 
tbrie thousand men, weill furnisched with all 
sick thingis as concerned thame, for the space 
of ane yeir. So the duik of Albanie tuik his 
leive of the king of France, and landit saiflie 
in Scotland the saxt.day thairefter. . He maid 
gritt persecutioun on the Homes, and special- 
lie on the laird of Wedderburnes freindis, who 
was principal] slayer of Tillibatie. Bot on no- 
wayes could he apprehend himselffpersonalie, 
nor yitt wold he compeir befoir his Justice, 
but fled in Ingland, and remained thair als 
long as the duik of Albanie remained in Scot- 
land. Notwithstanding the duik of Albanie, 
governour forsaid, past through Scotland and 
vsed justice to all men, as effeired him ; and 
raised ane armie in winter, and past to the 
wast border, and thair thought to have seidgit 
Carleil. Bot the lord Dacres and he appoynl- 
ted vpoun all debaites and redrese of the bor* 
deris, so he continewed the seidge, and passed 
home, And on the nixt yeir thairefter past 
to Wark and seidgit it. Bot the bordereris de- 
ceaved him, and caused his captanes to de- 
ceave him, quhilkis war all hanged when he 
had brasched and wone the hous. For when 
the Inglismen that war in the castle saw no 
Scottismen foUowand, nor backand thair cap- 
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tanes that cam oyer the wallis, they iaconti-^ 
tkent hanged thaine over the wallis. 

Quben the governour saw this that the bor- 
il^r^rid baddeceaved him, and wold not reskew 
thair oaptaheis nor back thame, he raised his 
camp ID arte great anger, and cam homwardis 
to the epistle of Dunbar, and thair . remained 
ane long space; and caused massones enter 
thair^and big ane great strenth, called the out- 
wiird blokhous, and garnisched the same with 
aitallie, ponder, and buUettis. 

In this meane tyme the maiBter of Hailles 
and the laird of Nisbet^ through counsall of 
the HepbUrnes, cruellie betrayed and slew ane 
innocent man, prior of Coldinghame, thinking 
to have done the governour ane pleasour, for 
the slauchtef of Tillibattie. 

In this mean tyme deceased bischope An- 
^o Forman, bischope of Si Androis, and le- 
ffBtt of Scotland ; hot prior Johne Hepburne 
and hid freindis caused tak the castle and keip 
.the same, becaus he was vicar^general for the 
tyme : bot bischope James Beatoun baistilie 
obleined th^ same be way of court and autho^ 
liiie^ Awi €igg;ried with prior Johne, and satis- 
fied him for the same ; for his viccarage and 
fill other thingis perteaning to his office. 
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The kingis grace at this tyme was about 
elievin yeires of aige, aod the goveraour, the 
dutk of Albanie, sieing the conditiounes and 
qualities of the noblmea of Scotland to be so^ 
that few or non might trust on another ; he 
tuik stediast resolutioune to pas home to 
France and leive thair. Quhairfoir he fur- 
nisched Dumbar, and maid ane Frenchman 
captane thairof, callit captane Morise; and 
thairefter establisched the realme in this man- 
ner. He left thrie regentis to goweri^ the 
same, quhili the. king was tuelf yeires of 
aige ; for than he knew weill the lordis wold 
chose ane new regent amongest thamself&s^ 
quhilkis regentig war the earle of Lenng^ 
bischope James Beatoune, and ane French- 
ms^n called Monseur Lufence. So theduik of 
Albanie tuik his leive of court and counsall, 
and went into France, quhairfra he returned 
not againe. So all the whoU tyme that the 
dttik of Albanie remained in Scotland was 
fyve yeires and ane halfe. 

Thus when the duik of Albanie was depairt- 
edj thair arose great troubles and deadlie feadis 
in many pairtis of Scotland. The maister of For- 
bes, IQ the north, slew the laird of Meldrum» vn- 
der trysting. Lykwayes the laird of Drumal- 
zlear slew the lord Fleming at the balking. 
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Thir cumberis drew ovir till the king was tuelf 
yeires of aige, and than the lordis consulted 
togidder, and thought they wold bring the 
king to the feildis, and put the governement 
in his awin handis: quhilk when the king 
hard of his preheminencie, he was weill con- 
tent to leive correctioun at the scooles, and pas 
to his lordis at libertie, sua he was horsed and 
furnisched in all thingis perteining to ane 
prince, and syne brought him furth of the cas- 
tle of Stirling, to the Abbey of Holirudhous ; 
and thair he tuik vp hous with all office men 
requisite for his estate, and changed all the old 
ofiiceris, both thesaurer, comptroller, secreitar, 
Mr maissar, Mr household, Mr stableris, cop- 
peris, carveris, and all the rest. And four lordis 
war chosin to be tutouris and governouristo the 
king, and all casualties sould be disponed be 
thame, and remained still in companie with 
the king, and to give him counsall in all 
thingis perteaning to his honour, and the 
commounweill of the countrie. Quhilkis 
lordis war the earle of Lennox, my lord Ha- 
miltoun, my lord Angus, and bischope James 
Beatoun. 

The king and the lordis remained in Edin- 
burgh and Hallirudhouse the space of ane 
yeir, with great triumph and mirrines, quhill 
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at the last thair vaiked ane benefice quhilk 
pat thame all at variance for the dispositioun 
of the same ; for everie lord thought he wold 
be served according to his rowme and estate. 
But the earle of Angus warred the other thrie, 
for when he had gottin Dunkell, he wold have 
had Coldinghame, and could not be served so ; 

bot when Hallirud house vaikit he wold have 

• 

had it also : and shew to the lordis that he 
was scant of hay and hors corne when he cam 
to the toun ; thairfoir he behoved to have 
that benefice with leive to find his horss meatt. 
The rest of the lordis considderred the earle of 
Angus greidines, that he wold have allthingis 
at his dispositioun, without any considdera* 
tioun quhat expenss they war in the kingb 
service. The lord Hamiltoun gatt Pasley to 
his sone, but the earle of Lennox gatt nothing, 
quhairfoir he tyrred of the court and went 
home to his awin countrie, and so did my lord 
Hamiltoun within short space thairefter. Bot 
bischope James Beatoun, who was the feird 
lord, remained still in Edinburgh, in his awin 
ludging, quhilk hebiggit in the Frieris Wynd, 
for he might not pas out of the toun becaus 
he was chancellour for the tyme^ and satt in 
the seatt of Justice, and cam no more to the 
court bot as he was sent for. Thus the earle 
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of Angus guydit the king and court at his plea- 
sour, and maid his eyoie, Archibald Douglas, 
thesaurer, and George, his brother, Mr Hous- 
hold to the king, and himselff great leiften- 
nent of Scotland. Bot nevirtheles, the queiae 
pairted with him, and ane litle quhill efter 
married Harrie Stewart, brother to my lord 
Evandaill, and maid him Lord Mefven. Yitt 
uotthe les the e^rle of Angus tuik litle re- 
gaird thairof, bot abod at court, and guydit all 
as he pleased, and caused the king ryd throw 
the countrie and hold justice courtis, and pu- 
nisch theiyes and briggantis, and caused stryk 
Connie of his awin : to witt, ane grott of the 
valour of aughteine pence, quhilk efterward 
was callit the Douglas groatt, and non that 
tyme durst stry ve againes a Douglas nor Dou- 
glas' man. So he rang a verrie long tyme 
verrie ambitiouslie, without any controliUent. 

In this meane tyme thair was ane cuning 
dark, callit Mr Patrik Hamiltoun, abott of 
Feme, quho was summondit befoir the coun- 
sail haldia at St Androis for the tyme, be 
James bischope Beatoun, aud the rest of the 
clergie of Scotland, and thair was accused of 
herisie be the bischopis, abbottis, clarkis, gray 
freiris and black. His accuser wi^t ane blac^ 
freir callit Carppbell, quho red his articles^ 
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and syne said to him, ** Heretick, thow sayes 
that it is lesum to any man to reid the word of 
God, and in speciall the New Testament." 
Mr Patrik answeired, " I said not so to my wit- 
ling : hot I said, and sayis it, it is lesum to all 
men that hes ane sauU, to reid the word of Grod 
that they may vnderstand the same, and special- 
lie the letter will and testament of Jesus Chryst^ 
quhairby they may acknawledge thame of 
thair sines, and repent thame of the same, 
quhairby they may amend thair ly ves be faith 
and repentance, and attaine to salratioun by 
Chryst Jesus." " Now heretick, I sie thou af- 
firmes the wordis of thy accusatioon." Mr 
Platrik answeired, <^ I affirme nothing hot 
the wordis which I have spokin in presence 
of this auditour." 

*' Now fardder, thow said it was not lesum 
to worschipe imagerie." Mr Patrik iamsweir- 
ed, ^^ I say no fardder hot as God speakis to 
Moses in the twentie chapter of Exodus, in 
the second commandement, Thow shall not 
mak to thy selff any gravin image, &c. 
Thow sail not bow doun to thame nor wor- 
schip thame, &c. And also Dfiivid in his 
Psalmes, Curss thame that ar makeris of ima- 
ges." Than answeired his accuser, '^ Knawis 
thow not, the fouik of imagerie is the buik of 
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laud and prais, to put the commonn people in 
remembrance of his holy Sanctis that wrought 
for thair salvatioun/' Then answeired Mr 
Patrik, ** It ought to be the true preaching of 
the word of God that sould put the commoun 
people in remembrance of Chryst." Than 
sayes the accuser, " Heritick, thow sayes it is 
bot lost labour to pray to Sanctis, and espe- 
ciallie to the blessed Virgine Marie, Johne, 
James, Petir, and Paull, to be the mediatoures 
vntoChryst for ws.*' Mr Patrik answeired ; ** 1 
say with Paull, that thair is no mediatour be- 
tuene God and ws bot Chryst Jesus bis sone, 
and whosoevir he be that incallis any sanct, 
he derogattes so meikle of the honour he 
ought to. Chryst Jesus." ** Heretick, thow 
sayes, that it is in vaine to sing saull mess and 
derigies for thame that ar dead, quhilk is ct>n- 
tinewed in the paines of purgatorie." Mr Pa*- 
trik answeired ; *' Brother, I reid nevir m the 
Scriptures of sick ane' place as purgatorie, nor 
•yitt beleive/I that thair is any thing can save 
the soull of . man save onlie the blood of 
Chryst, quhilk ransome standis not in earthlie 
thingis, nather mess, mattines, nor deregies, 
bot by repentance of our sines, and faith in 
Jesus Cbryst." The accuser sayes, " My 
lordis, yea hear he denyes the institutioun of 
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the halHe kirk, and the auctoritie of our holy- 
father, the Pope, so that we neid not to accuse 
him any fardder." 

Then the bischopis and kirkmen concludit IfK 
and gave sentence on this innocent man, and ' 
condemned him to die ; and brought him furth 
of the abbey kirk of Sanct Androis, foment 
the old colledge callit Sanct Salvitouris col- 
ledge, and thair was ane gritt fire, and ane 
staik and ane scaffold sett^ quhairon they pot 
this innocent man, in presence of the wholl 
people, and syne requyred of him if he woM re- 
c£int the wordis that he had said, atid him selff 
to burne his faggott,and his lyfF should be saiflT. 
Mr Patrik answeired ; ** As for my confessiounj 
will not deny it for fear of your fire, for my con- 
fessioun and beleive is in Jesus Chryst : and 
thairfoir I will not deny it. I will rather that my 
bodie be brunt in this fire for confessioun of my 
faith in Chryst, nor that my soull should burne 
im the unquenchable fire of hell for denying of 
my faith. Botas for the sentence and judg- 
ment pronounced againes me this day be the 
bischopis and doctouris, I, hear in presence of 
all, appeallis contrair the saidis sentences and 
judgmentis givin againes me, and takis me to 
the mercie of God : and summondis yow. Sir 
Frier, befoir the tribunall seatt of God, within 
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fourtiedayes, toaasweir befoir that Supreme 
Judge for your Trongous aQcusatiouu contrair 
your conscience." Be this Mr Patrik left his 
apeaking, and entred in prayer to Qo4 AI- 
mightie tp be merciful! to the people who exe- 
cuted him> for thair was monie of thame igoo^ 
rant, and wist not what they did; and b^^ 
sought Jesus Chryst to be his mediatour, aad 
to strenthen his spirit, that his bqdie might th^ 
better abyd the horrible flames of the fire pre* 
pared for him, and that the paines of that tor* 
ment maid him not to swerue from any pairt 
of his faith : and so in the name of God he 
maid his oblatioun, that is» his bodie to the 
fire, and his souU in the handis of the great 
God of Heaven, and than maid ane end of his 
speaking : And than they laid the fire to him ; 
bot it wold not burne nor kindle ane long 
tyme. Than ane baxter, called Myrtoun, ran 
and gatt his armes full of strae and kest in the 
fire to kindle it : but thair cam sick ane thud 
of easterne wind out of the sea, and raised the 
ilame of fire so vehementlie, that it fiew vpoun 
the frier who accused him, and dang him to 
the earth, and brunt the foir pairt of his coull ; 
and pat him in sick a fray that he cam nevir 
in his ryght spiritis agaipe, bot wandrit abaut 
the space of fourtie dayes, and than depsupted. 



JAMBS V. 319 

This crueU act of persecutioun was vsed a* 
gaines this godtie man at St Androis, the yeir 
of God 15^ yeires, in the Hioneth of September. 
About this tyme the king past south' to 
Edinburgh, and held justice aireSj qubair ma- 
nia plaintes cam to him of reiff, slaucbter^ and 
oppressioun, bot litle justice was vsed bot the 
purs, for thair was manie ii^ that countrie war 
the earle of Angus* kin and freindis, that gott 
favorable justice, quhaipof the king was not con- 
tent, nor non of the rest of the lordis that war 
about him, for thej'^ wold have had Justice 
equallie vsed to all men ; bot tli;e earle of Aii^ 
gus and the rest of the Douglass' railed yift 
still as they pleased, atid no man durst ^n<l 
£suih with thair proceidingisi ; quhairat the king 
was heavilie displeased, and would ^ine have 
beine out of thair handis, and for that ejffect 
be writt ane secreitt letter to the laird of Buc- 
cleugh, desiring him effectuouslie that he wold 
eumi^ith all his forces, kin and freindis, and 
all that he might be, and meitt him at Melrose> 
at his home coming, and thair to tak him 
out of the Douglas' handis, and put him 
at libertie, to rse himself among the rest 
of the lordis as he thought expedient 
This wjritting was send with on of the kingis 
owin sen^ntis, aad was reoeaved verrie glaid* 
lie be the laird of Buccleugh, and was right 
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rejoyset to be put to sick chairg^s be his 
prince, and did great diligence to performe 
the kingis wrytting ; and to that effect conuein* 
ed his whoU kine and freindis, and all that 
wold tak pairt with him, to meitt the king at 
Metros at his home coming, quhilkis war to 
the number of six hundreth speares, and held 
thamselffis verrie quyet till the king returned 
from Jedvart to Melrose. But when the lord 
Home, Sesfoord, and Fherniherst, tuik thair 
leives from the king, and reti|rned home, then 
appeared the laird of Buccleugh and his com- 
panie in sight, in forme of arrayed battell, in- 
tending to have fulfilled the kingis petitioun, 
and thairfoir cam stoutlie fordward to the back 
of Hallidonhill ; hot the earle of Angus, and 
George, his brother, and sundrie vther of thair 
kin and thair freindis, sieing this armie com- 
ing fordwardis, they marvelled quhat it sould 
meine ; bot at the last, when thei knew the 
laird of Buccleugh, with certane of Anner- 
daill theives with him, they war the lese af- 
frayed, and maid thame manfullie to the feildis 
for thame, and said to the king, '^ Sir, yonder 
is the laird of Buccleugh, and the theives of 
Annerdaill with him, to vnbesett your grace 
in the way, bot I awow to God, Sir, they sail 
aither fight or flie. Thairfoir> Sir, yea sail 
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tarrie hear, and my brother George ,wilh yow, 
and auy vther qtihom yea pleas, and I sail 
pas and. put yon theives aff the ground, and 
red the gaitt to your grace, or elis die . thair- 
foir." The king tarried still, and devysed 
George Douglas and sundrie vther lordis with 
him, sick as the earle of Lennox, the lord 
Erskine, and some of his awin specially ser- 
vandis, arnd all the rest passed with tl>e earle 
of Angus to the feild againes the laird of Buc- 
c^eugli: quhilk pairties joynedsuddenlie, and 
fought cruellie ane long space with vncertane 
victorie; hot at the Iftst, the lord Home hear- 
ing word of the niatter, he returned againe 
to the king with all possible haist, and, with 
him the laird of Se^foord and Pherinherst, tp 
the number of fourscoir speares, and sett on 
freschlie on the vtmost wing, on the laird of 
Boccleughis feild, and shortlie bure thame to 
the ground, quhilk caused the laird of Buc- 
cleugh to flie : on quhom thair followed ane 
chaise be the lairdis of Sesfoord and Pherni- 
herst, in the quhilk chaise the laird of Ses- 
foord was slaine with ane cassin sp.ear, be ane 
called Evan, servand of the laird of Buc- 
cleu^his. When the laird of Sesfoord was 
sla.ine the chaise ceased, and the earle of An- 
gus returned with gritt mirrines, and thanked 

X 
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God that he had eschaped as he did» and past 
fordward with the king. They remained att 
that night quhill on the morne : then they 
past to Edinburgh with the king, who was 
verrie doHorous for the slaughter of the laird 
of Sesfoord, and manie other gentlmen slaine be 
the laird of Buccleughi to the number of four- 
iscoir and fourteine, who died in defence of the 
king, and command of his wrytting ; howbett 
it was not knawin to everie man, quhilk caus- 
ed the king to be verrie sad and dollorous, 
thinkand be no wayes to be qujrt of the earle 
t>f Angus and his freiadis. Tharrfoir he sett 
his intent to find remedie ; and for this effect 
be sent for bischope James Beatoun, to crave 
his counsall thairintill. This bischop being 
ane wy se man, gave him counsall to send for 
"the 'Carle of Lennox, to sie quhatt was his 
mynd thairintill, becaus he was nearest of kin 
to the king, and of his name, thairibir he 
thought him meittest of ony man to dely ver 
him out of the earle ef Angus handis. The 
king 'faeiring of this, send for die earle of Len* 
nox, and gave him power to raise his leidges 
for that effect, and that he sould^cum 'to Edin- 
burgh with all power that he might be, and 
tak the king out of the earle of Angus^ handis 
perforce. ... 
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IThe eai*le of Lennox 'hav>»g Foceavied this 
commisi^iotm, he was verrie glaid ^tp obey tb^ 
samyne, and gathered all Ihat he might :be in 
Fyffe, Angas, Stirling and Strath^n^ to the 
number often thousand ; and bisohope James 
Beatoun mett him with the most pairt qf the 
gentlmen of Fy fFe; and the maisrter of KHmauceg k 
mcKt him with^uo thousand'horsmen, and task ' 
his vangairdin hand and cam ford wardis* 

The earle of Angus hearing that the earle 
of Lennox and bisehop James Beatoun; and 
the maister of Kilmaures was vpoun the^feildis 
so great ane number againes him, considderrat 
Weill, that it was not donebot the kingis ^ccm- 
sent, quhiHc maid him to be verrie astonisched. 
Notwithstanding, he resolved with himsetff 
aither to doe or die, and send to all bis freindis, 
and in special! to my lord Home, Phernihirst, 
and also to my lord Hamiltoun, sohawing hioi 
that the earie of Lennox his enemie was ga« 
thered againes him, to tak the king out of his 
handis, beseikand him to support 'him in that 
caus, quhiUc was for his awin weill, saying, if 
the earie of Lennox overcame him, that the 
next day he would do riclit soe with him. 
Thairfoir,he said, it was best to debakt with 
both thair poweris. 
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Off this desir my lord Hamiltouu was verrie 
glaid, aiid promeised to lueitt my lord Angus 
with his whoU kine and freindis att Linlith- 
gow. Od the morne thairefler, the earle of 
Lennox came out of Stirling, with thrie great 
hostis, marching towardis Edinburgh, to sett 
fordwardis his purpose and intent, quhilk he 
had takin in hand at the kingis command. In- 
continent the earle -of Angus was adverteised 
of thair cuming, and schew the king the man- 
ner, and caused mak proclamatiounes, both in 
Leith and ill Edinburgh, that all men betuixt 
sixtie and sixteine should ryse and follow the 
king, and debaitt his grace. The king hear- 
ing thir wordis of the earle of Angus, and 
knew the mattetr how it stood, gave hot little 
answ^eir to him againe ; so that when he per- 
oeaved the king slow in the matter, he knew 
thair was no other remedie, but he took the 
feildis manfullie, and caused his freind Archi- 
bald Douglas^ proveist of Edinburgh, to gap 
ring tljiQ.commoun bell, and put the toun in 
.Qrdour, and commandit thame to ryse and pas 
with the king to support him, for he wold pas 
incontinent ford ward to meitt my lord Home, 
who was above Lithgow with, an armie of tua 
thousand men ; and the earle of Angus past 
fordward with the Hpomes and Kerris, who 
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wer alio tuo thousand men. Be this word cam 
to the toun of Edinburgh, that the earle of 

■ « 

Lennox was within ane myll to the toun of 
Lithgovv with thrie great hoastis, to the num- 
ber of tuelf thousand men, weill fumisch- 
^d with all necessaris and was purposed to 
cum to Edinburgh, if he was not stopped. 
Then George Douglas hearing this, desired the 
king effectuouslie to ryse and pas 'fbfdward 
to help his brother, and support him agaiiies 
his enemies, showing the king how near they 
war. Bot the king took little thought of that, 
and was verrie slow in hrs furth rydin^g; bot at 
the last, the post cam from the earle of An- 
gus, showing the king' that both the' armies 
war in vtheris sight, and wis purposed to fight; 
thairfoir prayed the kingis grace to cuni ford- 
ward with the toun' of Edinburgh, to tesiew 
the 6arle of Angus, or els he wold be'ldst, bfe 
reasoun of ' the number of th^ othiei^pairtie. 
Then the king Caused sdUnd his trumpettis,atHl 
iap^ypoun hors, irid caused ring tftie ctthimoun 
bell of Edinburgh, cbtrin^anding all liflmer' <X 
men to follow him ; so be isched forth at the 
Wast Port, and the touties- of Edinbur^'' and 
Leith witn him, to the nfumber of 'thrielliou- 
«and men, and passed fordwards wll'h thame. 
Bot, or they cam to the craigs of Corstorphine, 
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they beard the artaillie schotl on both sydU. 
Then George Douglas besought the king^ for 
Godis saifcyto ryd fester^ that he might reskew 
and help his brother. Be this ane post cam and 
schew t)ie' king that both the armies war joyn- 
ed, and 6ghtand furiousiie, with other on the 
wast syd of Linlithgow, too mylles from the 
toun, and that the earle of Angus and the 
f< earle of Glencairne was yocked togidder, and 
the lord Hamiltounes hoste was yocked in lyk 
manner. Then the king raid fast to sie the 
manner^ hot ane other post met the king in- 
continent, showing trim that the earle of Len- 
nox mea war fled from him, and beleivedthat 
he had tint the field j at the quhill^ tydings 
the king was verrie beavilie displeased, and 
cryed vpoun his freindis and servandis, and 
«ck as wold doe for him, to ryd fast totbefeild^ 
tad stanch slaughter, and in speciall to saifff 
the earl^ of Lenno jt^ if he wold be found aliv€^. 
So sqndrie of th^ kingisr servandis and fami^ 
Jiares, rod to the feM^ and with thame Sir An- 
dro Wood of LargOf who was one of the kingis 
cairveris fcfrthe tyme, and on of hi^,^g^ace' 
most speciatt ^ervandis^ Bat when they cam 
,to the feild, they fand the: earle of Lennox in 
the des^l thraw^ cruellie slaine be Sir James 
Hamiltoun, that tirrant^ efter that he was ta- 
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in die feild: be the laird of Pordnen^ and 
his veapones takin frotn bim, Immediatlie 
eftet %h\t Sir J.aioes Hamiltoan gaii i^chott him 
from his takeris, and thair slew him hot mer- 
cie.; wd he vsed all so that he might overtak 
th9>t day in the feild^ quhair was manie mark- 
ed with his mark that day, quhilk was ane 
Qverthort the chaftis. We will speak no 
more of his tirennie^ hot returne to Sir Andro 
Woodi awl the re^t of the kiugis servantis, 
who raid awiftlie throw the feildis to saiff alt 
thai they might appreh^d , aly ve^ l qi^ibill at 
the l^t they fand the earle of Qle^cidrne / 
fightand, and not thritie of his men alivei vn* 
slaine and fled from : but yit he ws^s at sick 
ane strentb, that bis enemies K^uld apt doe a/k 
him^to k>ng as he had any to defend him, bo^ 
imiaediatlte Sir Afidfo Wqod, the kij»gjlsi ; ser^ 
¥aat, !took him 'and brought him away to ana 
secreit place, quhair naithetthe Ponglass nor. 
the flamiltounes might apprehend hin^ to doe 
him any sfcaith. This being done^ the kingi^ 
servandts cam Jlhrow the feildis, and saw the 
lord Hamiltoun weiping verrie bitteriie besyd 
the earle of Lennox, saying, •* The hardiest, 
stoutest, and wysest aian that evir Scotland 
bure, lyes heir slaine this day, and laid his 
doak of scarlet ypouQ him, and caused, ws^tch*^ 
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men stand about him, quhill the ki]1^6 ser- 
vantis cam and buried him. 

This battell being finisched, and manietaine 
and slaine on aither syd, and especiallie the 
earle of Lennox, and many gentlmen of the 
wastland with him ; and the earle of Glen- 
cairne evill voundit to the dead, and many of 
his freindis hurt and slaine. This cruell and 
uiihappie feild was striken in the yeir of 
God, 1526 yeires, in the moneth of September. 
Then the earle of Angus returned to the king 
with great glorie and victorie, weill commendit 
of all men for the chance and victorie that 
fell to him. 

Then the kingis grace, with the earle of 
Angus, and my lord HamiltouU)' with the 
Hoomes and Kerris, went all that night to 
Linlithgow, and remained thair in great mer» 
fines. Bot the king himself was very dollor- 
ous, for the tinsell of his eame the earle of 
Lennox, and monie other gentlmen with him, 
who war all perisched throw the kingis. awin 
occasioun, for they interpryssed the matter at 
the kingis command ; and fardder, the king 
was very suspitious of the earle of Angus, and 
effeired his awin lyfF, becaus the earle of An- 
gus knew that the king had caused interpryse 
such thingis againes him, and nothing pros* 
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pered weill 'with the king againes the said 
earle; Thairfoir he was in great suspi tioua 
that'they n^old put hand in his awih bodie, 
considdiering all tbingis succeidit so with him. 
Bot yitt I cannot find that evir the earle of 
Angus or any of the Douglass failled the 
king in'any pairty although they war covet- 
ous, and greidie, and oppressouris of thair 
neighbouris.. Yitt they war evir tru^, kind^ 
and servioable to thfe kingiu all affaires^ and 
oftymes pat thameselfiis in jeopardie for his 
saik. 

This being done,, the king returned to 
Edinburgh, verrie sad and sorrowful, that he o 
nawayes coaid cuni to his purpose; but yitt 
he remained quyet within himselfT, and the 
DoQglas's evir tuik high upounthame: quhair* 
throw they began to punisch all thame that 
cam againes thame with the earle of Lennox, 
and specialUe they flied bischop Beatoun so, 
that he fled away and durst not be seine a long 
time; and so did Margaret the queine of Scot-' 
land, and geid vagand disguysed ape lang 
tyme, for fear of the Douglassis; and thair- 
efter thei tuik the king to St Androis, and thair 
past thair tyme ane quhill: bot they could 
not find the bischopa, for he was keiping 
flcheip in BoigrUmoir with ane schepherdis

cloathfs vpoitn him. Be this way he escaped 
tliatr furie for a whilL Bot George Douglas 
kneir weill the bischope of St An^ois to be 
ane great man, and had modie casualties of 
taxea and teindis to be gottin aff his hani]^ 
tbairfd^ir^ within aneKttle whiU he aggried with 
the earle of Angus his brother, and the bis- 
chope, forcertane teyndis and tackis which 
the bischop gave him, with vther commodi- 
ties that he gatt at the said bischopes bandk; 
90 that he was receaved againe in the oonrt^ 
and als the queine, without any manis indigna- 
tloun ootwardlie schowin againes hir^ becaus 
shoe wae the kingi» molher. 

At this tyme, the Douglass pat sore at the 
lord Lindsay, and thought to have forfault 
him : bot he gave lairglie of his landis and 
^eir to eschew that invy for the present tyme, 
thinkand that that court wold not continew 
long. Fardder, bischope Beatoun called the 
king and the Douglassis to his pasch to St 
Atidros, and thair maid thame great banquets 
ting and mirrines ; and also propyniBd thame 
with great giftis, that he might the better pa- 
cifie thair wraithis towardis him, and obteine 
thair favou res. So the king stayed thair ane 
quhyll) vsing hunting and hauking vpoun the 
watter of Eedene, quhyll at the last the earle of 



Angus askit leive ta pas to LcythiaQe, to sie his 
bussines, and left with the king Archibald, hU 
fisUher brother, George, bis^ awin brother, aa4 
James Douglas of Parkhead, who was captane 
of the kingis guard. Bot within tuo dayes» Arr 
chibald Douglas, thesaurer, asked leive of th^ 
king to pas to Dundie to sie his bussines thair 
ane day or tuo ^ som sayes he had aae geutlr 
voman thair, quhom he Idnged to visit; and m 
lyk manner, George .Douglas rod aff the 
toun to gett his taxes performed, promeist b^ 
the biscbope to the earle of Angus his brother, 
and left with the king Jamts Douglas of Park- 
head, with ane bunder gentlmen with him^ to 
awaitt vpoun the king, qujiair b^ pleased to 
pas. Bot quhill George Douglas was dressing 
his bussines with the biscbope, the king pas^ 
ed from Falkland park to withdraw hintsel^ 
from the Douglassis, thinkatid it was ane conr 
venient tyme to put himselff to liberties and 
out of their handis^ quhen the earle of Angus 
himselff, his brother George^ and his father 
brother Archibald, war all out of his companie* 
Thairfoir be devysed ane craftie meane* for 
that effect, and called vpoun the la^ird of 
jl^erme, forester of the park of Falkland, and 
chamberland of Fyfe, and caused ,him to 
wame all the gentlmen thairabout, thtil bad 
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8peidiedoggis,to ciim and hunt with him on the 
mome be sewin bauris, for he was determined 
to slay ane deare or tuo for his pleasour. So 
he commandit to gett his disjone readie the 
morne be four houres, and commandit James 
Douglas of the Parkherd to gange the sooner 
to his bed that night, that he might ryse the 
sooner on the morne, and awaitt vpoun him. 
Aiid than when the king had soupitthat night, 
thairefter he past to his chamber, and loused 
his cloathis, and called for ane drink, and 
drank to James Douglas, saying to him that 
he «6uld sie guid hunting on the morne, and 
bad him betymous, and then the king went 
to his^bed; and when James Douglas saw the 
king goe to his bed, he thought all had beine 
sicker eneugh, and went also to his awin bed. 
And qiihen the wach was set and all at quyet- 
nes, the king called upon ane yeaman of the 
stable, as he had beine on of the watch, and 
was unperceaved be thame, quhill he was at 
the stable, and caused him saidle hitn ane hors 
for himselff, and ane led hors, and tuik servandis 
withhim,to witt, JockieHart, ane yeaman of the 
stable, with ane vther secreit servand, and lap 
vpoun hors, and sp^d him haistilie to Stirling ; 
and cam thair be break of the day, over the 
bridge thairof : and caused steik the bridge 
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gaitt behind him, that' no man sonld wine 
that passage without his licence ; and syne 
past to the castle, who was heartilie receaved 
be the captane thai rof, and prepair^d the V9S^ 
tie. with all thingis neidfuU for his recept, and 
drew doun tUe portculzeis^ and maid all suire, 
and syne -laid the king in his bed, becaus 1l'd 
had riddin ail that night. We will iatt him sleipt 
in his bed, and returne .to Gdopge Dgoiglasi 
who came home to Falkland at lellivini hbulftt 
at night, and. requy red at the pbrt^ris quhat 
the king was doeing, who answeired, that he 
was in his :awin chamber sleiping, who was to 
ryse tyitious to the huntis, and richt so said the 
wachmen. . George hearing that, went to his 
bed, quhill on the morne, that the sone rose. 
Than cam Patrick Carmichall bailyie of A- 
beniethie^ and knocked at George Douglas 
chamber doore, and inquyred of him qahat 
the king was doeing ; George answeired, that 
he was not wakit as yitt in his awin chamber. 
The bailyie answered, "Yea are deceavi|:j he 
is along the bridge of Stirling this niglit" 
Then George Douglas gatt vp haistilie, and 
went to the porteris and waohmen, and in-> 
quyred for the king, who ^till anis weired that 
he "W^s alf iping in bis awin chamber. Then 
Cftsorge Douglas caime :to the kingis chamber 
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4oone, and found it Icxidt, and dang it rp, 
bot found no aian in ft. Then he cryed, 
^ Fje, ir^asonn, the king was gone and no 
■Mb wist quhidder." Some said he was gone 
to Bambreife, to ane gentiToman ; vtheris said 
that he was past to Stirling. Then George 
Douglas lap vpoun hors to ryd to Bambpdf, 
bot within tuo mylles ^be mett the earle of 
Bofhes, who schewto him that the king was 
Bot Ihair. Then they past to Falkland againe^ 
and consulted quhat *was best >to be done ; and 
sent ane haistie post to Tamtallon, to tbe earle 
ttf Angus, to shew him the matter bow it 
stood. Be this Archibald Douglaseam bajekfra 
the toun of Dundie ; and when they mett al- 
togidder, to witt^ the earle of Angus, George 
and Archibald, they rod akogidder to Stirling, 
to the .king. Bot when the king gott word of 
bis cnming, he send ane herald to tbe mercatt 
croce, to ppoclame be sound of trumpetty <that 
natber tbe ;earle, his brother jGreorge, Archi- 
bald, nor none of tbair kin and ^freindis, 'sould 
cum neir him be six mylies, vnder the paine 
of tr easoun. Quhen tbe Douglassis bard 4eH 
of this proclamatioun, they consulted togiddor 
quhat was best to be done <thairanent ; soin^ 
said Ihey wold pas fordv^aa^d/to tbe toun, bet 
tbereaide hixnsdff, and his brolher^GeoFg^^aid 



they vfold obey 4h€ knvgis {MfodamatioWn. ^' So 
4lrey reUiraed afl»d passed bae^kward to Ltu^- 
lithgow, and thair remakied ane day ot Ui^, 
^h¥tt they gott word from tbe king : who wte 
Bt thai ty hie veri^ie boisie, sencSvig for M^ lonlis 
to'hftte^thair 'counsall, to wilt, he sem for Cht 
earles tff HuntJie, Arg}4e, AfhoH^ CSpncafnfife, A 
MoiyteFl^, and Rothes ; the 'ldrdisof<ik^haiia, 
Xivirngstoun, Sinciair, Kuthven, Dnrmmond, 
Annerda/in, Maxwetl, SempiU, Egfrntoon, iHfh 
bischope James B^atomi ; and conveined < aft 
Ihir knrdis at Stniing, in ^e monet^ eff Jiumi 
15S7 yeires; and ifhair %he king scbevr ^iatvi« 
bis myndy with great lamentaftioHfi^} schowjind 
to tbame how be was holAin vnder siibjectiouti 
be the earie of Angus, thir yeives bygane, and 
be his awin kine and freindis : for he awow^ 
(ed that Scotland isould ncyt bold thaine ^both, 
quhillbe was^avengit on thame. 

The lordis hearing the kingis oompMnt and 
lamentatiottn, and als perceaved the great i^age 
he was in towardis ahe earle of Angus, tb^ 
coftcindlt sQl and fand it best that he sould be 
summonditto vndei^ly the law^atid if he ftmd 
not camifonn to enter and compeir bimsdiir, 
that he sould be putlo the home and banisdi- 
ed induring the kingis will. 
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This proces was pro^equut accprding tO! the 
lordis devyce, and the earle of Angus> h^s kin, 
a&4 freiDdis, war suminondit to vnderly the 
law within ane certane day, or elis be p}fX to 
the home. Bot the earie nor non of hi^ CQinr 
peired the said day, bot war all put ,to .the 
home, so many as war contained iq the sum* 
mondis, and war all banisched, and e$teemed 
as tratouris to his majestie. Cluhairby we 
may sie that no courtis ar constant in the. earth* 
For this earle of Angus, having the kiog at 
his pleasour, could nevir be seperat from his 
g^-ace, pather be visdome nor power of maues 
ingyne. But when he was highest, and 
thought himselff in greatest peace and. tran* 
quilitie with his prince, dreidand no care 
thairefter, becaus he had debaitted so many 
troubles befoir in his defence, and fonghtin so 
cruellie, and maid sick slauchter to defend his 
awin rycht and auctoritie with the king, in 
tymes bygane, thinkand than thair was no 
man to pursue him, sieing he had wone the 
vpper hand on all them that intendit to put 
hips from the king and court: notwithstand* 
ing, 6o|d moved the kingis heart to exyll and 
banisch him be this no^anes^ quhilk I have 
schowin befoir. 
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The earle of Angus, his kine and freindis, 
being at the horne in this manner, the king 
gart mak strait proclamattounes throw but all 
buFghes, that whosoevir recept the earle of 
Angus, or ony of his kin and freindis, within 
diaur.boussis, or had ony dealling with thame^ 
they sould be esteemed as participantis of 
tfaair crymes^ and conyict thairintill. Fard* 
der, the king caused mak proclamatiounes in 
Fyfe, Angus, Stratherne and Stirlingsfayre, 
Mers and Tiviotdaill, to compeir at Edin- 
burgh the tent day of December, anno for- 
said, with fourtie dayes victuallis, to pas and 
seidge Tamtallon, and, to that effect, send to 
the castle of Dumbar to Captane Moreis> and 
borrowed great artaillie, and laid pledges for 
the same, becaus the castle was in the duik of 
Albanie's handis, and the artaillie thairof his 
awin : bot it was evir at the kingis pleasour 
when he had to doe, and that at command of 
the said duik of Albanie. Bot yit, for observ* 
ing of guid ordour, pleadges war givin. So 
the artaillie, with the cannones and cannon- 
eris, war convoyed to Tamtallon, and seidged 
the same the space of twentie dayes^ bot cam 
no speid^. Bot whidderthe castle was so 

* The artillery^ according to a recent manuscript, consist* 
ed of ** two great cannones, throuen m»ttthed Mow and her

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strong, or if the priacipall seidgeris war oor- 
. rupted be the earle of Angus' moyane, I can«« 
not tell, boi the king, was constrained to pas 
home to Edinburgh, and left it without any 
hope of wining thairof ; hot had both niqney, 
men, and hors, lost at the permute thairof: and 
at his returning had ane noble captane slaine 
be Archibald Douglas, [umquhill theasurer and 
father brother to the said earle,] callit David Fal« 
qoner, att whose slauchter the king washeavilie 
displeassed. Casting all the moyane he might 
to obteine the castle of Tamtalion, knawii^ 
Weill if he had the castle thair wold be no 
place to the earle nor his freindis to resort till ; 
thairfoir be caused, mak mo jane with the 
captane thairof, called Simeon Penango, and 
proineised to give him great giftis and re^ 
vardis, both of landis and geir, with the kingis 
speciall favoures, and to remitt all byganes to 
his brother and near freindis thairof, in lyk- 
maner, excepting the Douglassis alwayes. Of 
thir offerris the captane tuik him to be adwys- 
ed till ane certane day, and thairefter to give 
the king ane answeir. 

In this meane tyme the captane send to the 
earle of Angus, Archibald, and George, to 

.. . # . 

marrow, with two great boatcards, and two moyanisi two 
double falkonSy and four quarter falkons," 
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sie quhca/l was thair tnyndb^ showing to 
tbame that he was evill victualled, and wanted 
artaiUie, potider, and bliUettis, thairfoir de^sir* 
ed him to furnissch him thairof within ane cer- 
tane day, of ^lis he wold be forced to give 
over the same to the kingis grace. The earle 
hearing this message of the captane*s, waa not 
Weill Qontent, beCaus he kiSi'ew weill he might 
not support him of his desir, becaiis he had 
nather ponder nor bullettis, nor ^ould gett non 
haistilie^ nor yitt could, he furnisch victuallis^ 
nather be sea' nor land,. in respect that the 
king had-watohis both be sea and land, evir 
wacHing that no furnisohing sonld ciim to the 
said castle* So the captane received no readie 
answeir of his maister, nor getting no fumisch- 
ing, nor knawing of non to cum to him, in- 
continent he appoynttit with the king, that is, 
the kingsould remitt the said Simeon of all of- 
fences bygane, and giue him leive to transport 
all bage and baggage, except munitioun, and 
sick thingis as war vsed for the defence of the 
place. Off thir ofieris the king was weill 
content, and promeised to grant the same to 
the said captane. So the castle was rendrit to 
the king, and he revairdit the said captane 
richHe. Schortlie thairefter the king caused 
furnisch the said castle with men, munitioun. 
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and Tictaall, and maid ane Oliver Sinclar cap- 
tanethaiirof; and caused massones cum and 
rainforce the wallis, quhilkis war left wast be- 
foir as transis, and maid all massie work, to 
mak it the more strong to amy that happened 
to pursue it thairefter. 

Then the king caused mak proclamatiounesp 
dut throw the wholl realme, that no man sould 
foster, succor^ sustane, or recept, any Douglass 
within thair boundis, and thairefter caused 
bring in thair maillis and dewties to his vse, 
to that etkd that they sould be puire, and 
have jao strenth in tymes earning. The Don*** 
glasis^ sieing' that in no wayes they could ob>» 
teine the kingrs favouris to abyd in Scotland^ 
they concludit amongest thamselffis to pas ia 
Ingland, quhair they war receaved thankftilHef 
and intertained tenderlie be king Harie the 
Aught, who intertained thame verrie bonoralH 
lie ane long tyme. 

The king hearing that the Douglassis war 
absent, sett ane parliament at Edinburgh, the 
25 day of Merch 1528 yeires, and thair, in 
presence of the king and thrie estaites, the 
earle of Angus and his kine and freindis war 
forfault^ amd thair landis annexit to the croun. 
This proces of forfaltrie was led as I have 
schowin yow. 
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The king past to iStirling and retnained 
thair ane space, and changed manie of his of- 
ficeris, that is, secritar, comptroller, thesaurer, 
and Mr Houshold, with vther ofBceris qnhilkis 
pleased him to remove for the tjme, and pat 
Ytheris in thsur place, quhom he thought most 
expedient, and thairefter maid ane conven- 
tionn at Edinburgh with all the lordis and bar- 
rounes, to consult how he might best sttoch 
theiff and river within his realme, and to cans 
the commounes to leive in peace and. rest, 
quhilk long tyme had beine perturbed befoir. 
To this effect he gave chairge to all earles, 
lordis, barrones, frieholderis, and gentlmeu, to 
compeir at Edinburgh with ane monethi^ ric^ 
tuall, to pas with the king to daunton ^e 
theives of Tividaill and Annerdain,iwilh^all 
vther pairtes of the realme^ also the ^ king* de* 
sired all gentlmen that^hstd doggiii that 'v^ar 
guid, to briiig tbame i^ith thame to hiiht in 
the.saidis bdundis, quhilk ' the most paiirtiof 
the nobUoen of the Highlandis did : side as 
the earles of Huntlie, Argyle, and Atholi, 
who brought thair deir ^ houndis with thaine^ 
and hunted with his iiu^eslie. Thir lordis, 
with knanjir other lordis aad* gentlmen, tx> the 
number of tuelf thousand men, aiasemblit at 
Edinburgh, and thairfra went with the kingis 
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grace to Meggat ]and, inthequhUk booodis 
war slaine at that tyme augbteiae scoijr of 
deir. Efter tbi» hunting the king hanged 
Johne Armstrange^ laird of Kilnokiie, quhilk 
monia Scottis mw heavilie lam/ented, for he 
wa«i aae doubtit man, and als guid ane chif* 
tane.as.evir wa$ vpotin the borderi^ aither of 
Sootltod or of England. And albeit he was 
ana lions let vand man, and sustained the num* 
fa^of^uiij Weill horaed able gehtlmenwith 
him, j^itt he neyir molested no Scottis man. 
Botit'is^said^from tbie $cotti$ border to New 
fs^de oC Jngland^ tbair was not ane of quhat** 
so^yifitetate hot payed to .this John Arm^ 
strange! ane tribut to be frie of his cumber, he 
wte so doubtit in Ingiand. So whei^ he entred 
in befoir.thelking, faeicam verria revereatUe, 
With hisi forsaid ammber verrie richlie f^ppar^ 
reUedi tkusti^g, that in respect < he hfkL cum to 
tbejkiiigis 'grace willinglie and ypluntarlievnot 
being tain nor appreheodit he .thie skiing, he 
sould ^btdine the mair^ favour. Bi^rnitlien the 
kfing'foW him and hiQ men so gor^eovs in 
(hair .apparrell, and fio many faraw*pien irnder 
aniB .tirrantis coDftn^aOMlement, throwardlie, he 
tiuaied abont his faoe^ and bad tak tbatticrant 
out of his sights saying, ^^ Quhat wantis jon 
knaye that a king sould fa4ve/' Bat when 
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Johne Armstrangfe pereeaved that the ^ing 
kindled in ane fiirie againes him, aad had Ao 
hop^ of his lyff, notwithstanding of many great 
and fair oflferri^, 4uhilk h^ oifetrjed to thf 
king, that is, that he sould sustene hinnself with 
fourtie gentlemen, aret readie to uwaitt vpoua 
his m^jestie's'serrtcey and neVirtotakta^pennfe 
of Scotland, nor 'Scottis tnan. S6<^adlie, thieri; 
thatrwas -not' ane ^ subject in Ingkindy ' duik^ 
earl^, loi^, or barronn^thot within aae* dertand 
day he 50uld briiig dny isfS thame^to hia indijiesl 
tie, aith^r quick or dead.' He sieing iiohopi^ 
6f the kingis faFOUr towardis himv «aidr.verri^ 
proudlie, *' I ambot^ane /fooll to aeik jgrace 
at ane • graodes £ace. '^ Bot hadi/l.kmV^iA, 
Sir, ihiii y^ woold' haKr^ takin) way lyff thifc

The 
earle o( AthoU beiring of bis coming) maid gre^-t 
and gorgeous provisioun for him in fUl tbingi^ 
pertaining to ane prince, that he was a)s Weill 
eased in all thingis as if he had beine in 911^ 
of his awin pallaces. Fodr this noble earle of 
Atholl caused mak ane curious pallace - to the 
king, his mother, and the amfoassadour, quhgir-. 
by they were als weill eased as if they hsKl 
beine in ony pailace aither of Scotland or Iiig<» 
land, and equivalent for ibe tyme of.thair; 
hunting; qiihilk was biggft in the midle of aniei 
greinemedpw, and tlii^ wallis thairof was 0f 
greine timber, wovin . with birkis, and biggit 
in four qdarlteris, as if it had beine ane. pair 
lace, and w everie quaite)- ane round lyk ^ne 
blokhous, quhilkis war Ipftit and jeasted tbrie 
hous hicht ; the floore wes laid with grein 
earthej and strowed> with sick, floutes as 
grew in the; medow, that no man knew 
quhaiirom he yead, hot as he had beine in 
ane greio^ gardeine. Fardder^ thair was tuo 
great roundis on everie syd of the yett» and 
ane great portouUies of trie Tailing doun as it 
had beine ane barrace yett with ane gritt 
draw bridge, and ane foussie of sixteine fute 
deip, and thrittie fute broad of watter. This 
pailace was hung with fyne tapistrie within^ 
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and weill lighted in all necessar pairtes. with 
glassin windowis. 

The kiag was verrie weill int^rtained in, 
this wild0rne$ the space of thrie . dayes, with, 
all sick delicious and sumptuous meattis as' 
was to be hade in Scotland, for flescbis* 
fischis, and all kindis of fyne wyne, and $|igr« 
€?8, requi^it for aue ptinc^i Fardder, tbair wa» 
»o fiscbes that could leive in fresch w$ttertai»' 
but.war tbair swimming in the foussie aboj^t 
the pallacie *. It is said > by the space qf thir 
thrie day^ ^bat his grace was tbair, the -^^ife 
of Atboll was eyerie da^ ane thousand^ puiidi^ 
c^eKpfenss. . This Pope's aitibassadour /sii^ing^ 

so great, ape ttiumpb in ane wildernes,i,q^bair

Fardder, he ient to Flanderis and 
brought home artaiUiev podder, and' bullolftis^ 
haraeise, pickis> afid all other kyhd of mnni- 
tioun pertaining to a prince, and gaVnisched 
his castles tbairwithy that is to say, the bastles 
of Edinburgh, Stiding, Dumbar, Dumbarton, 
and t'he Blaknes : and fardder, he translated 
the pallace of Linlithgow^ and biggit a!he pret- 
tie paliaqe in the toun of Stirling. ^ • 

In this yeir cam ah Iriglisch amba(ssaddur 

ofit of Ingland^ callit lord Williame, ahe'bis- 

cliope, and vthe^r gentliiien 1!6 the huhib^rof 

thrie sCoir horss, qiihilkis war all able, Wailled

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manea; that so many Inglisch men sould 
schott againes thame at riveris, buttis, or 
prick bonnett. The king, heiring of this bon- 
speill of his mother, was weill content. So 
thair was laid an hundreth crounes, and ane 
tun of wyne pandit on everie syd. The ground 
was chosin in $t Androis ; the Scottis archeris 
was thrie landit gentlmen, andthrie yeamanes^ 
to witt, Pavid Weimes of that ilk, David Ar- 
nott of that . ilk, and Mr Johne Wedderburne^ 
viccar of Dundie. The yeamanes was Johne 
Thpmsone in I,^ith, Stevin Tabroner, and 
Alexander Baillie, who was ane pyper, and 
schott vondrous neir> and wan the vaigour 
from the Inglismen ; and thairefter went in to 
the toun and maid ane banquett to the king 
and the queine, and the Inglisch ambassadour, 
with the whoU tuo hundreth crouaes^ and the 
tno tunes of wyne. Albeit tha|t the Inglismen 
confessed jthat the Scottismen sould have beine 
fried of the payment of (bat banqueitt, quhilk 
was 39 gorgeous that it was of no les awaill 
than jkhe ^d gold «and wyne extended to* 
Fardder, this ambassadour directed his comis-* 
sioun to, the king in St.Andros; showand his 
graqe, if he would cum in Ingland, and speak 
with the Jcin^^of Ingland, the king of Ingland 
would give him the duikdome of York, and 
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iiiak him protectonr of Ingland, and gofver* 
nour, and put hes sone Edward in his handis 
in keiping in during his minoritie. The king 
was trerrie glaid of this offer, and promeised 
to lord Williame the ambassadour, that he 
sould cum in Ingland when he thought tyme 
expedient ; that is^ how soone he had estab- 
lisched his realme, and put it in guid ordour, 
and m^tt his vncle the king of Ingland in ony 
place quhair he pleased. So the ambassadour 
depairted home to his maister the king of Ing- 
land, with the king of Scotlandis answeir, who 
was verrie rejoyced that the king of Scotland 
promeised to cum to him, beleiving weiil 
^at he would keip his promeise to cum to 
him. Nottheles, the wicked bischopes of 
Scotland would not thoall the king of Scot- 
land to pas thair, but caused him send an am* 
bassadour to excuse him, that he might not 
win at that tyme for caussis. For the bis- 
chopis feared if the king had mett* with king 
Harie, that he would have moved him to have 
castin doun the abbeyis and to have altered 
the religioun as the king of Ingland had done 
a befoir in Ingland. Thairfoir the bischopis 
Itoddit him to bydathome, and gave him thrie 
thousand pundis of yeirlle rent out of thair 
benefices. 
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In this meane tyme .thair arose greait troa- 
bles in the bordens^ tbM the kiog beh.oved to 
send his brother the carle of Murray to fhet 
borderiS) and maid him lieftennant-generally 
and dirided the reldme in four quarterisy and 
caused, everie quarter to keip thair awin 
pairts : quhilkis continew6d the space of ane 
yeir^^and thairefter wius called the quarter 
raidis. Yitt the king was compelled to send 
the bischope of Aberdeen in ambassage ill 
Ingland, and with bim thrie ancient knyghtist 
to witt» Sir Alexander Stewart of Garleis, Sir 
David Barclay of Collerin, and Sir David 
Weymss of that ilk. Tfair ambassadouris past 
to Inglandt with the kingis comimssioun, and 
secreit letter, writtia with the kingis awin: 
hand, sealled on the back that no man durst 
oppin it, till he dely vered it to the king of 
Ingland himselff, and dmred*him to catts thei 
king of Ingland writt againe in his awin hand 
writt, that no scribes nor secretaries sould 
know quhat was betuixt thame hot .thamselffis 
aUanerlie. 

The ambassadoures past to Ingland at the* 
kingis command, and was weill receav^ be 
king.Harie at London, qikhair they presented 
the secreit letter, togidder with thair commis^ 
siouu to king Hari^, desiring his grace to keip^ 



ib^ letter isecreili td btnh9elff'0i)li&, tod ik^seod 
the king of StotkuDid aneraasweHr againfe writ^ 
tin with bisA^ia h^ind^ as behad doiK^.ta Mmi 
quhilk the kmg of Imgland^sald he should doe'i 
pFomiseing to pnt ^ no^ mam ia the courmall 
thairof. .Soithe ambate^otires depairted :to 
tbair ladg^n^, titt ob the mbrne that fhei wme 
sent jRmt, and ;wh<^n the bischopei of Ab»deiiie 
wa$ 96ti at tjbe ceiikiislttty I and sierng momis 
wr j ttingis .of: <irtheF . amba33GLdotiGes lymg. wA idi€l 
bfod lor tbair awin affaires^. as they ! back ado^ 
in dimrsis realmes^i he also saw the kingi.df 
Scotlandis secveit wrylting lyin^ among thaote^ 
and als soone as he perseaved it, he ststrt' yp 
from tbeboord, and tiiik the king hy, thd jsli^e, 
and. led hiiki to a window^ and ikaid to. him, 
'^ Sir, if I durst say with your bcence^ yea faE»re 
failed to* our maister the king of Scotland.'^ 
King Harie answeired^ <^ dahairintfll, sir bis^ 
ehope, for riitber or I fialed willinglie to.thia 
king o£ Scotland, my sister sone, i had rath^ 
perriU my croun and all that I bave^ in oitday, 
thairfoir tell me qnhairin?'^ The bisi^hopan^ 
aweired, << Ye promeist that no man sould si^ 
the secreit letter that I brought to yow, bot 
your awifn bodie onUe; and now it is iyingi pan 
tentaiidopptii'atyoarboord,thatony inanbks^ 
ffeiditqiiha ifr aft yon boord/' The kiivg^n* 
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swered and said^ *^ Sir bischope yea are de- 
ceaved, thatr is no man yonder but my awin 
bodie, they in me, and I in thamte, nalber 
dare they reveal any thing they sie yonder, 
vnder paine of the executioun of themselffis, 
and forfalting both of thame and thair posteri- 
tic ; and if your king vse any other meanes 
priVilie, nor his wyse counsallonris, aither in 
the government of his bodie, or his realme, [he 
will not reigne long, nor have his realmej in 
peace and rest; thairfoir, shew yonr maister 
that nather he nor I may be estemed snndrie 
from ovr coimsallowres if we wold ruell 
Weill/' 

Be this the king and the bischope satt doun 
to the boord agatne to the counsall, quhair all 
matteris war dressing : and ane gnid answeir 
given to the bischope concerning his commis- 
sionn. But he'was not haistilie dispatched at 
that tjrme, for he remained in Ingland ane 
quarter of ane yeir. And thairefter when the 
bischope returned, and schew the king of 
Scotland king Harie's behaviour towardis the 
Douglassis, and how he was so givin to inter- 
taine thame, the king was the more suspitious 
of the Douglassis that war in Scotland, sick 
as Drumlanrige, and vtheris of that name* 

The lady Glamis was accused act this tyme 
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<tf -leseoonajestie, and being conrict thairof, Wa» 
brunt vpoun the castle hill of Edinburgh ^ and 
in tbisimeane tyme the maister of Forbes was 
cdiiYict and justified for crymes of trea^un, 
who swore vpoun the sca;ffold that'lie was in- 
nocent, of the^ crymes of treasoun, quhairof 
be was, convict ; but be knew weill it was thfe 
iAnocent slauchtecof the laird of Meldrutn> 
that had brought him to that poynti l •. 

1 Soone efter this thair was ane sitiguljar combatt 
betuixt the laird of Drumlanrige, and the laird 
of Hcimpsfeiid^ thatproYockit vtheris to the bar* 
nace, for certaine poy ntis of treasoun> qubiik

of armes to red thame. At that tyme ^ thair 
was monie southland men appailled vtheris 
to fthe singular combat, befoir the king; for 
ane singular combat durst not be hot in his 
presence^ pr be bis consent. 
' - Fardder, in this same yeir thair was cer- 
tain godlie men, who professed the word 
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of Chryftt, call<^ aad accused befoir the 
bidhopie and kirkmeti, who Was condein* 
ned and burnt be the kingis commissioim 
at Edinburgh: to witt, the viccar of Dol- 
iMir, Mr Nornloiid Gallow^ty^ and David Stra^ 
toun brother to the lainl of Lawroustown. 
The accUfiationn of the viecar of Dollour con-^ 
teitil thir wot^is as efter followis : That is, Mr 
Johue Lather the acctlser red the artictes iti 
this fortne: ^ F^ls heretick^ thow sayes it is not 
lesntn tb kirkaien to tak your offeirihgis and 
ciroce presentis, though we have beine in vse 
<)f l^^atne consuetud and ordained be the kiffc 
iindking; and als oAr holie father the Pope 
hea eoififirmed the da^fne/* The vio^iu* an<* 
sWetred, ^^ BrMher I said not i$o ; bot I siaid it 
Wats hbi It^tA to sp^nd "th^ p^irinM>nie of ^ 
kiHc 'ttB they doe ; ithM is, in ^yotous banquet^ 
tib^ land on fkit v<men, and playing at cards 
ahd tabliss : and vrnther the kirk wdll main^

W6tHy W)^r the sacramenti^ dewlie mthisttut Vn* 
%b thahie,^sGhryst cotatoandit/* The acciHset 
6^ye% " bienyefe thow that tjuMlk is o^pioli^

rioath, skying that thOW hddno richt to rtiamfe ?'* 
The vicciar ^tnsweirfed-j " I gaw thatnte &gH?M 
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to tham quho had more mister nor I had.'' 
The accuser sayes, '^ Heretick, thow learned 
all thy paroohineris to say the pater noster, 
t{ie creed and the ten commandmentia in Ingf- 
lisch^ quhilk is contrair to our actis, fh^ they 
aould kaaw whfit they say ?'' The yiccar .an». 
swared ; '> Brother, my people k so rud and 
barbarous, that they rnderstand uo Latine, 
80 that my conscienee moved me to learhe 
tiiame the wordisof tbair salvaliioan, that is the 
ten coimnandemieatis, quhilk is the law of Gibd, 
4|ufaaiii>y they might observe the sam^. I 
teacfaed thame the beieife quhairby they might 
knaw thair faith in God, and Jesns Chryst his 
soae, and of > his death and resurrectioun for 
thame. Fardder, 1 teached and learned thame 
thedominicalloratioune in the mother ton^^, 
to that teffect that they sould knaw quhom ibo 
they souid pi^ay, quhat they sould . desir and 
ask in jthair prayeris.'^ The accuser sayes, 
*^ Why did thow that, by our aotis and ordi- 
nances of our halie father the Paip V The 
sficcar anaveired ; <^ I follow the ajctis and or- 
tdinances of our maister and ssuriour Jesus 
Chryst, and of his apostle PauU, who shewes 
in his doctrine to the Corinthians in the 14. 
chap. «hairo^ saying, < that he had rather 
speak fyre wordis to thi^ understanding and 
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edifieiag of the people, nor ten thousand ia 
ane unknawin tongne, qnhilktbey vnderstood 
Dot." The accuser sayes, " Quhair findis 
thow that ?" The viccar answeired ; " In my 
book qdhilk is m my sleive/' Then the ac* 
cuser start to the viccar and pulled tlie bulk 
out of his sleive, and held it to the people say* 
ing; ^^' Behold he has the book of heresie in 
his sleiire, quhilk makis all the pley in the 
kirk.V .The viccar said, "Brother, God for- 
givef yow, jrea ought andisoold say better, if 
yea pleassed, nor to call the levaugill of Jesus 
Chryst the buik of heresSr^ ; for I assure yow, 
dear brother^ thair is nolbiDg in this book but 
the lyff, letter will and testoment of our mais- 
ter and saviour Jesus Chryst, wrtttin be the 
,four evangelistis for our comfort and instruc- 
tioun.*'. Then said the ^accuser, " Heretick, 
'knowis thou'that it is contrair to our actis to 
have ane new testament in logUs, quhilk is 
efnough to burne the for ?'V 
Th6n the counsall of the'clargie gave sen- 
\^ tence on him to beibrunt for the vseing of the 
.same buik, the New Testament in Inglis ; 
and also they condemned David Stratoun. he- 
cause he wold not abjure and burne hiS: fag- 
gatt, quhilk they war verrie earnest to have 
done, and the king himselff procured for ^his 
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lyff, quhilk the bischopis grantit if he would 
burne his faggatt, quhilk the said David o na-« 
wayes wold doe : quhairfoir the viccar and he 
war both brunt. I know no caus quhy, hot 
that this David wold not pay his teindis thank- 
fuUie to his persone, and also Mr Norniand 
Galloway was brunt becaus he was in the east- 
land, and cam home and married ane wayfT, 
contrair the forme of the Pope's institutioun, 
becaus he was ane priest, to quhom it was not 
permittit to marrie; hot if he had had ane 
thousand whores he had nevir beine quarrell* 
pd! 

Efter this the king past to 'the Illes, and 
thair punischedtheife and river condignlie, and 
caused many of the great Duny vassalis to 
show thair holding, and fand mony of thame 
in nonentrie, and thairfoir annexit thame to 
his awin croun, and brought home manie of 
the greatest men of the lUes with him, sick as 
Mackelane, M^x^ky, Jobne Mud^ert, Mackr 
oneill,Mackinlucifer, with manie other quhom 
I cannot rehearse. Some of t^me he pat in 
waird, and some of thame b^id at court, and 
other sum of them war keipit as pleadges for 
keiping guid ordour in the Lewis and lUe^ 
quhairthro w he ^att gritt profTeit and guid 
obedience and service ane loqg tyme. i^qi^ 
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khen the king sftw that he had dahtoit^ the 
DQrth pairtis and Illes^ qtthaitthrow he was 
greatuifnlie rejoyced When he saw all his north 
countrie in subject ioun, and at peace and rest, 
he kest him also with all the moyane he might 
to bring the south pairtes and borderis to the 
same subjectioun and stabilitie, and for that 
effect he chairgit certane great men in the 
south land and borderis to enter in waird with«- 
in the castles of Edinburgh, Blaknes, and 
Dumbartane ; to witt^ the laird of Buccleugh 
in the castle of Edinburgh ; the laird of John- 
stoun and Mark Ker war wairdit in Dundie ; 
and thir men he wairdit becaus he knew thair 
was no break maid nor evill done be the com* 
mounes bot be thair adwjrce, whairthrow thair 
was great reiff and hirschipe in the countrie ; 
but thir principaliis evir alleadged it to be the 
commounes quho had the wytt thairof. But 
fra tyme they war taine thamselffis and put in 
captivitie, thaireft^r was peace and rest in the 
boundis atie long tyme, [wherethrow the king 
had great profit, for he had ten thousatid sheep 
going in the Etrick forest, in keeping be An- 
drew Bell, who maid'the king as good count of 
them as if they had gone in the bounds of Fife.] 
In this meantyme the earie of Bothwell, the 
tnaister of Sempill, and the laird Drumlanrige, 



Willi ^fptane vtktp g^nttami, war baniached 
alTSccK^nd for penane crymes of lese majesr 
tie. Npt ]oag efter tids, the king, sieing the 
reBlwB stand in great peace and tranquilitia, 
thinkand daylie that it shpuld increas and ooiir 
tidew; to the effect he nend to Denmark 
and brought home great hotss and metres, and A 
pat thame in parkis^ that thair offspring might 
be gottin to susteine the warres quhen neid 
war. Also he send and fumisched the coun^ 
tn^ with all kyndis of craftismen, sick as 
!Fren<E;hmen,SpainyardiSiand Dnchmen, quhilk 
evir was the finest of thair professiaun that 
culd be had ; qnhilk brought 'the countrie to 
greal^ policie in respect of the former aiga. 
This being done, the king send ambassadonris 
to the emperour for marriage, to vrltt. Sir 
Jobne Campbell of Lpwdoune, knyght, and 
Sir David Lindsay of the Mont, knyght, who 
war thankfuUie reeeaared, and weill inteitaia- 
ed be the emperour, and richlie rewairdit &r ^ 
the king o( Scotiandif saik, and tb^r wae Y 
presentit to thame tno fair gemlevomen, the 
emperonris eieier dodhieris, who was both Ins- 
tie, pleasant, bewtifoU, and gidd lyk person- 
ages of vomen ; quhairibir the amfaassadouMs 
brought home thair veivB lyk pictures to th)e 
king of Scotland, Bad-poesented ihame to him. 
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How he was coatent thairwith I cannot tell» 
bot the marriage proceidit no further. Bat 
incontinent thairefter the king sent the lord 
Erskineand the cardinall in aoibassadge to 
France, to the duikof Vandoun, for marriage, 
and gatt all thingis granted to thame that they 
desired of the said duik in the kingts name 
concerning the marriage; bot yitt they had 
no commissioun to end quhill the king saw 
the gentlvoman himselff. Quhairfoir the king, 
sieing his realme stand in guid peace and rest, 
he dressed himself haistilie to France. So his 
grace imbarked and pulled vp sailles, and sail- 
ed thrie dayes and thrie nightis and was within 
lese nor ane dayis sailling to France. Certane 
lordis that war with him counsalled him to re- 
turne back, saying his grace might have bet- 
ter allyance in yther pairtes, yea in Scotland 
itselff, nor with the duik of Vandounis dochter. 
Be this the king fell on sleip, and the saidis 
lordis perswadit the maister skipper to turne 
saill, quhilk, be thair persuasion, he did. Bot 
when the king awok aff his sleip, and perceav- 
edtham ssuUing ane contrair cours homwardis, 
he was highlie offendit at all thame that gave 
counsall thairvnto, and maist of all at the skip- 
per himselff, who obeyed thair counsall.. And 
had not beine the earnest solistatioun of mpaie 
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in his &vouri6 he had hanged the skipper in* 
continent. But thair was nather the skipper^ 
nor none of thame that counsalled hint thairto, 
that evir could obteine the kingis favoures; 
Then the king, sieing that he was forced to 
turne saill, he gart land him at the wast paihes 
<^ Scotland, and than* he remained ane space 
in the itle of Bute, in his awin castle, qdhUl 
he send and gatt hors and men to convoy him 
to tlie castle of Stirling, quhair he remained 
ane certane space quhill his schipes «cam a- 
bout to Leith, and remained thair quhill he 
was provydit to pas to France againe. For 
the quhilk caus he assemblit his counsall, 
showand to thame how he was frustratt and 
pot back from his voyage, as said is, be evill 
adwysed persones, quhilk, at that tyme, he 
would not expreame, bot he said, if he leived 
he sould remember vpoun thame, and rewaird 
Ihame for thsdr guidwill. Notwithstanding he 
gart provyd shipis, men, victuallis, and artail* 
lie, with the best skipperb that could be got- 
tiuj to pas to France againe, and caused sun?* 
drie of the nobilitie of Scotland to mak thame 
readie to pas with him within ane certane 
day : qufailkis war, the earles of Huntlie, Ax^ 
gyle, AthoU, the lordis of Maxvell, Fleming, 
LeTingstottUj Buthvene^ Salton ; the earle Casr 
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sHIm^ 4ie trnde Meidi^, the Mile of Mormy, 
Itotinu, the naister d Erddne,, for his fother 
irisui France alreodie in aiiifaas8M%e$ amd 
sondrie barranes and gentlmen war in readi* 
Bts to pas witti tiie king. 

Ak soone as he was prepared be past to 
Pittinweyme, aod thair he and hts. nobles im-* 
badced ; s^ie, with gceat tritunph, pulled vp 
sailles and passed fordwaidis to Franoe» and 
inyred at Ihe New Heavin besid Deip. And 
ab ioene as the Frenohmen saw his na;ne ap^ 
proach neir, they beleived thame to be straa*^ 
geris, or vnfreindis, qahilk caused thame to 
be greatumlie edSrired, Car thair was monie 
strannjerie in his companie, so that he appeirad 
ane great armie. Bot fra tyme they saw the 
nd lyon in the flage, they knew weiil it was 
the king of Scotland, quhairof they war fe» 
joyced exceidiaglie, for they hard word of his 
cuming, so thai Ihe brut ran throw France 
that the king of Scotland was landit at the 
New Hteirin, with ane gritt armie, quhUk tyd^ 
ingis past haistilie to the emperour, qnhair he 
was lying at Calieise, to the number ef fiiifv. 
sooir thousand men againes the king of France, 
quhois leiftennent was camped ia ly^mana* 
anent him, with the number of thriescoir thou* 
saiid »ai^ who dayliie skirmtsGhad and maid 



uioiirftioiies oa vtheris, qohill uX As llMt^ w I 
harb said^ word cmi to tbe iwperoiir tkM the 
king of Scotland was landiml at the Newheavhi. 
be^d Ddip, with ane armie to the number of 
twetitie thousand warlyk itien> and that to sup*< 
port the king of France contrair the emperoar. 
The emperoar heiring of this, iie tuik side feap 
of the king of Scotlandis cuming, that he lifted 
his armie, and returned home againe. Efter 
this, the king of Scotland atid his nobles being 
landit, they tuik the post to Pareise, quhair 
they remained short quhyll, qnhyll he past tot 
the duik of Vandoun, qohair be was lor the 
tyme $ bat the king of Scotland would not 
shew himseiff opinlie at that tyme, bot dis* ^"^ 
guysed himself as he had beine ane serwant^ 
to be vnknawin to the dnik or his wayfi> or 
the genlltoman who souU have beine his 
spous, thinkand to spy fair pnlchritud and be* 
ha?iour rnMnd be hin Notwithstanding this 
fair ladie took suspitioun that the kiag of Sooi^ 
land sould be in the companie, quhiurfoir sjittt 
past to hif ooflbr and tuik o«it his picture^ 
quhilk shoe bad gdttin out of Scotland bp ane 
attcreit moyane, and ate sdone as shoe luiked 
Co tJhe picture it maid her knaw the king of 
Scotland incontinent qabair he stood among 
Mie rest of his companies and past peaMli^ to

him, and tuik him be the hand, and said, *< Sir, 
yea stand over £urr a syd, thairfoir, if it pleas 
your grace, yea may show your selfF to my 
&ther or me, and confer and pas the tyme ane 
ivhill/' The king hearing this, was ane litle 
astonished that he had disguysed himself to be 
unknawin, and syne was so haistilie knowin. 
Yitt, sieing he was so haistilie knawin to 
thame all, he past to the duik of Vandun and 
tuik him in his armes, and the duik againe 
gave him dew reverence as effeired, and was 
greattumlie rejoyced of his presence, and so 
was all the duikis companie : and also the 
king passed to the duches and kissed her, and 
aliso her dochter, and syne excused himselff 
why he was so long vnknawin to thame, de- 
sirand thair pardoun tbairfoir ; hot he was 
soone forgivin. Then thair was nothing hot 
mirrines, banquetting, and great chear, and 
lovelie commoning betuixt the kingis grace 
and the fiair ladies, with great musick, and 
playing on instrumentis, and all vther kynd of 
pastime for the feildis, with lutis, shalmes, 
tmimpettis, and organes, with all kynd of me- 
lodious instrumentis ; with justing and runing 
of great horss : qnhilkis pastimes were all to 
delight the king of {Scotland. For the daik 
prepwj*ed atte fair pallace to the king, d^qored 
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Vfith all eoastUe ornamentis. The wallis thaifr 
of was decored and hung with tapistrie of gold^ 
and wrought with silk ; the flour thairof all 
laid with greioe frets, and ane paill of gold, all 
sett with pretious stones, sett above the kingis 
heid when he satt at his meitt : and all the 
hallia and chamberis war perfumed with sweitt 
odouris, verrie delectable to the senssis of men. 
The king was greadie honoured tbalr be 
the duik of Vandoun, for the ^pace of aught 
dayes in. great joy and mirrines, during the 
quhilk space monie.lpye tokines.past betuine 
the king and the duikis dochter^.quhilkis war 
verrie coastlie jewellis as might be gottin in 
.any pairt for gold or silver* Bot the king 
and counsall thought it expedient to speak 
nothing of marriage at that tym^, quhill 
he had spokin with the king of France ; coa- 
sidderring he was within his realme, he would 
shew him his mynd and have bis. counsall thair- 
intill or he concludit in that matter. Thair* 
foir the king past in haist to the king of France, 
quhair he was for the tyme at hunting, ac- 
companied with his wayff, his sone, and his 
dochter, with many vther lustie ladies, besydis 
duikis, earles, lordis, and barrones. Bot when 
they hard tell that the king of Scotland was 
coming in propper persone in thair presence. 
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tiiey war all greatlie''Feiojrced, and aarrelled 
ineikle of the king of Scodandie taking the Ma 
in sick eventure, considderring the brokinnes 
of the seats, and greatt enemies on eTerrie syii 
also they marvelled meikle of his great dili* 
gence in taking the post and earning vnto 
thame without fear of ony thing that might 
happin for the tyme. So als soone as the dcd« 
phine of France saw the king of Scotland, he 
ran and gatt him in his armes, and shew him 
that the king his father would be greattomiie 
rejoyced of his coming, considderriag how jit 
stood with him ; for a f >tle befoir, his €ld«0t 
sone^ quho was duik of Orleance, was poyna- 
ed in ane chappell be ane Itahane, qntiainst 
the king of France was heavilie displeassed. 
Bot ttie coming of the king of Scotlaod and 
the said dolphine cam quhair the king lay sett 
ane efter noone's sleip in ane chamber, att 4^he 
doore of the qahilk his sone, the dolphine, na- 
pit verrie rndlie, quhilk moved the king him- 
seMTto inqnyre who it was thai rapit so to ra- 
quyet him. The dolphine answeired, ** Sir, 
it is the king of Scotland com to sie yoar 
grace, and to comfort yow/' The king of 
France hearing this, braid him from his bed^ 
und oppined the doore himselff and recea'^red 
the king of Scotland in bis armes, tbankifig 
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O&d xhkt he hai taine line 86ni5 from him, and 
sent^tiim alh^ (sight and ttieitting of that tioUo 
prittce, quhofxii he wold eiteaie t» h!6 kwm 
i^ne, gottin of hts awin bodie : and garex^mn** 
mand to the dolphine to awaiti ypoitn the 
king of Scotland^ and to serve and reverenee 
hnin ^B hid eldest brother, and si« that stck 
servandis ai» war with him war intertata^ 
ed ac^cottKng to th£iir eMale, Bot the king 
of Fmt^<6e isdifried no longer f^tr, bot caused 
sound his trtimpettts^ and all men to hors> and 
also be caused get frescti horss to the king (tf 
Scoti^lid. That night they raid to ane palaee 
tieilei ^ ^ ^'* and thair remained that night. 
HiisMeanetymethe king of Scotland oversaw 
toot to givedew reverence to theqUeine with the 
rert: bf hir daAies, and in spetcHall to Magdalene, 
the kingis dbehter, qidfho was ryding'in ane cha^ 
liotl, becaus shoe was seiklie, and might noit 
ryd vponn hors. Yitt t)otwithiAa«iding ail 'hir 
seiktres and malioe, frsl' tyme ^oe saw the 
king of Scotland, and spak with him, 
became so efiamoured hvi^h him, and 
^o wetM, that shoe wold hove no man alrre fto 
hrr bu^and, bot he allanerlie, qirhairof Ite 
tcoynsalKs berth of Scotland and ^raaoe lykefl 
notbififg thairof : 4br'thei war certiJfied be doo^ 
tons and^h3rsi(iMies, ^itaii no succesiiiottii wi^ 
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com olliit bodie, be reasow of hir long seik- 
nest and that shoe wa^? not able to travell out 
of the real me to no other counlrie, quhilk if 
shoe did), sboe^ wold not haye long d^yes. Yitt 
notthetesi the . ardent love that jthisgeqtlvoman 
buire to the king of Scotland^ caused hir fa« 
ther, Jhe king of France, cament vntobjir 
marriage with the king of Scotland; and to that 
effect desired the king of Scotland to the same,^ 
who consented haistilie thairto, for the lovetiiat 
he buire to the king of France. Also he knew 
that thai r was great p-!roffeit and freindschip to be 
gottinatthetking of Ff^ance hand; and syne the 
gentlvoman being his eldest - docbter, ' he 
thought it was not guid to hioi to refuifi^ . ;that 
honorabill offer. So> as I have said, the king 
of Scotland consented to marrjie hir, quhilk 
^fter, when he cam to Pareis, >yAs triumphantr 
lie solemnizat in thbt citie» .That is, the kiip^ 
and counsall of France oii the ane pairt, and 
the king of Scotland with the most pairt of the 
uobilitie on the other pairt, in foripe and e& 
feet as after foUowi^ : That is to say, the king 
of Scotland sould tak to wayff and marie, in 
presence of God and his holy kirk, jM^agda* 
lene, eldest dochter to the king of France ; to 
treat hir and honour hir according tp hir es- 
tate and noble birth, quhairof shoe is dis^^end*

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it, and give, hir sick lordsqhipes and landis ia 
conjunct fie as beciam hir honorabill estate. 
And also the .old .band betujxt . Scotland and 
France sbuld be. ratified .aad. renewed againe 
betuixt thir tuo kingis, to indure and stand for 
evir, lykasit was first contnacted be.thair pre- 
decessoures ; and far^r^.A>r thi$ cans, for the 
love tbat.the king of Fraiice buire to the. king 
of Scotlandy he .sdjold d^lyver.to hiip with his 
dochters.within.yeir andday ioimediatlie fol- 
lowing, all .and haiU the sowme of ane hiin- 
dreth ' .thoiisandL.ci-ounes besydis ony other 
thing, or ony otbek* plcnasour that the .king of 
Scotland .Would dedir of him. ' 

The principall headis of the cqntract. being 
formed in this manner, the king ' of Scotland 
sent for mony of his lordisand barrones tpcum 
to him and honour him in the solemnizing of 
his marriage, and to be present at Pareis the 
day appoyntted, in thair best array, for the 
honour of Scotland, as they would doe him 
speciall honour and service. Thir lettres be* 
ing seine be the lordis of Scotland, both spiri- 
tual! and temporall, they war greattumlie re* 
joyced thairat, and so many as the kipg writt 
for to France to his grace, addressed thamself- 
fis haistilie to cum to him, everrie ane verrie 
Weill farnisched and atty red according to thair 

A ft 
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estaites ; «ttd they that f»asiied to Praiice wsgr 
sis: earte^, i»K ]fovdl]», >six btdohopes, and tii^iett^ 
tie great Imrnones, qwhiliQ ttiight best pas for 
the tyme. And w4yen they cam to Papeis .at 
the day apTH>yivlted, they 1lysarheartiliereoieOTr 
ed be the kifig of France, and oounsaU thair^- 
of, amd Weill interfteined, leTerie vpan aoeovd^ 
mg as behoved his esiat; and also the king ioi 
Scotland was rieht rejoyocd when be saw hiB 
Abjedis so obedient %0 doe him honQtir tanA 
service. This being done, itheinarriage W9» 
sdlempnized iffi the citie of i^aneds, in Nollooo- 
damus Icirk, about the tent bow of the d^, m 
presence of God and that honorabill congre^ 
gatioun, qohiti: was the king of France, .his 
nobititie atid counsall, on the one pairt ^ the 
king o( Scotknd, his nobilitie and counsall o» 
the Tther pairt, whoise name& war tedious to 
rehearse ; for thair was nevir sick sotemnitie 
nor sidi: <nob3Htie seine m France in <oq day, 
as was at that tyme thoir. For (throvgh all 
France that day thair was justing and pum^g 
of horss proclamed^ with all other manlie eKi> 
ercise, as eflso skirmisching c^schipes, tfaroBgh 
all the coastis and firthis ^ so that in tonnes, 
landis, seas, fipthis, \iillages, cashes,. andttoares, 
thair was no man that migfat>have hard for the 
teard andnoyse ctf ci^nnones and vther mctni^ 



tioud, nor scarsKe baye seios fW the v^ovlris 
thairof. Thair was also within the tounofParein, 
cuniiig carveris, and profound fiigromaQCeris^ 
M^ho be thair airt caused thingiB appe^ir^q^ubilk 
wes nctf,.as folloviris ; fdwleis flking ia th^ 
wf, spoQtting fyre on otheris, ri^eris of iraitter 
leaning tfafough the toua, ;aiid shipis fightaod 
tbaiirrpouQ. Thir oonoeittis war maid td the 
, great wonder of such ^s tendit to the: {urth set- 
ting and soLemnizing of that day, to dpe the 
king of Scotland an^the king of France, thajr 
maisteris, honour and pljeasour. Efter tiufi Irir 
wnph was endit^ the kifig of Soothuid sougjbjt 
leive to pas home to his awin countrie, wiih 
his new q4ieine, aad his nobiiitie; and the 
king of France, sieing that the king of Scott;- 
4and and his spous would depairt home to thiji^ir 
awin Gountrie, incimtineot he gart prepair 
schipes and gaUeis, with victualHs and artailUe, 
with captanes and conapauies of men of wajrre> 
to convoy the king.of Scotland, his aone in laWt 
and bisdocbter Magdalene throw the ^ea9f 
l;hait thei war saiflie preserved be jthan^e till 
they cam to thair awin countrie, and al^o he 
.gant prepair itua great scbipes with cannonea 
and ciiheiingis, with hagbutlis of found and 
crocd>owis, w^th all other ordinance and year 
ponis. Quhan ithir scbipes war weiU pfsefnaf- 
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ed, the king of France presented thame to the 
king of Scotland, to vse tlmme as he thought 
guid : quhilkis schipes remained in Scotland 
ane long tyme thairefter ; the ane of thame was 
called the Sallamander, and the vther, the Mo- 
rischer. The king of Scotland had too of his 
awin at that tyme ; the ane of thame was call- 
the Marrivillibe,andthe other callit the Great 
Lyon, quhilk war the principall schipes that 
brought the king and queine thrcmgh the 
sea. Efter this the king of France caused 
his maister stabler pas to his curie,, [wher 
his great hors wer,] and waiil tuentie of the 
best of thame, and bairdit thame. with har- 
neis, and presented thame to the king of 
Scotland. And fardder, he caused hi^ armour*^ 
er gang to his guardhous, and tak out t wen- 
tie stand of overgilt innamelled harneis. Syne 
he called vpoun his dochter Magdalene, the 
queine of Scotland, and caused hir pas to his 
wairdrop with hir gentlvoman and ladies, and 
take hir stickis of claith of gold, velvet and 
satines, etc. as shoe pleased to cloath hir and 
hir maries, or any other tapistrie of paill or 
robbis that shoe could find in his wairdrop. 
Heirefter he gave hir ringis, tablettis, with 
monie other coastlie jewellis ; so that this 
young queine brought ane infinite : substance 
in Scotland with hir. 
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Efter this the king of Scotland took :hi&' 
leive of the king of France, the qufeirie, court,' 
and h^ill nobilitiethairof: and so did his young 
queine Magdalene, and cam to the Newheavin 
of Deip, and thair remained ane day or tuo till 
the wind was fair. So they imbarked and pul- 
led vp sailles, and cam swiftlie through the 
seas, and landit the (yh day in Leith, with all 
the n'avie, quhilkis wfeir about, the number of 
fyftie schipis of Scottismen, Frenchmen, and 
strangeris, that convoyed the king throw th€^ 
sea. And when the queine was cwbot vpouti 
Scottts eard, shoe bowed hir doun to the rse^mey 
and kissed the mould thai rof, arid thanked 
Grodthat hir husband and'shoe wjas bum.i^iff 
throw the seas. Thairefter, they .^laased to the 
abbey of Hallirudhous, tbaif/ . to r<emairie, 

quhill the triumph, ofr; hir arcival and velcoma 
hom^war ntoid: ^^uhiik began toj proyyd in 
alt pairtes of Scotland, and speciaUie in Edio? 
burgh, and vther head burghes, quhilkis war 
all commandit to mak provision for the 
queines recept. But this grit triumph and 
great mirfines was soone turned to dollour 
and lamentatioun ; for the queine d^ceast this 
same day, that hir grace landit, quhilk maid 
ane doUorous lamentatioun, that was maid in 
burghes, for triumph and mirrines wes all 
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turned i^ deregies and soiill massis, quhi}|:!$ 
war ve trie lamentable to behold *i 

But we will latt hir refst with God, and rettm^ 
againe to Fraince, to the daik 6f Vanddne? 
do(;hter, quho tuke sick displeasoui^ at the kifig 
of Scotlandis marriage, that shoe.deceast immer 
diately thairefter : quhairat the king of' Scot- 
land was highlie displeassed, thinkaiid that he 
Was the OGcasioun of that gentlvomanes death. 

Alsoefter this, the king seiH againe iti France 
in ambassadge, my lord Ejrskine, the ciftrdinalU 
the arcbbischope of St Androis, add that in 
marrfage for the duchess of Lorane^ and doch-* 
fer to the duik of Guysb. And thait* the saidis 
kmbsKSsadoures^ with adWyse of thfe king ^t 
Finance, and .courisall, aggried the marriage it 
all poytitis^ iLCCording to the kiiig of Scotlandis 
|)leasouri syne send him word with all dili« 
gence^vthftt they had ehdittihie n^atter, and ap-^ 
pioyiiited the day of marriage^ as the^kin^

Maxwell Udmiral thairof. With yther lordis and 
barrounes, to the number of ten thousand^ by

admirallt.quhilk gclndrit hattr^d thatrefter^ a^ 
yea tsall heici Also,. the queine landit verrie 
ptl&asaat in a pairt of Fyfe, callit Fifenes, be- 
syd BudEonjf^ qubair shoe remained quhill 
bores cam tohir : and Ih^ king w as in Sanqt 
Androis fonthe tyme with monie of his qobili- 
tie,> smaitting on hir home coming: who, 
when hehard word.that the queine was landit 
in sick. ai»e pairt, incontinejit he rpd furth with 
all hisi whoU lordis^ both spirituall and tempo- 
rail, and mett the quein(3, and ressaved hir with 
great joy and mirrines, of fearssis and playes 
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maid and prepared fof hir. And first she wa» 
ressaved at the new abbey yett. At the east 
syd thairof, tfaair was maid to hir ane triumph- 
ant fears, be Sir David Lindsay of the Mont, 
knyght, alias lyon king of armes, who caused 
ane great cloud to cum doun out of the hea- 
vines abone the yett : Out of the quhilk 
cloud, came douh ane fair iadie, most lyk ane 
angell, having the keyis of Scotland inhir 
hand, and delyvered tham to the queines 
grace, in signe and tokin, that all the heartis 
of Scotland war oppin for re$saving of hir 
grace: with certane orationes maid be the 
said Sir David to the queines grace, desiring 
hir to fear God, and to reverence and obey hir 
husband, and keip hir awin body cleine ac- 
cording to Godis will and cdmmandementis. 
This being done, the queine' was pesiaved in 
hir lodging, quhilk was called the New In- 
nes * ; and thair shoe lodgit for that night, till 
on the morne, at ten houres, shoe passed to the 
abbey kirk, quhair shoe saw rtianie lustie 
lordis and barrones, weale arrayed in tfeair 
abulyiementis againes hir cuming : also the 
bischopis, abbotis, monkis, and ehannones^ 
maid regular and great solemnitie in the ab- 
bey with mess, songis, and playing on the

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oi^pes. iEfter this, the queine was res^aTod 
be the king in the abbey to hir denner^ qnhair 
thair was great mirth of shaimes, trumpettis, 
-and diyepss vtberis instrumentis all thai day. . 
Vpoun the tnorpe, the queine passed throw 
the tonn, and visited all the dolledgis and kirk- 
is thairof, and when shoe came homie back to 
the pallaqe againe, shoe confessed to the king 
that shoe nevir saw in France so many plea- 
sant fearsis in so little rowme, as shoe did that 
day in Scotland: for shoe said it was showin 
to hir in France, that Scotland was bot ane 
barbarous oountrie, desofat of all pleasant conii* 
modifies : bot now shoe, saw the contrail^. 
Also, shoe said> shoe nevir saw more fair pes- 
sobfiige^ ofmen and vomen as^shoe had seine 
that day in so. little boundis:- At thiriwotdis, 
the kiBg was greatlie rejoyced, and' said to hir, 
^^ Forsbotli madame, yea sail sie better or yea 

The king and queine remained in St An-^ 
drois the. space of fourtie day es^, with gritt 
mirrines, sick as justing on hoFS6,and running 
at the listis, archerie, and hunting^ and all 
other princelie games. Thairefterthe king and 
queine went to Couper in Fyfe, and dyned 
thair, and syne passed to Falkland, and thair 
remained sewin or aught dayes in hunting of 
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the fallow deer : syne passed to Stirling, quhair 
he was Weill ressaived in the toim, and Castle 
,with gritt mirrines. Th^refter his grace cam 
to his awin pallace in Linlithgow, and rem^a- 
ed ane day or ttia, quhilk pallace the qu^ine 
highliecommendit, saying, shoe nevir saw a 
more princlie pallace. Thairefter the king 
and queine cam to £dinburgb> quhair the 
queine was ressaived with gritt triumph and 
Tichlie revairdit and propyned be the proveist 
and tounschip, both with gbld and spyces, 
ivynes, and cnrious playes maid to. hir be the 
faid toun; and so did the rest of the head 
barges of Scotland, when the queiae passed 
-to thame** 

. So it passed over meikle of ane 3;teir, quhiil 
at the last the queine became with chyid, arid 
.when hir tyme cam brought home aM. $one, 
iimd was dely vered at Sanct Androis. He was

la the yi^i^ th^ireftep thei king tuik purposa 
to repair alljiis. ca^tlesr ai^ paUaces» tt^inkand 
that. God had setit him sick succest^onn, thai 
be neided not to cair bot for his awin pleasouTi 
and so he becam insolent and vnmyndfal o( 
Godis ben£ifiti9 that be had bestowed VpoOH 
him, and was meikle adclioted to his awin 
fiuitasieil^ an<) sensuall lusti» In v«in^ his 
awin particular affaires, rather be counsall of 
his awin ilattring; domestickis, than be his 
lordis ahd honorabiil counsaU^ and be the ;ad* 
jiryoe of certane kirkmen^ who pat him in, bet 
leive that he might yse his;bQdieas' be pl^asedi 
fpv they sould stand guid for his soull ^ who so 
abused this noble prince, that they maid him 
to vnderstand that all his lordis and barrones^ 
and all vther gentlmen, that red the word of 
God in Inglisch, that they war all plaine heri- 
tickisi aqd not worthie to live vnder ane Cris« 
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tiane king ; but deserved rather to be brunt^ 
and their landis confiscat, and brought to the 
kingisvse. So with tbair godlie papisticall 
counsall, they intyssed and abused this noble 
king> and cused him to break his promeis to 
the king of Ingland, qohilk he had maid be 
the adwyce of his nobles and counsallouris, 
and to ratifie the same had' interchanged his 
great seall with InglancJ^ for'amitie, vmtie, and 
peace, intymes cuming : and to that effect the 
king of Ingland ' cam to York, to meitt thd 
king of Scotland, in the yeir of God 1540 
yeires : for the king of Ingland was verrie de- 
sirous heirof, as may be seine be his reasona-^ 
ble offerris in his commissioun given to his 
ambassadoures, who presented the ' same to 
the king of Scotland, to witt, lord Williame, 
and ane bischope, qubilk was verrie reverent- 
lie delyverit, in the king of Inglandis name, 
and was heartilie ressaived be the king of 
Scotland, and that be the counsall of his wayff 
and honorabill lordis, who thought the king 
of Inglandis commissioun ane reasonable desir, 
and not to be denyed, bot rather to be grantit 
for both the weilfairesof the realme; fo^ the 
]cing of Inglandis commissioun was nothing to 
derogate the king of Scotlandis honour in any 
pairt, bot rather to advance him according to his 
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princlie est^t. For th3 kii% of Ingland,Hhink-i 
dnd he had bo man so sib^ or tender to him as 
the king of Scotland, his sister sone^ nortfaaic 
was Bocreatnr that he loved or favoured so 
Weill, except his • sone Bdward, » quhorrit he 
thought to put in his governance, becans he 
was aiged, and thought his lyff would not in- 
dure, thairfoir he desired effi&ctuouslie to speak 
with the king of SeotIa(nd> his sister sone, that 
he might mak him duik bf York, and gover- 
nonr of Ingland, and ptit his sone in his handis 
and keiping, thinkand that the king of Scot- 
land was'hiost native and kynd to him, and if 
any thing hapened 'he would defend him'; for 
the king of Ingland had evir ane suspitionn, 
that if God callit himselflf, some of his nobles 
would assay, and put at his sone Edward, and 
trouble him in the bruiking of his authoritie 
and realme, as efter they did. Thairfoir this 
noble king send his beartlie mynd and com* 
missioun to the king, of Scotland, as said is, 
and for no other caus, bot to have joy ned both 
the realmes in peace, vnitie and love, that they 
might have beine the more able to defend 
thamselffis againes thair enemies, when tynie 
occurred. Bot the vngodlie papisticall bis- 
chopes, with vther kirkmen, tuik sict fear, be- 
leivand that if the king of Scotland and the 
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kiag of Ingland had oMett,. thair papislioall im^ 
pyre sonld hme heioe aboUschedi heosm %be 
kiiigof Ingland laidie befoir bad aibpliacbed all 
idolatrie, and cassin doun die abb^^yeSj ao4 
maid the word of God to be preached, aa4 
have frie passage through all Ingland. Tb^ 
hischopis taking ack feare of this, that if thos^ 
kingis mett, it sould becQine so of thame, tbair 
aU>eyjes and rentall^ quhairfoir they kest all 
the meaais tbey might to stay the said m^it** 
ing, sometyme by craft and ingyne, and vther 
qiifaylles by persuasionnes, saying to tbe kiag 
that he sould not want ajs lang as tbair war 
ane kirk benefice in Scotland, and gave the 
king in the ra^autyme, and assigned to him 
threttie thousand pundis of yeirlie rent, out of 
fhair benefices, to defend the libertie of thair 
kirk, and present professioun, etc. Yitt for 
aJl this the king was weill myndit to have 
keipit his promeise to the king of Ing« 
land, and that be adwyae of the lordis, whom 
the biscbopis persaved counsalled the kijpg in 
this manner, that they could not be content 
tbairwith, and would faine have bein^e revengit 
Oil the lordis and gentlmen, quhom they be-* 
leived was counsaUouris of the king to xeeitt 
with his yncle the king of IjDgland, quhilk they 
^iced pa nowayes sould be doufi^ beoaua tbey 
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al^o beleiired Aair «6aM fae no lyff lor lAuabei 
Mid tharefioir devy'Sed lo put aiie discoid aoid 
variaoee betlrikt the lordis andgendtMn vh^ 
tiuiir pitnce ; for they deiaited^ and gave vp to 
the king in wpitt, to the namber oftbrittie seoir 
of eaiies, lordis,' wd baivoiies, gfraiAnp^n and 
craftismen^ that is» fis t]kek alledgit, wer alt 
heretiekis, and leiwd not after the Pope^s lawi^ 
and ordinance of the hollie kirk ; quhilk his 
grace sould esteme a^ <ane capitall cryme, to 
ony man that did the same. Fardder, they 
said to the king, << Quhat neidis yow goe to 
Ingland, for onie commoditie or advancment 
that the king of Ingland will gi^e yow ; we sail 
mak your graoe to have at home of your awiA 
in great abundance, so that ye will doe justtee 
aa we 'devyse vpoun thir heretiekis, quhilkta 
we have givin yow in billis, jquho ar all great 
reidares of the Old and New Testament in loh 
glis, with Ji^erabuses which we saUlatt yoilr 
^ie, .and tak vpoun onr consciences, that a|I 
thair landiSy rentis, guidis, and geir apperteanis 
propperlie to your grace, for thair «contemfxt 
4ii our hoUie father the Pqpe> and his lawip^ 
and high contempt of your grace' authoritie. 
Thairfoir, <witt yea doe justice :to vs jieirintill, 
and we will give yow ane hundreth thousand 
-pundis in money, ye&vlie rent, to a,iigment the 
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patrimonie of your croun in tymes cuniiilg, ta 
supply your warres againes our old enemies of 
ingland, or ony other natioan thatihappines to 
assail your grace ; and we will desir no more 
of yow botthat yea will give vs ane temporall 
judge, quhom we wiU devyse,to doe justice on 
thir wicked heretiokis, quhilk wilbe to your 
great honour and proifeit, and to the advance^ 
ment and manteaning of the hollie kirk, and 
our father the Pope's. lawis. Quhairfoir we 
have no doubt but the Pope will rewaird your 
grace honestlie for maintaining of his authbri* 
tie/' 

The king, hearing thir fals intysementis of 
the bischopis and frieres againes God and his 
servandis; the king nothing moved thairwith 
of the love that he aught to God and his true 
subjectis, hot rather affected the covetousnes 
and abusiounes of the bischopes, answered in 
this manner: ^^ I would faine that yea had 
justice, that the hollie kirk may be defendit, 
and the libertie thairof ; thairfoir nominat ane 
man whom yea will chose, that will execute 
justice most sharplie and rigourouslie for pu- 
nischment of these heretickis ; and I sail allow 
him, and give him my power and commande- 
ment, quhairevir he findis ane heretick to 
burne him, and put him to death at your plea- 
-soures." 
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Off this answeir the bischopis war verrie 
tveill pleassed, and choosed Sir James Hamil- 
toan, the kingis familiar servand. They knew 
him to be one of thair awin sect, and ane 
blood thristing man, without fear of God. So 
the said Sir James acceptit the office verrie 
willinglie, and was weill content thairwith 
that the king had givin him that authoritie, 
^^y^^g to his grace, that he did him nevir sic 
ane pleasour, as in making him criminall judge 
to those vnhappie heretickis, beleiving suirlie 
to gaine lairglie thairby, and said that for the 
kingis pleasour and the kirkis, he sould mak 
tbame bott in the fire, Bot the Almightie 
God hieing the abuse of this king, and the 
blind f6iie of Sir James^ he haistilie turned the 
kingis fUvour vpoun Sir James, that he was 
tain-aind Cassin in prisson^ and shortlie thair- 
eftershamfallie justified, as yea sail heir after- 
wardis. For this Sir James Hamiltoun^ lord 
Evandaiil, being on of the kingis principall and 
familiar $ervandis, the king had directed him^ 
in the moneth of Apryll and yeir of God 1541 
yeires, to Rose, to r^^ic Us-ca^tle thair> that 
he might remaijpth^ir at h«3 pteasour, the space 
of ane yeir, togidder with his queine and 
court, and to this effect gave the said Sir James 
thrie thousand crounes to fie maissones, to 
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compleat his work m the Rose of BiAe ; aaid 
on the morne thainefter the kin^ past out of 
Edinburgh to FalUaod, and as he wasrydhig 
out the way,thair cam on to hiiB, calied'J;aines 
tiamihoun, the sheriff of Lithgowes sone, 
quho, falling on his knies^ deaired veriie effec- 
tuouslie to speak with the king; qul^ira/t the 
king was in some pairt effeired, and askit at 
faim qtihat moved him, for it was earlie in, the 
morne, befoir ante man moved* This James 
answeired^ '^ I have oertane ihingts to show 
your grace, for the weilfair of your awin lyff 
and bodie." Then the king turned <hiin haisti^ 
lie about, and gave him ane rmg aflfhis iinger« 
and said to him, ** Gae thy way^ to the chequer 
hous, quhair thow will find the thesfMM^i 86<> 
eritair, and Mr Hooshold, and show^hy |nyo4l 
to thame, as thow wold -doe to me, «mj4 . bid 
thame hear^the as I war presen^t my^i^lff, aad 
doe thairefter us they think guid«." : With^is 
the king passed to the Ferrie, tawaifijLis Fy^ 
and the said James went jtp the chequer hett% 
Its be was commaadit, ^i»cl/thaiF:h4< f^nd the 
Ihesaurer, secrita^r^i ai|d.,^r HQH^hpld, and 
thair presentit tlpj^ IpngifiAriffg, and tokin to 
Ibame to hear hiis^)ityn(^ qiijtiilk the lordis ac- 
cef^tit, and desired him te say <hi, and thair to 
^hew to thame sundriq poynttis of treaseun on 
$ir James Hamiltomij how at sundrie tymes 



hs was purposed ^]8ley die king, sod yitt con-* 
tinewed io the same itiyndl, wfa€» he fand off^ 
portiuiitie to doe the same, dafaili: wban the 
lordis hard this dittay givin in be :Scr James 
Hanoi tounes a win native conssing* tbey ga?^ 
it no credence, hot they concliidil that "they 
wold tak the said Sir James and pnt him in 
piiison, qdihill they hand the kingis will fhairinp 
till, and inunediadie they arose all tlirie, mad 
tuik ane lyon herald with tharne^ aAd went io 
Sir James' lodging iD Edinburgh, and toik faim 
out, and pat him in waird in the castle of Edtfip 
burgh, tliair to remaine indurisig the -kifligpiis 
will. Bot when the said Sir Jjunes was takm 
and put in the castle^ and no causs told him» 
nor knawin quhairCoir, he was highlie oommor* 
ed.atjiis imputterja, and writt ane letter to the 
king^ showand him how he was vsed« and put in 
waird be the aaidis persones, who war hisawin 
familiar companion's, and thaiirfoir desired bis 
graoe .that he would caus releive him out of 
captivitiey that'he might cum and speak with 
his grace. *Bot when the king hard tell of his 
imputting, he '^as not content i:hairwi!bh,.aDd 
wrilt to the captahe of the castle of Edbiborgh 
to delyver Jiim, showttod io bim that they 
should have no thank ihat war his impuiteris. 
Q.uhilkis5 when the .secritar, thesaurer, ao^d 
maister houshold hard,: they war jnat ooutentt 
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thinking, besyd the kingis doun look at tbame^ 
the said Sir James wold not faill to acquy t 
tham commoun if he obtained the kingis par- 
doun at that tyme. Quhairfoir they passed all 
to the king, and shew him the terrible dittay 
givin in on Sir James Hamiltoun, and givin 
rp be his awin freind, Jame& Hamihoun ; 
and said to him, if his grace \eh sick dit- 
tayes vnpunisched, that he wold not be long 
king of Scotland ; and so they put the king 
in sick ane fray and evill will againes Sir 
James, that he cam suddenlie out of Falkland, 
quhair his grace was for the tyme, to Edin- 
burghe, and brought the said Sir James out of 
the castle to the tol booth, and gave him ane 
fair assyse of the lopdis and barrones, who 
convicted him of sundrie poynttis of treasoun^ 
and thairefter was headed and quartered, and 
his landis annexit to the croun:; quhairof the 
eountrie marvelled meikle, that such ane man 
of SO' gritt credence was so suddenlie put doun> 
by ony manis expectatioun : quho jiidgit it to 
be the will of God that had chanced it so to 
Sir James y for he wa9 evir ane tirraqt and ane 
blood shedder, and conqueist his landis. and 
geir with litle or nocht i and last of all, for the 
pleasour of the biscfaopiis atid kirkmen, tuik 
▼poun him to be judge criminall to burneguid 
subjectis and Godis servantis. 
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And this same yeir ane storme> callit ^e 
evill stoorme, begane the fourteine day of 
Yuill, and oontinewed untill the tenth day of 
AppryU thairefter. 

Be this \fre may sie, that when ane man 
standis ofttimes in highest degrie in our sight, 
they are neirest ane faH in the sight of God^ 
as we may sie the lyk exampell in the buik of 
God itselJfF, in the historie of Haman and Mor- 
decay, when Haman stood in highest and 
greattest crefdit with the king Assuerus, his 
maister, he eould not be content with his 
poore brethraine, the Jewis> hot he wold pur- 
chase ane comtnissioun from the king to put 
all thir forsaidis to the dead, and to confi$catt 
thai-r geir to the kingis profCeit : and all this 
he did for invy of poore Mordecay, becaus he 
wold not worschip him and flatter him in hi$ 
auctoritie, contrair to his conscience, Thair- 
foir he caused prepair ane gallous for him, 
quhairon, be. the providence of God, and pray- 
er of the people, he was hangit himselff, and 
his guidis, geir, and land, givin . to Mordecaj 
in escheit, Richt so the furie of Sir James 
Hamiltoun, quhiik he thought to have exerced 
vpoun Godis servantis, be the counsall of evill 
and seditious bischopls^ was in the end sud- 
ddnlie turned vpoun himselff. Bot we wil} 
}att him rest, ajid retume to our purpose. 
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' The kmg^ tnik ane great sai»pitioiifi of his 
nobles, thiiikand that atlber ane or vtheir of 
thame would dedeavie him, and svtvoAymes \n 
the night thair appeared to him visioned in bia 
bed. For he thought Sir James Hannhoun, 
quhom immediatelie befoir he had gart exe- 
cute, appearred \o him, and pulled oat ane 
sword and strak sff his right arme. 

Att this tjme the king of Ingland cam to 
York, and thought to have mett with the king 
6t Scotland according to his promise ; bot the 
biscbopis would not latt the king of Scotland 
keip bis promeis, quhilk highlie displeaseed 
the king of Ingland, and gart warres aryse 
Tpoun the borderis* Agatne Sir James Ha- 
miltOQA appeired to the king in his sleqy, say- 
ing 10 him^ " Thow bes gart slay me vnjust- 
lie, for I was innocent of these crymesrquhair- 
of I was convict. Though I was ane sinner 
jegaines God, yitt I nevir failled to the ; for if 
I had beine als guid ane servant, to him as I 
was to the, I had not died that dead. Bot 
How, thairfoir^ thow sail vant both thy armesy 
and sail remaine in sorrow ane quhyll, and 
then I will cum and stryk thy head from the*" 
With this the king vaikned out of hi» skip in 
ane great fear, and shew the same to bis se<* 
creit servandis who' war about him; for the 
tyme, quho war discontent of his risiounj 



thinkand thait they wcHild hetr haiatilie tydU 
iqgisof the samttev Bot on the morneword 
cam to the kiBg tbat the prince ws^ verne 
setkt and \yk , to dia When the king hard 
thairof be hai^ted him to Sanct Androa, bot, 
or he CQntd cam, the prince was depairted,. 
qnhairat the king was verrie $ad and dQlloroa&, 
Nolwilbstanc^ing* imnvediattjie thairefter the 
poab C8«a ont of Stirlmg to the king, ahowand 
him: that hia second son^e, th^^ daik of Albanie 
woold net leive v a^d,» or the king could be in 
StirUag> he was also depairted. Quhoia de- 
partonres war both trithin fbnrtie ancht hourea: 
qi^hilk cansed great lanaentatioim to be in Scot* 
land, and in speeiaU be the queine, thair nx6» 
theris<i Bot tbe quetne comforted the king^ 
sayiiig^ they war }H)ung enengh, and God 
woold send thame more successioun : And 
within schort quhill thairefter the qneine ooq«i 
ceaved and became with chyld, to tbe great 
comfort of the king and realme« 

Soone efter thia the bordoures of Scotland 
begane to break, and thair was great hirschipe 
and opprea$ionn, both by sea and land ; quhilk^ 
when the king saw, he sett his intend to re<* 
meid the same, and send certane bandts of 
men of warre to the bordefid to defend thame 
agmnesi the j^ngliamafi. Soooe eftev this ane 
p»aritament was sett» to be haldin at Edinburgh^ 
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the tent day of Jalij, anno forsaid, and th&ir 
the king maid revocatioun of all thingis that he 
had done in his lese aige, that might hurt his 
patrimonie, or libertie of his croun, and also 
he ratified and amplified all thingis that he 
had done in amplifieing of his patrimonie, and 
in speciall the annexatioun of the lordschip 
and landis of the South Illes, with the tuo Kin- 
tyres and thair castellis, with the landis and . 
houssis pertaining to the Douglassis, and the 
earledome of Angus ; the landis of Jedwart 
forrest, with the landis and lordschip of Both- 
wall ; the landis of Tamtallon, with all other 
landis pertaining to the hanisched Douglas- 
sis. And sicklyk the landis and lordschip of 
Glames, with the lordschip of Annerdaill, the 
castle of Draffan, with all other landis perteaQ- 
ing to Sir James Hamiltoun, quhom all he had 
hitlie forfalt ; and maid ane act that it sould 
not he lesum to his suocessouris quhatsumevir, 
king, queine, governour, nor regent, to dispose 
ony of the saidis landis from his patrimonie, 
aither be frie act or reclamatioun, or yitt be 
setting in few ferme, or ony way to restore the 
aires thairof againe ; and that it sould be le- 
sum to the nixt crouned king to mell with the 
saidis landis as the rest of his predecessouris 
patrimonie, but ony proces of law. Thir sla- 
tutis and lawis being finisched, the king took 
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ane taxatioun of fy ve shiltitigis off everie pund - ^ 
land through all Scotland, quhilk raise to the ' 
sowme of threttie thousand pund Scottis, to 
sustaine the kirigis men of warre. 

The yeir following the king maid his sister 
sone, the earle of Huntlie, leiftennent of the 
borderis, and gave him chairge of ane armie 
of, ten thousand men to defend the saidis 
borderis, and placed in companie with' him, 
td be his counsallour, ane wyse and stout* 
knyght, callit Sir Walter Lindsay of Torphich- 
en and lord of St Jo'hne, who was weill prac- 
ticed in wdrres, both in Itah> and Spaine, and 
had oftymes foughtin againeis the Turkis in de- 
fence of the Christianes, being in companie 
with the lord of the Rhodls in Italic, and 
thairefter cam in Scotland and served the king, 
and cam in great credit with his grace. For 
albeit the earle of Huntlie was leiftennent, he 
had the whoU governement of the armie. Yitt 
the king commandit, when occasioun offerred, 
that the earle of Huntlie sould have the van- 
guard when evir they had d doe with Ingland, 
quhilk was haistilie thairefter. For thir tua 
noblmen passed out of Edinburgh to the bor- 
deris the tent day of Julij, anno 1544 yei res. 
Bot soone efter the Inglismen getting word of 
thir forces,' adverteised the king of Ingland 
beirof, who sent ane gritt armie^ quho gar? 
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men of the Pearces of Northumberland : for 
all the best men war taine, and the most pairt 
of thame that war slaine war commounes. 
Thir newis past haistlie to the king of Scot- 
land, who rejoyced greattumlie when he heard 
of the skirmisch betuixt the Scottismen and 
the Jnglismen : thinking that thairefter he 
would have the more quyetnes vpoun the bor- 
deris in respect of his victorie. Bot he was 
deceaved in his opinion ; for how soone the 
king of Ingland hard tell of thir novellis^ he 
awowed solemnedlie to be revengit thairof, and 
for that effect send ane herald in Scotland and 
gave vp trewis with the king of Scotland^ his 
sister sone ; declairand to him be his heraldis, 
if he woula not keip his promise to him, he 
sould tak such ordour with him as he tuik with 
his father befoir : for he had yitt that same 
wand to ding him, that dang his father ^ that 
is to say, the duik of Norfolk leiv^nd, that 
strak the field of Floudoq, who slew bis father, 
with many of the nobles of Scotland. 

The king of Scotland thought thir vncouth 
f^nd sharp wordis ftqm his vncle the king of 
Ingland, that he sould boast him so with the 
duik of Norfolk, who was his great enemie, 
and had done no lese to him nor he spak. For 
the quhill^ caiis, he baistilie directed hi$ am- 
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bassadoures to InglaDd, to witt the bischbp of 
Aberdeine, and the laird of Dairsie, who was 
Mr Housold to the kingis majestie ; thir tuo 
ambassadoures war sent with all diligence 
with sick commissioun as the coansall of Scot- 
land could devyse, to stay king Harie's furie 
for the tyrae, quho cam neir Scotland at that 
tyme, hot all for nought. Thir ambassadoures 
c*am in Inglaud to king Harie : they gatt no 
presence of the king : but he held thame thair 
ane long tyme, till h^ had prepared ane armie 
to cum in Scotland with the duik of Norfolk, 
to the number of fyftie thousand men, of the 
waill of all Ingland : giveand tlie duik of Nor* 
folk ane chairge to pas in Scotland with the 
forsaid number, and caus the king of Scotland 
keip his promeisj or elis give him battell. The 
king of Scotland heiring of thir newis, and 
getting no ahsweir from his ambassadoures, 
incontinent gairt mak ppoclamatiounes through 
all Scotland, to all manner of men betuixt 
sixtie and saxteihe, to compeir at Edinburgli 
Tpoun the Borrowmuire thairof, with fourtie 
dayes victuall, to pas with the king quhaip be 
pleassed, in defence of the realme, contrair the 
Inglismen quho war cuming to invaid thame. 
So the king assemblet at Phala with his haill 
lordis, barrones, and subjectis, and all manner 
of man betuixt sixtie and sixteine : quho war 
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numbered be officeris and faeraldis, joid found 
lo the number of fyftie thousand men, by 
thame that war in the vanguard with the 
earle of Huntlie, quhilkis war ten thousand 
men of bardereris;.sothe whoU number of the 
Soottis armie arose to the number of thrie* 
scoir thoiisand men, quhairof t&air was twen* 
tie thousand m stand hamea, and twentie thou* 
aand in jack.s^nd spear, and twenlne ihou- 
9and with bowis and hab^achones, aiid 
two bandit swordis. Thair was df artaiJlie 
and caonones, six great cul^reringis, and six 
batt3J\tis, six double faldones, :aQd .tbrelbe 
double peiceSy and fouirtie cartis wiith ponder 
and :vther kynd of ordinance in .warxe^ quhilk 
became :a(ae iprince to bave againes his csie* 
4(nies. And the second day efter they cam to 
Phala, and marched forwardia towardis Law^ 
der, to ane place calHt the Barley Haugh^ 
lieir to ibe kirk of Lather^ .and thair cam 
word fronsi the earle of Hunilie, the kingis 
lieftenant^ that the duik of Norfolk was cum- 
ing over Tweid, acd bad send ane message i^ 
Jfiim^ de&iring battell of the king, or els to keip 
Jbkis promeis to the king of Ingland. Off ihir 
wordis tibe king was commoved, and caused 
the lordis assemble thamselffis to ane counsafi 
fkt Xiatber kirk^ and the king shew his my nd to 
iuo of Jpiis lof'dis : for be cam not himselff to 



that t^nventiDQ, but directed his vkynA and 
pfeiition ts after foUovris. That is, he desired 
his lordrs^ that he wi^ht be pevengit vpoun 
the duik of Nbrfolk^ his efaemte^ qoho cam in 
IScotlaod iK) invaid him at tbe king of log* 
laindvs oommand^ with his whoti paissaaoe* 
VpouQ.this, the \6vAys took thame to advyoe, 
and to give the king an answeir thairvfKMfO), 
Then the lordis being At the connsall^ they 
le& in dispiftfttioo amongest libamselffis, sayaind 
they comtd not with fhair hommris a.nd i»aiff 
consdences pas guidlie forAward at that tyme^ 
becaus of the band tihat was 3»e^nixt ikm Mwg 
JDf ScotkHid and the king <d Ingland, qolrilk 
bond and ipFonc»eis:wii^ seaUed with ithe griu 
seal of 'Scotlfeind, aod'sabsoryvit with thair 
haodis. Bvd yjtt they proaneised lo the kingk^ 
gDftCQ, if the diiik of Nddaik caxn forward -fii 
inviaid ittaasnoe, tbey ivrolild de&nd tliair realave^ 
bot they wooki not pas m Ingiand at. that 
iyue. Tkis ans^ei^ was s^0t ito the king» 
ppesentit be the ^earle of .Gtencfiima, qnfaaiir*- /\ 
with he <was not c&MeM. Bot in this mean«> 
tytiie, ane wach cam to the king and scbew 
him, t^ tbe duik df Norfolk was back ;agains 
OJi^er the watter ^ Tweid, and was camped 
vpoun Ijaglisch ground. When the king heand 
that, he was verpie desirous to hai^e fcdlowed

him in Ingland, and fight with him. Bot the 
lordis on nowayes would consent thairinto, nor 
that the king should cum ony fardder at that 
tyme, in respect that the duik of Norfolk had 
nather brunt nor slaine, nor done no kynd of 
evill on Scottis ground at that ty me. They said 
they had the lese will to follow him on Inglis 
ground. 

Nevertheles, the kingis mynd was ve^rie 
ardent on battell on Inglis ground, quhilkis 
when the lordis perceaved, they passed againe 
to the counsall, and concludit, that they would 
not. follow the duik of Norfolk at tliat tyme 
for the kingis pleasour, becaus, they said, that 
it was not groundit vpoun no guid cans nor 
reasone^and that he was ane better preistis 
king, nor he was thaires; and - vsed more tof 
priestis counsall nor of thaires. Thairfoir, they 
had the les will to £ght with him : and said it 
war mair meritbriouslie done to hang all sick 
as gave the king counssdl to break his pro* 
meis to the king of Ingland, quh^airof they 
perceaved great inconvenientis to . befall. 
Quhen they h^ thus concludit, and the king 
being advertised thairof, the king depairted 
with his familiar servantis to Edinburgh : bot 
the armie and counsall remained still at La^» 
ther, quhyll on the morne that they gott word 
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thiA the dnik of NbrKlk was babk igiaxie i6 
Inglatid. And iAMediiitlib the lofdb df l^cbt- 
land pblled Vp thair {tavdlidil^s ahd cadi ho'n^- 
wardis, t^iihairWiih th^ k(U^ Wab disill^aM 
viFllh hht lordU b^cins Ih^iy ^dUld 'ii6i '^ ih

So on the mornb the king p^sed id 
Peibles, and desired all the Ibresaidib ^ferkohe^ 
to follow htm and tn^itt hitti thdir, Ip pdi 
with hihi quhair he pleased, knd thdir^ftlef- h^ 
passeti id Mdfllt, atld then tb ih^ water nt 
Esk, and send id Hlib lordis ahd gehtlinen id 
Ingland, to biii-ne und ihy, \^aist biili ^p6iii 
the cbiintrie, quhilk was sair agslirii^ iH^ loi-di^ 
wilKs, and ivodld in hb waye^ iak the mdit^r 
ih hadd, nor Consent that the king sould pds 
in Ingland at that tidie hidiself, to isk sick ri- 
golir and MUHce to hi^ mbtber' brother, eid. 
Bat ihd king sieifig they had hb Will to serV6 
h» d^pettit; he gart mak ane pfbclamatioah 
ih the midis of his ahme^ tb admit Oliv^l^

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Sinclair^ on of his fafniliar. ^vantis^ to be bis 
leift^jient to his armie^ aud caused heraldis 
to chairge the saidis l^igi? to obey Olipher. 
Sinclair, tp pas with hijB.quhairevir he pl^as- 
sed, as they would awajitt .vpQqn the king him* 
selfT So the king depairt?d ane litle from the 
armie. to Lochmaban^, . tp remaine .thair:till 
I^e. sou^ s^e quhatsuc^ssipun^sould cum of 
l^is interpryse. Bot the lordis sieiogithe.kiogis 
wilfull ipi^overnance towardis his awin coip- 
mounwiellj'^nd that he,had maid 01iverSincIar» 
one of his awin servantis,lieftennent, quhilk of- 
fice wasevir accustomed to be givin to noble- 
inen; the nobilitie consulted and concludit 
amongest thamselflis^ that they would not fight 
vpder Oliver Sinclare's banner, for they knew 
him not for no Jieftennent nor governour to 
thame, and concluditall, that they hadratber be 
all taine and had to Ingland to king Harie, or 
they abod the king of Scotlandis furie exerced 
on thame, be the counsall of his priestis and 
courtiouris. For the preistis, as. I have show- 
in befoir, abused the kingis grace so, that 
they patt greatt dissentioun betuixt him ainl 
his lordis, and gave him to vnderstaud, th^t 
they war all heretickis, becaus the red jth^ 
old and new testament in Inglis : , an^ thair« 
foir, as they alledgit, war all yvortbie to he: 
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bfuDt, and thair geir confiscatt to -the kingis

profeitt. • Off this, the courtiouris war weill 
content, tod monyoftham consent'itthdirtd,' 
becaiis they war the bischopid p^ncion^res ; 
thinking, if sic- thingis carti fordwiftfdis^ they 
would gett sum casualities. Quh^irfoy the 
king was abused, and tint all the heaitji^ of his 
nobililie, to quhom 'he gave no cre<Jit, nor 
they hoped no guid'in his hand, aiid thairfoifr, 
they tint he^rtis, and Had no wilt to raise fire 
in Ingland. ' ^ ' 

Bot the Inglisineh sieing so gritt ane armie

of Scottismen come so haistilie vpoun thame^ 
to the number of fyftie thousand men, by bor- 
dereris, the Inglismeti war agast when they 
saw thame so suddenlie in form of warre ; for 
the number of the Inglismen was bot small. 
Yitt they conveined thamselfBs schortlie, for 
they war all bordereris, and could all ryd and 
prick Weill, and held the Scottism^i in play- 
ing, be thair pricking and skirmishing, till the 
night cam doiin on thame, and they war in 
sick strait ground, and knew not the passages,- 
so they could not reteir in so guid ordour as 
they sould haTe done, and they had no viveris> 
Bather hors meitt nor man^s raeitt, to tarrie 
that night, nor guid ^guydis to gyd thame 
throw the passages.

In the yeire of our lord ane th<^ii^and, fyvt 
hundreth, fourtie and thrie yeires> in the 
moneth of Januarie, manie of our lordis and 
barrones of Scotland war lying captive at Lon- 
don for the tyme, being takin at Sollene Mos, 
ivho war weill intertained be king Harie, and 
frielie delyvered at thair awin pleasour^ but 
when they war all at thair awin mirrines^ 
word cam to the king of Ingland that the king 
of Scotland was depairted^ quhilk, quhen the 
king of Ingland hard^ he sighed sair, saying,

Soone efter this, the lordis con veined to ane 
counsall, quhair they consulted and consid- 
derit, that the cardinall was the wytt of the 
peace breaking betuixt Scotland and Ingland, 
quhairthrowcammeikle hirschipand slauchter 
to both the realmes, and in speciall to Scot- 
land. Quhairfoir, the said lordis concluditto 
•put the said cardinall in captivitie, that, he 
^sould not abuse thame any more. And when 
•fae..was sittand among the lordis, they gart. of- 
-fiideris lay handis on him, and put him inane 
.quy^et chamber, quhair he remained ane wbyll 
to dahtoun ^his proud heart : hot nevirtheles, 
he could, nevir considder his dewtie towardis 
-Gnod^ nor the .commoun weill of the countrie. 
: But heirefter, they dely vered him to my. lord 
iSeaioun, quho tuik giftis of gold from him to 
-escapeiout.of captivitie; quhilk he did pairtlie 
'for thegiftis of gold and silver, and pairtlie for 
the queines pleasour. And so this wicked and 
vngodUe cardinall, how soone he was frie of 
his wairdj he begouth to raige lyk ane lyon 
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that war loused of his bandis: nor no sum- 

ihondis nor admpnitioUn might caQS him to 

obey the authorities • Bot forevill will that he 

biiire to the governour, he sent to France with 

ahe snppHcatibun of the queines to bring 

.home the earle of Lennox for his support 

againes the goyernohr, promiseing to him to 

inak him; governour of Scotlan^], and: hixsband 

to the queine. With thir^ hdghtis atid fajr 

ipromeisses made to this lustie young lord, 

caused him. to leive the realme of France> 

:quhair «be was weill interiained andesteimefd 

b6 the kin^tbairof, ^lidg^rt him cum in Scot- 

ladd in this hope> as I have schowin yow. 

In thts^meane tyme,' this "^wicked cardinall 

.having .great substance of gold and. silver^ ju* 

"tysed thi9 earle of Ardgyle and m^nie flther 

Jordis to ryse and rebieii againes the gover* 

iWur^ .aild tak his pairt withjhe number ^of ten 

"thousand mei^i quhair; tbair was queine ipo- 

' thfr andfhir^docbter, tke princes, giving, thame 

to vnderitands that the.governoures purpose 

was to pas to Litbgow^ and tafc the young 

queine and put hir in the king of Inglandis 

' handis, and to keip the: b^nd that was maid 

befoir be Ingland« Bpt the governour, knaw- 

' ing -nothing of this matter and treasonable re- 

' bellioun, that the cardinall bad vrought againes 

^im, assemblit certane lordis that would tak 
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iiis paiii; Mt Edinburgh, and tkm* purposed to 
pai» t6 lifilUhgot^y and to giv^ thame battell : 
and to tak the young queme out of iifir pal^- 
lace, aiid to put fiir iti his awm keipm^ 
in ^uhkt i^rength fai^ pleased* Bot to this, 
ffae l<>fdis w'ould not c^onsent on no. wajres, 
haiher th^ sho^ sould cum in the ^ver- 
hoiiiris hatidts, becaiis fae was neireit any 
'to hit ; bot thair l^as ceilane men chtKshi to 
pas b^fiiixt the tuo armies to treat guid 
•N)rayes, etc. Andthat the youwgqttcine should 
tife'takin and put in equal faandis^ t6 witttbe 
lord Lindsay, f be lorA Er^tiie> the lord li- 
vingstoti, ^nd the lord -Gitabame. Thir foiir 
sfhouM pras t6 liinlithgow, stnd resBlAve the 
ybung qiieiheand hir m<)ther, Imd ka^e thttitie 
^both to Stirling, and Ihslir to k&tp the ^ourig 
* ^rihdes as they "would ai^slvei)* to God, and the 
bortihioun Weill of the cburi^pie, and as th^ 
Hvoiiia vhdefly'tKe paihe 6ii'fdfiWtrte both <Jf 
Wiafctte and of thair pbsteritfe, thbt they< soiiM 
oblserve arid keip the Cslsfle, ' atid thfe young 
qudiie (Harrin, qiihiH the c6insall W^ fttrdder 
kdwys^^, Vpduli thir oonditibnei?, the go- 
*T^n6ur atid 'the catfdinail app6ymted and 
skslifled both thair aritiies, and U^ in {Linlith- 
gow, iandivas finallife aggreitbe-i^upplicutiotin 
of qiieine thoth^r ; syne cin tbeMot*iieipslst<<o 
Stirling, with this ycjul^g queine, tiCcompMlkd 



with thir four lordis, to whom shoie ws^s given 
jn keiping^ and remaiQed with hier. 

"^ha haill lordis of Scotland conveine4 ^\ 
Stirling ^he tuentie day of August, anno, (pr- 
said> and tbair crouned the young queine with 
gre9.t solemnitie, plays and pharses^ etc. 

At this tyme the earle of Lennox cam out of 
France, and cam to the governpuj at Holll* 
rudhouse, s^nd presented himselff befoir his 
grace. The gpv^rnour resseaved him v^rrie 
thankfullie^ hpwheit he was not contend qf 
l^is qumin^, nor yitt of thame that send Jfor 
hipi* Bot this young earle pa^t haistilie to 
Linlithg[ow, \vith his kine and freindis^ quhilk 
matt him to accompanie him to present the 
qiieine's ^race. In this meane tyme he mett 
the cardinally q^uho ressaived hiip thankfullie, 
and gave him monie fair 6atterii^ wordis, 
quhiljc he neyir keipit ^ne wprd to him. AIs 
soone as the earle of Lennox knew that the 
governour $^qd c^rdinall war aggried togidder 
and appoyntted vpoun all things^ he was not 
content thairof^kn^wing himselff to be deceaved 
be the cafdinalL Thairfpir he r^penjed that he 
c^m ou% of ^rappe $o haistilie at the cardinall's 
requei^t, seiqg he keipit not a word qf his pro- 
niei&to hi):p, for he promised to niak hjn) prp- 
tectqur of .Scotland^ ^ifxd pi^t the whpU ai^tho* 
ritie in )?is h^ndis, fty and <][phyll the queii^e 
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war oflauchfull aige, and failyieing of hirthat 
he should be king of Scotland, showing hitii 
that failyieing the queinis grace he had most 
richt tbairto. Bot quhenthe cardinal saw the 
govemour so obedient to him in all his desires, 
and in speciall in delyvermg the young qneine 
at his requeist to Ihe lordis forsaid, in this caice 
he rewed that he had maid the earle of Len- 
nox to beleive so, and would faine have had the 
matter coUoured if he could, and for that ef- 
fect he caused queine mother intertaine him 
verrie tenderlie, and put him in hoip of 
marriage, quhairby shoe might pacify the earle 
of Lennox be hir tove, that thairby he might 
be the better content of the cardinall in tymes 
cuming. Notwithstanding, the earl of Both- 
wall was at this tyme ane lustie young gent!- 
man, and had ane guid presence in the sight 
of vomen, quhairby he intendit to have the 
queine in marriage, as the earle of Lennox 
did ; and daylie thir tuo young lordis pursued 
the court and queine with great bravitie and 
coastlie cloathing, contending quho should be 
most galliyart in thair abuilytomentis, renew- 
ing the same everrie day, and in vseing all 
kynd of playes and exercise on horss and 
foott, that became noblmen to doe ; and spe- 
ciallie quho might behave thamselffis best in 
the queiuesmght, in dancing, louping, or any 



Other games, etc. But the eiarle of Lemtox- 
warred the earle of Bothwall at sapdrie games, 
for he was brought vp in the warres of France, 
quhilk learned him the feattis of armes, and to 
exercise his pith to the vttermost For the 
earle of Lennox was ane strong man, of per- 
sonage Weill proportioned in all his memberis, 
with lustie and manlie visage, and vent verrie 
strecht vp in his passage : quhairfoir he appeir- 
ed verrie pleasant in the sight of gentlwomen. 
As for the earle of j Both well he was fair and 
quhitlie, sumthing hinging shouldered, and 
went sumthing fordward, with ane gentle and 
humane countenance. 

Thir tuo gentlmen daylie frequenting the 
court, and exercising thamselffis in this forme, 
everie on of thame beleived to obteine his 
purpose at the queioes -hand ; bot shoe did 
nothing bot gave thame fair wordiig, that they 
might serve hir, quhyll shoe saw hir tyme>^x- 
pedient to give thame an answeir. But at the 
last, thir tuo lordis being ane great spaice 
at court, quhilk was great coast to thamselffis^ 
kin^ and freindis, evir in reddines to doe the 
queine service, quhill >at the last, the earle 
Bothwell inlaiked expenssis and- passed bpm^^ 
quhill he saw fardder about him, ,Bot tiler 
earle of Lennox remained still M court, de^if *> 
ing the queine and oardinall to ketp>tb&it pv^r 
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taei^ vnto him, or eis to put bim frielie iir 
France againe^and iti the m^an'lyiDeto recom- 
pence him fw bis eitpenssis^ that be had maid 
cmning fn Scotland* at thair desir. Bc^ oT this 
desJr the qiieine atid caFdiaall wa» no wajres 
contents 

In this tneantyme C&ptain James Stewart 
of Cardonoek cam out id France from the 
king, ^ubo hard tell that the earle of L^xnox 
was frustrat of his parpose in Scotland, for laik 
of itionej ; thairfoir he sent the said Sir James 
in Scotland, with threttie thousand crounes to 
the eatle of I^nnox, to furth sett his honour : 
for the queine and cardinal! had no will that he 
should have past aff off Scotland, bot to hold 
him as line wand abone the governoiiris head : 
for this effect they gave the earle fair deffer* 
rand answeiris^ promiseand to him that all 
souM be Weill at his pleasour. Bot when the 
earle pef^eaved that thair promeissis was evir 
delayadd^ and tuik na effect, he begouth to 
grow angrie,and promised that he should have 
am^tulis of the queine and the cardiriall^ albeit 
that he shbuld leive Scotland thairfoir, becaus 
they had brokin protneis to himi So withia 
sb^^ ^uhiH te past home to > his awin coiin«^ 
tirie of Glasgow and Ihimbarton, and thaif 
rd&fted Jlii( hiutt kin and fmudis, and all that 
wo«t}d do for hm i imd in tpeciall h^ solistexi 



ttie earle of Angus, the evle of Glencairne, 
aiHl the iiaill CuQOy ngbaiaes, the laird of Tul- 
libardin, with the whoU Murrayea, and name 
of Stewart that doe for him, in the soutb-laad^ 
to the number of tuelflf thousand me»» and 
cfun pertlie fordwardis, towardis £dinburgbe» 
quhair the govemour and the cardinall wa$» 
Bot they heiring tell of the earle of Lennosr 
cuming, and of the great furie that he was in 
againes thame, and in speeiall againes the caN 
dinall, quho knew weitt that the earl of L^n« 
nox was awsutting occasioun to be revengil 
Tpottn him> and that he was ane gqid man of 
warre^ and hadmoniegentlmento his wasselis^ 
kine, and freindis that would weill abyd with 
him^ quhairfoir they would not consent to give 
battel], nor fight with him at thatlyme, b^-* 
caus they knew him to be more pair tie nor 
they might be haistilie. Bot the earle of Len* 
nox past manfullie to the feildis, sieing thi^^ 
betuixt Leith and Edinburgh, in arrayed bat- 
tell, and thair abod the governoqr anc| cardi- 
nall, provockand tliame to fight with him op 
els to keip thair promeise ; and this he did the 
space of thrie or four dayes ; quhill at the 
last the governour and cardinall send certane 
wyse men to the earle of Angus, desiring bim 
efieetuonslie to skaiU hisarmie, and he tihou)() 
have all his desires b» be ptle^saed^ with m^r 



h 
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nie vther fair heightes, maid be tbame to the 
earle of Angus, quhill at the last, the said earle 
was drawin to thair effect, and counsalled the 
earle of Lennox to skaiil his armie, quhairof 
the said earle was not content. So he schort- 
Jie passed hanie to bis avvin countrie, with his 
kine and freindrs, and thair to remaine quhill 
he saw fardder in the matter. 

In this meantyme thair cam gold out of 
France to the queine and cardinal!, to the 
number of threttie thousand crounes. This 
money, as was said, cam to the earle of Len- 
nox, and was to be disponed be the queines 
adwyse and the cardinallis ; qnhiik money 
)andit at Dumbarton, quhairtlie earle of Len- 
nox happined to be for the tyme. He sieing 
this money come in his gaitt, knawing Weill it 
was the queines and the cardinallis and pass-* 
ed to thame, and thought he should be re- 
vengit vpoun the expenssis quhilk the king 
and the cardinall had caused him to mak in 
his cuming in Scotland, to that effect and 
purpose, promissing to him that thing that 
they would not performe, quhairfoir he tuik 
the said money be the way, and applyed it to 
his awin vse ; that is to say, he garnisched 
and furnisched the castle of Glasgow, with 
men and mnnitioun, syne past himselff* to 
Dumbarton to remain tliair a quhill. 
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But in this meantyme word cam to the 
queine, and the cardinall, that all thair mo- 
ney was takin be the earle of Lennox, and 
his servandis, quhairwith they war highlie dis- 
pleased, and incontinent send for the gover- 
nour to cum to Stirling to* the queine and the 
cardinall, quhair they war for the tyme, and 
thair to tak consultatiounqnhat was best to be 
done, ttiiching the affaires forsaides. Bot 
they schortlie concludit in thair counsall to 
raise the bodie of the realme, and to pas ford- 
ward to Glasgow, to seidge the castle 'thairof, 
thinking to have gotlin the earle of Lennox 
thairin, and be revengit on him as they 
thought guid. To this effect thei maid pro- 
clamatiounes in FyfFe, Angus, Stratherne, 
Lothian, Stirlingschire, with the haill wast- 
land of Scotland, to meitt the governour, 
the day appoynted of the proclamatioun, 
to pas with him to Glasgow, to seidge the 
castle thairof, in manner forsaid. To that 

■ 

effect, they brought cannones out of the castlfe 
of Edinburgh, with vther small artaillie and 
vther kynd of ordinance conforme thairto, and 
past furth of Stirling to the governour and car- 
dinall, with the rest of thenobilitie, to the num- 
ber of twelff thousand men, quhilkis cam to 
Glasgow the tuentie auchtday of March 1544 
yeires, and thair laid ane seidge to the castle^ 
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tbiokand to. have win it anidi gottin the earle of 
I^ennox tbairin. Bot he was aoit thair. Yitt 
libey coatinewed still at the s^idge l^iie space 
of ten dayes^ quhili meikle of thair ponder and 
bnlletts war sftendit; and sieing tlpiey o^an, pa 
speid of winniAg the said easde by force, tbey 
kest all meanis how they might l>ave the same; 
be moyane and fair promeisi$, and to that e^ 
feet, send messingeris to the ca3tle to the cap- 
tanes ihairof, q^uhill^is war tu,o bretbreine of 
the Stewartia, Johae Stewart, aud Williame bi3 
brother, quho war sones to the abbot pf Pj:y- 
burth^ promiseing to tbame gritt giftis of gold 
and silver, and all thair gentlmen and servan* 
dis that war'wjtb th^me, perteaning vnto 
thame in the said castle, sua they wonld ren- 
der the same to the governour and cardinall, t^ 
be keipit and vsit at thair pleasour. Thir gen- 
tlmen heiring of thir otTerris, and knawing of 
no releifTto cum to tbame, was heartilie con* 
tent, and ^ave over the said castle to the go- 
vernour and cardinally believand to have all 
prqmeissi^ keipit vnto thame, quhilki^ war 
imaid to thame befoir the overgiveing of the 
said castle. But p^virtheles thair wa^ nothing 
keipit vnto thame quhilk was promised vp- 
tp thame, hot immediatlle war sha^ifullie^ 
hangit efter they war tain ovit of the said 
qastle> and none escaped pf th^me that war

In this itfeane tyme theborderes.war aU 
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brokin, both south* east, and wast, and grht 
hirschip and slauchter maid be the Inglisitieu 
and Scottismen, quhilkis war verrie laments 
able to sie, and all be wilfulnes of the cardi- 
nall, who would have no peace keipit with 
Ingland without the king of France had beine 
content thaicwith^ quhilk ^ was verrie fare a- 
gaines the commoun weill of Scotland. Not- 
theleg this continewed all sommer qubill the 
winter cam on, that the Inglismen had waist* 
ed all Mers and Tiviotdaill, and had takin 
monie of the strenthis thairof, and maid great 
slauchter vpoun the Hoomes, quhilkis vnlaw- 
full warreswar exerced by Sir Ralph Ivers and 
Sir Bernard Lattoun, captaue and leiftennerft 
to the king of Ingland for the tyme, quho, be 
thair frequent incursiones and burtieing'and 
slaying, they effeired the Scottis so that .they 

' war faine to tak on the rid croce and sweir 
thamselffis the king oflnglandis men, and 
subjectis to his grace, quhilk was greiat dis- 

' pleasour to the lordis of Scotland, quho at that 
tyme had no credence in court, nor durst not 
cum thairto, to drese thair bussines,for fear of 
the cardinally quho misguydit theg^vernourso, 

' that the lordis durst not cum to give thair weill 
adwysed counsall for the weilfareoftherealfde, 
vnles they had the governouris and cardinallis 
assurance that they should not be troubled. 
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quhilkis wer yerrie vopleasant to all trew Scot* 
tismen, and verrie pleasant to Inglismen ; for 
they sieing this divisioun among the nobilitie 
of Scotland, they steired thair tyme. So at 
this tyme they tuik the abbey of Coldinghame, 
and laid all waist to the castle of Dumbar. 

Thir newis cam to the goyernour and cardi* 
nail, quhairof they war not content, and gart 
laak proclaoiatiounes haistilie, to all earles, 
lordis, barrones, frieholderis, and gentlnien, to 
be in readines, with aught dayes yictualles, to 
awaitt ypoun the governour, and to pas with 
him quhairevir he pleassed. So the governour 
first past to Coldinghame with twelff thousand 
men, of the quhilkis war monie nobles of the 
realme, sick as the earle of Angus, the. earle 
Both wall ; the lordis of Erskin, Ruthven, Dru- 
jcoond, and Gray, with monie other nobles. 
Bot it was in winter, and the weather was ex- 
treame cold, and when they cam to Colding- 
hame, to the abbey, qiihilk was keipit be the 
Inglismen, they laid to thair artaillie and 
seidgit it, and stood all the first night on thair 
feitt in arrayed battell, bidding the Inglismen 
to haye giyin tbame battell, and in the naeaa- 
tyoie shott at the house with thair cannones, 
^nd other small artaillie, till the breaking of 
the day ; and when they saw that they c^rp no 
speid at the hoiis, and being informed that the 
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Ingjvsmen vr9A cmtmg with tme ^reat amiM i# 
reskcir the sakne, [qfohairfoir the gw^enKmr 
hall no will to tftrie, for he was in ^aspkimm 
Wixlk mony of the loniis and baj^rontEis thA 
mes in his o<Miipany, t^t they sold hove 
put him ki the Inglidineaes Imndis, thmr* 
foir he tnik post and iled to Dutnbar, and 
left the queinis artaillte in 4anger, bebfnd 
binit of the Inglismen. Some gai^e 'Couiin 
«all to brake the cannown or Ihe Inglis- 
Hien gat hir^ some said they w^ld pas wmsy 
Itnd leave hir ; -boit the earle of Angus and 
his brother ^aid, *^ -God forbid lihat we aitber 
hnk the qneinis canowa, or loave hir be- 
hind ws for feir 4>f 'the In^lismen : I bad 
talher feoht to dead in defence :^hair0f, and 
I awow to God, I sail either sie hir lirie 
in the castell of Edinburgh, or ^elis dm 
thairfoir." With this he defused 'his haiR 
kin and fteindis to licht on fate« and go 
hesyd the artaillie in arrayed 'barttell, and 
-left it nocht i^uhill he pat h frie to Duoh 
bar. The In^lismen wer comeing fast ford* 
iward to 4iaue :fochtin twitli tbe Scotismen ait 
•rtiair returneing, bot fra nyme nbey saw the 
♦earle of Angus vpon fute, in arrayed 'battel, 
'and reteir so in ordour^ they ^had no will to 
^nuell with ^hiAi, 'because 4hey knew him to bfe 
^me old ttmb of Wdir. Be^ thi&'the earie of An*' 
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gus conquered lo himseliST great honour in 
bringing hame of the artaillie, Bot fra 
tjone the Inglismen hard of the govemouris 
haistie departure, and the maner thairof, they 
became werie proud, and thocht no les than 
to conques all the southwast pairtis of Scot- 
land, evin to Edinburgh.] 

Soone efter this Sir Ralph Iveres and Sir 
Bernot Lattoun passed to London to king Ha- 
rie,tobe revairditof him for thair guid service 
in conquering monie landis of Scotland, quhilk 
they gave the king to vnderstand that they 
had done, atid had conqueist all fra Forth 
south, and had subdued the same; sick as. 
Mers and Tividaill, and Lawderdaill, and had 
caused all the inhabitantis of these boundis to 
tak on the rid croce, and to becum sworne 
subjectis to king Harie, and to pay him thair 
maillis and dewties, evin as they had done to 
the king of Scotland of befoir. Thairfoir thir 
captanes desired their rewaird of king H^rie 
for thair l&boures, quhairat he was greattumlie 
rejoyced, and promised to rewaird thame ho- 
nestlie. Quhairfoir the king gart ca)l the 
duik orNorfolk to be adwysed with him quhat 
reward should be givin to thir men quho had 
conqueist so manie Scottismenis landis. The 
duik of Norfolk answeired haistiiie, " Sir, yea 

Re 
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sail be my adwyse give thame all the Scottis 
landis quhilkis they say they have conqueised, 
quhilk if they bruik it, I think thame weill 
worth the same/' The king said, " My 
lord I think it too much ; for indead it liath 
cost me threttie thoasand pund Sterling/* 
The duik answeired, " Nevirtheles, Sir, yea 
ssdl be my advyce give thame* no les nor thair 
awin conqueis, quhilk they say is so great ; 
that the countrie may knaw your liberalitie 
toWardis manlie men and guid warrioures: 
and it wilbe ane occasioun to thame to be the 
more fervent in keiping of the same, quhilk is 
your enemies landis, and quhair they say they 
have conquest Mers and Tividaill, quhilkis ar 
verrie plentious countries of cornes and bes* 
tialU and many manlie men dwelling thairin« 
Qubairfoir, Sir, yea sail mak thir tuo cham- 
piones lordis of thir tuo schirrefdomes and 
and tak thame holdin pf your grace; and 
they to caus the countne men hold of thame." 
Off*. this persuasioun the king was heartilie 
Weill eoQieM to give thir landis to the forsaidis 
tuo cfli^mpioness and caus thame mak thajr 
ch^Qures andevidentis conform to t)ie same; 
ted adj.oyned his great seall for confirmsUioun 

thairof,,and bad thame pas in Scotland, and 

• 

tak sealing vpoun his expenssis, and he should 
furnisch thame thrie thousand men of warre, 
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for jar and day rpoun his expenssis, forby 
bordereris that would tak thair paiitis. 

Thir captanes war glaid of the kingis bene* 
Tolence towardis thame that he had givin 
thame sick lordschipis and sick men of warre 
to defend thame. Qiihairfoir they kest thame 
haistilie to Scotland to tak seasing, and cam to 
Jedward the autht day of March, anno for- 
said : and war in companie fyye thousand 
men, to witt, thrie thousand that cam with the 
captanes, and tua thousand bordereris, that 
war purposed hallilie to tak thair seasing of 
Mers and TividailU and thairefter to pas to 
.Hadingtoun, and syne to Edinburgh, if thei 
war not stopped. 

Quhen thir newis cam tothegovernour and 
lordis of Scotland, they war discontent thair* 
with, and in speciall the earle of Angus, and 
the lord Home, quho had most pairt of thair 
IsUidis and rentis, and leivingis, inthesaidb 
countries. . The earle of Angus said in a great 
raige, ^* Albeit the king of Inland would 
cum himself in proper persone, he should not 
without stryff gett a seasing of these landiS| 
quhilkis my father and forbeares have con- 
queist and defendit thir monie yeires by- 
gane, and we war evirmore wont to doe the 
Inglismen tuo evill turnes for one.*' So the 
earle of Angus cam haistilie to Edinburgh, to 
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the governour, shewing him, if he leathed still 
at home,vsing the counsall of the preistis and 
cardinall, he would tyne all Scotland, or els be 
chased out of it, or els be tri butter to the king 
of Ingland ; ** y itt though yea and all the lordts 
of Scotland ly by, God wilting, I sail defend 
the same, quhilk my forbearis hes conqueist, 
and mantained with the blood of their bodies, 
or els sail die in defence thairof, and I awow 
to God, or they tak seasingis in my landis, 
I sail beir southfast witnessing to thair instru- 
ment, and sail prepair sharper penes and rid* 
er ink for the same nor they believed to find.^ 
To this answeired the governour, quhat is 
your will that I doe thairintill, for I would 
that Scotland war holdin at its accustoihed li- 
bertie and friedome. At this tyme I have ' 
few to pas with me to resist the Inglismen, 
and when they ar all gathered far fewer than < 
I can lippin to. The earle of Angus answeir- 
ed, " My lord, yea have the wyte of that 
yourselff, that vses not the counsall of the no^ 
bilitie of Scotland, qubo wold be partakeris of 
,all thingis, that they concludit . thamselffis. 
Bot j^a ar altogidder rulled be the cardinaU 
and kirkmen, quho hes beine the occasioun of 
bringing meikle trouble to Scotland^ and was 
nevir fund present at the afTputting thairof; 
for if yea would be counsalled be the nobilitie, 
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yea might doe als guid ane turne as if yea war 
native prince : and for myselfF I salbe befoir 
in all adventouris for defence of the countrie 
and commounweill; for I had rather die with 
honour in defence of myne heritage, quhilk I 
conqueist nevir, nor live and tyne it sleuthfully 
in ray time/* Quhen the earle of Angus 
had endit, the governour said, " My lord, I 
ivold pas fordward if I had any folkis with vs 
to defend ws againes our old enemies." The 
earle of Angus answeired, " Gae fordward 
with thame yea have, and cans mak procla- 
inatiounes haistilie, to all earles, lordis, bar- 
rones, and gentlmen to follow in defence of the 
realme." Be thir wordis the earle of Angus 
persuaded the governour to ryd fordwardis to 
Melros, and thair abod that night, quhill the 
rest of the nobilitie of the realme sould cum 
to thame, for they war few in number to ryd 
fordwardis againes thair enemies, for the go- 
yernour and the earle of Angus both, passed 
not thrie hundreth horss in companie, quhom 
they thought but ane small number, againes 
the Inglismen quho war cum that same night 
to Jedwart, to the number of fyve thousand 
men, to tak thair seasing, as I schaw befoir, 
of .thair conqueised landis. But they war ad- 
verteised that the governour was cum that 
$ame night to Melros^ and the earle of Angus 
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with ane small number quhilk caused thame 

to tak the greatter hardiment, and cam ford- 

wardis that same night to Metros, quhair thejr 

thought to have gottin the goyernour at thair 

pleasour. Nevirtheles he was quyetlie adver- 

teised of thair cnming, and retired himselff 

back abone the bridge of Melros, to ane place 

callit the Schiellis, quhair the earle of Angus 

counsalled the goyernour toremaine quhill the 

breaking of the day, and send ane trampetter 

to Lawderdaill to wairne aH the gentlmen that 

war thairabout to cum to the Gallowscheillis, 

and meitt the govemour thair. Be this the In* 

glismen cam to Melrds, thinking to have got- 

tin the governour thair, bot thejr missed him. 

Nevirtheles they remained all that night and 

spoilled the place, and syne when day cam 

returned to Jedwart. In this meantyme cam 

certane men of Pyfie, that had riddin all that 

night to the governour, and mett him at Ga- 

thensyd, foment Melros, in guid ordour ; to 

Witt, Normond Leslie, maister of Rothes, with 

my lord Lindsay es servantis, kine and freindis ; 

with sundrie vther barrones and gentlmen of 

FyfF, sick as the laird of Lochlevin, and vtheris 

of the wast pairt of Fy ffe with him ; quhilkis 

war in the haill to the number of tuelif sgoir 

able gentlmen, with jack and spear. Off thair 

coming the governour was verrie rejoyced, and 
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tuik sick courage, that he past haistilie ford- 
ward efter the Inglismen, quho war marching 
fast to Jedward, and tarried ane quhill at Lib- 
bertoune's croce, to sie quhat purpose the 
Scottis wold tak, and quhat they meined to- 
wardis thame. Bot the Scottis sieing this, they 
passed soathwast from Melrose, round about 
Ancrum, lykas they wold have nothing to doe 
with the Inglismen, The Inglismen sieing 
this, they marched fordwardis neir Jed ward, till 
they cam to ane place callit the Sandie Cal- 
sey, and thair the passage was so straitt that 
they might not pas bot tuo men thick, quhilk 
spendit long time ere his armie cam thorow. 
In this meantyme the laird of Buccleugh cam 
posting to the governour, with ane small num- 
ber, showing to him that the rest of his folkis 
war coming within six myites, als fast as they 
might. Thairfoir he counsalled the gover- 
nour and the earle of Angus, and all thair 
companie to light doun on thair foott, and 
send thair horss to ane hill head, back quhair 
the artaillie was, and draw thamselffis to ane 
laich place out of Inglismenis sightis, so the 
Inglismen wold beleive they war all turned and 
fled back^ quhilk wold mak the Inglismen to 
break and be the more cairles, thinking they 
wold g^t all thingis att thair pleasour. As the 
laird of Buccleugh said, so it was done. So 
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the Inglismen perceaved the Scottismen to r jd 
out of thair sigbtis, beleivand that they had 
tain the flight for fear of thame, sayes with 
ane gritt voyce and clamour, ^* iy lalt ws male 
haist, the Scottis are all fled, we sail have all 
as we list,'* With this they cam so fast back 
efter the Scottis, halflingis out of ordour, run- 
ning quhill they war almost out of breath ; to 
witt, the first battell that cam fordward to have 
chaised the Scottismen, was Sir.Brime Lat^ 
toun, and Sir Robert Bowis ; and with thame 
in the midest of the battell, ane thousand 
speares, and on thair right wing fy ve hundreth 
hagbutteris, and on the left wing iyve hunder 
bowis. Then followed efter thame Sir Ralph 
Iveris, and ane thousand hagbutteris, and ane 
thousand bowis, with all the bordereris and 
coimtrie men, both of Ingland and Scotland, 
who had severed with thame, and had tane on 
the rid croce, and sworne to tak thair pairtis. 
Thir men, I sa}/, cam furioushe fordward, 
thinkand the Scottismen had beine fled. But 
when they cam neir, and saw thame stand in 
guid ordour, they war not content with tham- 
selffis. Yitt they perceaved thame so few in 
number, they thought thame nothing to thame, 
for indeid the Scottismen passed not iyve. hun- 
dreth men, quho wardivyditin tuo companies, 
that is to say, tuo hpnder speares, with ther 
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earle of Angus, and thrie hundreth witli my 
iord governour. Bot when Sir Brime Lat- 
toun and his hoste saw* thame stand in this 
manner, he cam furiouslie fordward sounding 
thair trumpettis, with ane awfuU courage to 
fight. Bot the Scottis, nothing effeired heir- 
of, cam peartlie fordward, and encountered 
thame verrie cmellie. Be this the bowis, hag- 
buttis and artaillie schot on both sydis, both 
with ane terrible and hideous sound lykas the 
crack of thunder, quhilk was terrible to sie ; 
it wold cans cowardis to be knawin* Bot ne- 
▼irtheles the battell joyned so cruellie, that 
they might not be seine for the stour and reik 
of the powder. Bot the Scottismen had wait- 
ted thair tyme, quhill the sun was goeing wast 
about, and the day drawing doun neir evin, 
and they had both the sun and the wind quhilk 
was ane gritt vantage to thame : for that blew 
the reik and smoak of ponder vpoun thair ene« 
roies of the greatt battell, that was beyond 
thame, that they might not sie quhat be- 
came of thame, nor yitt of the Scottis« 
And also the Scottismens speares war long- 
er then the Inglismen's be fyve quarteris, or 
ane elne, quhilk, when they joyned with the 
Inglismen, they had thame all rivin doun or 
evir the Inglismenis speares might touch thame; 
and so they niscl}ed thame so rudlie. to the 
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earth, that the nojrse thairof was lyk the roar* 
ing of the sea. Bot at the last the Inglisch 
Tanguard was so dung vpoun the great battell, 
with so great stro^is and sair, that both the 
vanguard and great battell war schortlie dis- 
comfit and overthrowing and the captanes thair- 
of cruellie staine> and manie other gentlmen of 
Ingland with thame, to the number of fyve 
hundreth gentlmen and men of warre, and 
fourscoir taine, and the remnant chased to 
Roxbrughe. Then the governour soundit his 
trumpettisy and returned his armie to thair 
standart againe, and syne fell on his knies and 
thanked God of the victorie that he had seat to 
him, by the expectatioun of man ; for thair 
was nevir hard nor seine, in Scotland nor Ing- 
land, so few in number to fight, win and give 
battell with so many and so great ane armie» 
to win the victorie without slaughter, for thair 
was nevir ane Scottisman slaine bot tuo, and 
not that in the battell, bot with the great ar- 
taillie slaine reckleslie* Bot thair was slaine 
of the Inglismen at that tyme. Sir Brime Lat- 
toun, captane of Norhame, and Sir Ralph 
Iveris, quho was leiflennent to the king of 
Ingland, with manie vtheris genthnen of Ing- 
land^ quhilkis I neid not to rehearse at this 
tyme, and also thair was monie genthnen tain, 
to witt, Mr Howard^ the queine's vncle ; Mr 
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Hnchesone, mabter of York; the Herodeg 
and the Salbies, and also lord Bowis aii4 Sir 
Johne WiddringtouDy with moQy vther knightis 
of the borderis of Ingland^ with mony vtberis, 
etc. Bat the haill number that war takin and 
slaine at this battell war sixteine hunder IngIis-> 
men, and hot tuo ScottiHnen slaine, as I have 
schowin yow, quhilk was thought ane great 
marvell quhairevir it was knowin. This bat- 
tell was strukin in Tividaill,in Ankrum Moore, 
the yeir of God 1543 yeires. 

This being done the governour called for 
the earle of Angus and tuik him in his armes, 
and praised his manheid and wisdome, and guid 
service done vnto the queine and to him ;. and 
also thanked George Douglas, his brother^ say- 
ing he would remove all suspitioun that he 
suspected to tham anent the guid will that they 
buir to Ingland) they had manfulUe showin 
thamselilis iii the contrair. Fardder^ he cryed 
to the laird of Buccleugh, and said he wasth^ 
occasioun and instrument vnder Grod that they 
war victorious that day, be his guid counsall 
and singular manhood ; also k^ th^oked the 
earle of Rothes, the laird of Lochli^vin, with 
all vther gentlmen, saying to thame that they 
had done the queine and him an^ h^pie plea* 
lour that day, and had coilqueised tbamaelffis 
^rpetuail honoures. Quhen th^ governour

had thanked everie man according to thair(de-« 
meritis, he gait niak proclamatiounes, chairg* 
ing all men to pas with him to Jedward, and 
no man to pas home vnder the paine of dead* 
So they lap vponn hors, and soundit thair 
trampettis, and cam ryding throw the field 
quhair the dead bodies lay, and at the last they 
cam quhair the tuo campiones lay, to witt. Sir y. 
Brime Lattoun and Sir Ralph lueris, and the go- 
yernour gave command to burie thame, or els 
dely ver them to thair freindis. Thairefter he 
road that night to Jedward to his snpper, and 
spendit the provisioun that was made to the 
Inglisch captanes, and maid mirrie quhill on 
the morne. Then he caused ane herald pas to 
the mercatt croce, and maid proclamatiounes^ 
that all the landis of Scotland quhilkis king 
Harie or his captanes had conqueised, was 
then redemed by the help of God and guid 
subject is. Tbairfoir he besought all sick as 
war compelled to king Harie, to tak on the 
rid croce as his subjectis, that they would re- 
nunce the samyne, and becum trew subjectis 
to the queine's grace and to him, in the old 
maner, and all byganes to be byganes, and 
have ane fair remissioun thairfoir. 

Then sum counsalled the governour to ryd 
fordwardts to Wark and Norram, quhilk, for 
fear, was left waist be the Inglismen. Bot 
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becaus he was so few in number, and wanted 
artaillie, he returned home to Edinburgh^ and 
thairefter to Stirling, with . the queine, quho 
was rejoyced of his victorie. 

Bot soone efter this the post cam to king 
Harie, and shew him how his men war defaitt 
in Scotland be the governour thairof> and all 
his landis> quhilkis his captanes had conqueist 
in Scotland, was redemed in on hour be man* 
heid and cruell fighting, and that both his cap- 
tanes, with monie other gentlmen, war cruellie 
slaine in oppin battell, and'tha.t monie of his 
knightis and barrones war tain prisoners in 
Scotland be the governour and. the earle of 
Angus, and that thai r was nevir a Scottisman 
slaine bot tuo. Att thir n^wis king Harie 
brunt lyk fire, and was boldened with ire, so 
that a long space no man durst speak to him. 
Yitt heirefler he send for the duik of Norfolk 
and vtheris his counsallouris, and lamented the 
caice vnto thame ; saying, he nevir hard nor 
saw of sick ane misfortunat marvell, to so feiw 
a number of Scottismen to defaitt his armie^ 
The duik of Norfolk answeired, " Sir, tak yea 
comfort ; it is bot chance of battell, and God 
gives victorie as he pleassis : this tyme hath 
beine thairis, the nixt tyme wilbe cures as 
pleassis God j thairfoir your grace neids ' not 
."pans for this small number, thair is men enew 
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in Ingland, and we sail have als monie in thair 
rowmes/' Att thir wordis king Harie was 
somthing pacified, that it was trew that the 
duik of Norfolk had spokin : thairfoir he setled 
his mjnd, and held out his purpose to France 
to have his pensioun. 

In this meantyme thair past an ambassadonr 
to France, showing the king of France how 
the Inglismen war defait in Scotland, and 
qnhat danger the realme stood into, desiring 
his grace for support of men of wnrre, assuring 
him that the Inglismen war resolved with all 
diligence to be repaired of that lose quhilk 
they gott att Ankrum muire, and also this am'^ 
bassadour shew bow the earle of Lennox and 
the cardinall had fallen at variance and plen* 
yied that the earle of Lennox had not vsed the 
king of France command, and speciallie in the 
dispositioun of the money quhilk was send in 
Scotland be the king of France, with mony 
other leisingis he shew to the king of France 
on this noblman, quhilkis was givin him in 
comroissioun be the cardinall, to put the said 
earle out of the king of Francfe conceitt, and 
to caus him tyne his love and benevolence in 
tymes cuming. To this effect the king of 
France gart call his counsall, to sie quhat was 
best to be done in thir affaires ; for the king 
of France knew weill that the king of Ingland. 
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was cam m France wiU) his armies aad had no 
ivill to spair men to pas in Scotland. Yitt the 
counsall concludit that he sould send some no-^ 

r 

table man quhom to he would gire credit.to try 
the matter : and to sie quhat was the occasioun 
the earle qf Lennox banischment, and if it was 
true the plaint and narratioun quhilk the car** 
dinall had sent to him. And to this effect the 
king caused send ane wjse captane in Scot- 
land, called Monseour Lorge, and with him 
ane hundreih men of armes^ to try quhat fault 
the earle of Lennox had maid to the queine^ 
and the cardinall, quhaiirthrow he was banish'* 
ed of the realme ; with ane commissioun to the 
govemour to raise the haill bodie of Scotlandi 
and pas in England, as Monseour Jjovgii would 
devyse, to draw the Inglismen out of France. 
This captane cam in Scotland the nj^nt day 
of Julij anno forsaid, and presented himselff 
befoir the governour and the queine, shewing 
thame his desir and commissioun from the 
king of France, quhilk was to raise ane armie 
in Scotland, and pas in Ingland to draw the 
Inglishmen out of France. Off this desir the 
queine was verrie glaid and, and solisted the 
governour and lordis thairto, quho haistilie 
consented to the same, and to that effect, gart 
mak proclamatiounes through all Scotland, 
that all manner of men betuixt sixtie and six- 
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teine, both spiritnaU and temporall, both in 
burgh and land, to compeir att Hadingtoun^ 
with ane monethis victuall is, to pas with the' 
goveraoar. So the haiii bodie of the realme 
assemblit at Hadingtoun to the number of 
fourtie thousand men; Thairefter, the gover- 
nour, with the Frenchmen, togidder with the 
armie, passed fordwardis, and passed to Bar- 
ganey hauch, foment Wark, and lay thair the 
space of aught days, and eyerie day went in 
Ingland fyve or six myllis, and brunt the 
comes that was vpoun the ground, and all other 
hirschip that lay in thair gaitt : and eyerie 
night retired back to thair camp againe. Bot 
the Frenchmen and the lord Home would haye 
had the goveraour passand over the Tweid to 
Wark with thair host, and to have seidged the 
same. Bot the governor and his counsall 
would not consent heirto, becaus he wanted 
great artaillie and vther necessar thingis re- 
quisit for ane seidge, so they returned home 
again to Edinburgh, the twelff day of August 
anno forsaid. Bot Monseour Lorge, the French 
captane, past to Stirling to the queine, and 
thair remained ane certane space with hir, 
and left some of his companie in Edinburgh, 
and some in Sanct Andros, quhill the dead of 
the winter was passed over. 
Bot at this time Monseour Lorge, the French 
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captaiie, and the cardinall being both in Stir- 
ling, fell in reasoning befoir the queine anent 
the earle of Lennox, asking the cans of his 
bariischment. The cardinall alledgit, that he 
had failled to the queines grace, and to him 
in dispQsitioun of the money quhilk the king 
of France had sent to him, and gave it quhair 
lie pleised. Bot Monseour Lorge was vther- 
wayes informed be thame that knew the earle 
of Lennox pairt ; and also he favoured him 
' selfF, becaus they war companiones in the 
court of France ; thairfoir he spok the more 
sharplie in the caus, and inquyred of the car- 
dinall, quhy he keipit not his promeise to the 
earle of Liennox quhen he sent to France for 
him, desiring him to cum in Scotland apd he 
sould mak him governour of Scotland, and 
husband to the queines grace, and in this man- 
ner caused him to leive France and his honest 
living thair, and cum in Scotland for this ef- 
fect 3 and when he cam he was but mocked 
and scorned, and no promeise Jceipt vuto him 
maid be the queine nor cardinal!. Bot the 
cardinall answeired in ane furie, and said to 
Monseour Lorge, that he lied : and immediate- ^ V 
lie^Monseour Lorge took vp his hand and hatt 
the cardinall ane sicker blow befoir the queine^ 
and if thei had not beine betuixt thame the

sooner, he had slicked the jcardinall : bot he 
was hurled to the doore> and sundred at that 
tyme. Bot Monseour Lorge said in presence 
of the queine, he was bot ane fals whorsone 
preist, and had caused the king of France 
spend his money in vaine, and had put the 
earle of Lennox out of the king of France 
conceit be his fals declaratiounes. The queine 
being discontent of tliis altercatioun, desired 
the cardinal! to pas home for a quhyll, till 
shoe sould pacifie all tbingis at bis pleasour. 
Bot Monseour Lorge would nevir consent to 
cum in the toun or pallace qubair the cardi- 
nal! was ; notwithstanding, some of his men 
war Weill intertained in Sanct Androis, and 
propyned all be him with horss, halkis, and 
houndis, etc. and remained thair in Sanct An- 
drois with the cardinall meikle of the winter 
seasoun quhill the spring tyme ; and syne» 
thair Mr, Monseour Lorge, and they passed 
home againe to France. 

In this meantyme, the cardinall perceaved 
himselff not to be so weili favoured with the 
queine nor the governonr, for he saw and 
perceaved the earle of Angus throw his man* 
heid and guid governance to exceid him fiare 
in credit and favoures with the queine and 
governour. Tbairfoir, the cardinall sett his 
intent to gett the governour subject to his 
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counsall and opinione, and for that effect he 
gatt the governoures eldest sone in ketping 
in the castle of Sanet Andros, togidder with 
my lord Ruthven's sone, and snndrie vtheris 
gentlmenis sones, as pleadges that the gover- 
nour sould remaine at the cardinallis pleasour 
in all thingis concerning the affaires of the 
realme. Fardder> he desired the governour to 
pas with him to Sanct Andros to his Yuil^ 
thinkand thair to perswad him at length to his 
effect: Quhairto the governour consented, 
and cam to the cardinall to Sanct Andros to 
his Ynill, quhair he was weill receaved be him, 
and. gorgeoqslie intertained be the space of 
twentie dayes, and then he and the Cardinall 
returned both to Edinburgh. 

In this meantyme, thair was ane provinciall 
counsall holdin be the cardinal!, bischopis,and 
the rest of the clergie, at Edinburgh, the tuen* 
tie sex day of January 1546 yeires, in thp 
Black Freires, quhair they consulted vpoun all 
thingis concerning the libertie of the kirk and 
faultis to be corrected, 

_ » 

In this meantyme, thair was one given vp 
and delaitted, called Mr George Wishart, who 
was ane preacher of Christis evangell, at 
quhom the bischopis and preistis had great 
invy, concluding that they would persue him 
to death if thei might apprehend him in ony 
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place. Att the last word cam to the cardinally 
that Mr George Wishart was within six tnylles 
of the toun, in ane gentlemanis hous, called 
' Ormestoun : and to this effect, the cardinall 
past haistilie to the governour, desiring him 
-to send his servandis to Ormestoun to tak the 
saidMaister George, that he might be persued 
as ane heretick. The governour was verrie 
loath heirto, hot at last, be persoasioun of the 
cardinall, he sent his servantis to tak the said 
Mr George AVishart. Bot the laird of Ormes- 
toun would jn no wayes delyver him, think- 
and, be ane meane or other, to have gottin 
. him transported, and send him frie away from 
him. Bot the governour and cardinall adver- 
teised heirof, they lap on horse about mid- 
night, and cam to* Ormestoun, and lap about 
the hous, desiring Mr George to be delyver- 
ed. Bot they could not gett him till the earle 
of Bothwell cam, and wes cautioun vpon his 
faith and honour that he sould keip him skaith- 
less at that tyme from any man. So he was 
delyvered to the earle of Bothwell, trusting 
, that he sould saifT him from the cardinall and 
priestis malice, quhilk they buir to him for 
preaching of the gospell. Nevirtheles, this 
facile earle was flattred and intysed be the 
cardinall to delyver Mr George Wishart in 
his handis. Bot fra that tyme (prth, the 
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earle of Bothwall threave nevir weilL nor A 
none of his affaires prospered with him. 

Efter this, the governour and cardinall pas- 
sed to Sanct Androis, with this Mr George 
Wischart, and thair pat him in prisone in the 
Sea Tour, quhair he remained aught weikis, etc. 

In the moneth of March thairefter, thair was 
ane conventioun of the queine, governour, and 
cardinall, with the rest of the haill lordis hald- 
in at St Johnstoun,' the 96 day of Februar, 
anno forsaid. Thair the governour and car- 
dinall, with the earle of Ardgyll, justice-gene- 
rall of Scotland, condemned to death, and gart 
hang four honest men, for eating of ane gous 
in lentron. Lykwayes they caused droun 
ane young woman becaus shoe would not pray 
to our ladie, and other Sanctis in the ty me of hir 
birth, etc. Tiiir dooms and condemnatorie 
sentences war givin out be the earle of Ard- 
gyle sittand in judgment, in propper persone, 
be the instigatione of the cardinall and kirk- 
men. Bot fra that tyme foorth, the earle of /» 
Ardgyle to his dying day was evir diseased ^'^ ^ 
both in bodie and spirit. 

Efter this, the cardinall cam to Edinburgh 
to ane conventioun of the lordis, quhair 
he remained schort quhyll, and eschaped 
narrowlie with his lyff, for his death was de« 
yysed be sundjrie lordi& of the realme, who 
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could not be content with his proceiding and 
cniell persecutioun of the servantis of Ood» 
yift he escaped at that tyme through the great 
confluence of people that was with him, and 
speciallie the barrones of Fyfe. So the car- 
dinall cam back over the watter to his awia 
castle of Sanct Andros, and thair conveined 
all the bischopes, abbottis, pryores, deanes^ 
archdeanes, monkis, chanones, frieris, preistis, 
and all other kirkmen at Sanct And ros, to hear 
and sie Mr George Wischart accused as ane 
heretick ; and also, he sent for the governouris 
commissioun, and ane judge criminall to give 
doome on Mr George, if the clergie fand him 
guiltie. This message cam to the governour as 
I have showin; hot on of the governouris ser- 
vantis [Sir David Hamiltoun of Preston,] stood 
up and said to his maister, ^* I marvell of your 
wisdome and conscience, that on this wayes 
consentis to put hand in the servantis of God, 
and latt murther thame for preaching Chrysti* 
true evangill, considdering that yea have pro- 
fessed the samyne yourselff, and be the grace 
of God yea ar placed in the place of ane king 
of Scotland, quhilk sould move yow to cans the 
preaching of the gospell have ane frie passage 
throw all the realme, quhilk is the direct way 
to honour God, quho hath so hoaoured yow ; 
and sieingyour grace commandit and desired all 
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mea to reid and exercise the old and new Tee* 
tament, quhilk is the only dittay that is laid to 
Mr George Wischartis charge, quhat will the 
countrie say, but that yea are revolted from 
the religioun, quhilk if yea doe, traist not to 
have so guid succes in your interpryssis in 
tymes cuming, as yea have done in tymes by* 
gane, and may be an occasioun that God may 
rent the kingdom out of your handis, and give 
it to another lyk as he did to Saull, * and gave 
the kingdome to David ; bot I wold not that 
ye were Saull that suffered the innocent 
blood of Chrystis servandis to be shed/' 

The governour hearing of thir wordis, he 
was perswadit to wrytt to the cardinal!, to con- 
tinew* the accusatioun of Mr George Wisch- 
art, quhyll he and he spok togidder, and if he 
wold not, his awin blood be upon his awin head, 
for he would ^not consent that that man sould 
suffer persecutioun at that tyme. Notwith- 
standing of this wrytting, the cardinall was so 
inflamed againes Mr George Wishart, be the 
counsall of the bischopis, that he haistilie per* 
secuted him as efter foUowis ; that is to say, he 
broucbt him out of the castle to the abbey-kirk, 
to be examined and accused of sick articles as 
they had to lay to his charge. But firsts

Deane Johne Windrahame, doctour of theolo- 
gie maid the sermon that day. His text was 
out of the thretteine chapter of St Matheiv, 
quhilk was ane convenient pairt of scripture 
to perswad the servandis of God, and special- 
lie the professoures of his word, to remove all 
malice and rancour of heartis that they had to- 
wardis that innocent man, quho was to be ac- 
cused ; desiring thame to follow Chryst, in love 
and charitie towardis thair brethreine. Bot 
all this awailed not, for thair cruell hairtis could 
not be asswadged of thair great ire and malice 
towardis that innocent man, bot cruellie con- 
demned him to the death. His accussaris war 
maister Johne Lather, and Mr Andro Oli- 
phant, as eftir followis. 

When the sermon was done, this deane Johne 
Windrahame cam doun out of the pulpitt ; 
then they caused Mr George Wjshart ascend 
thairin, and heard his accusatioun laid in a- 
gaines him be hisaccusaris, as said is, who be- 
gan to him in this manner, with dispytfuU and 
blasphemous wordis, as yea sail heir heirefter 
in his accusatioun ; quhilk accusatioun con- 
teaneth the wordis efter following, quhilkis 
war pronunced befoir the cardinall, the haill 
bischopis, abbottis, pryouris, etc. as all other 
small preistis, as gray and blak freires, cha- 
nones, monkis, and all vther of the shavin sort. 
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The accusatioun of Master George Wischari, 

gentleman J qiiho suffered mar tyr dome for the 

faith in Chryst Jestis^ att Sanct AndroSj the 

first day of Marche, anno forsaidy with the Jiy^ 

articles quhairofhe was accused, as efterfoi' 

lowis at mair tenth is declared : 

With maist tender affectioun and vnfained 
heart, considder gentle reader the vncharitable 
manner of the accusatioun of Maister George 
Wischart, maid be the bloodie enemies of 
Chryst. Note also the articles quhairof he 
was accused, and by ordour disgested, and his 
meik answeiris so far as he had leive and leasour 
to speak. Finallie, possessed with ane dissem- 
bling spirit, tirranicall furie, and infernall crcr 
dulitie, of the malignant church, in opponing 
againes the saidis articles ; and be the contrair 
the most humble, patient, and pleasant an- 
sweiris of Mr George, maid to thame, sudden- 
lie without fear, not having respect to thair 
glorious minassing and bosteous threatten-^ 
ingis, hot charitable and without all stope of 
tongue answeired, not moveing his counte- 
nance, nor changeing, as iu his accusatioune 
heirefter manifcstlie sail appear, be the said 
Mr George being in captivitie in the castle 
of Sanct Andros. The deane of the said toun 
was sent for by conamandement of the cardji- 
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nail, and his wicked counsali, and thairto sum* 
monditMr George that he sould compeir befoir 
the judge, and thairto give an accomptof his se- 
ditious and heretical! doctrine. Tdquhom mais* 
ter George answered, duhat neidis hes my lord 
cardinall to summond me to answer for doc- 
trine opinlie befoir him be quhom I am bound 
in yrones, so that he may caus me compeir 
when he pleassis ; for I am readie to give an 
accompt of my doctrine to manifest yourselflBs 
quhat men yea ar. It is weill done that yea 
keip your old ceremonies and constitutiones 
maid be men. 

Vpoun the morne my lord cardinall caused 
his servandis to address thamself&s in thair most 
warlick array, with jack, spear, and splent^ 
seimeing rather for warre, nor for the true 
preaching of the word of God. When these 
warlick championes war marching in warlick 
ordour, and had convoyed the bischopes to the 
abbey church, incontinent they sent for mais- 
ter George Wischart, who was convoyed to 
the church be the captane of the castle, lyk to 
ane lamb goeing to be sacrificed, and when 
he entred in at the kirk doore, thair was ane 
poor man lying with infirmities, asking almes 
of him for Godis saik, to quhom he flang his 
purs. And when he cam befoir the cardinall, 
by and by, the subpryor of the abbey, called 
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Mr John Windrame, quhom I sliew yow be* 
foir maid the sermon, taking his text out of 
the thretteine chapter of Sanct Mathew 3 whois 
sermon was divydit in ffour principall pairtes. 
The first was ane short declaratioun of the 
evangell ; the second pairt the interpretation 
of the guid seid, and, becaus he called the 
word of God the guid seid, heirefter the evill 
seid, he declared quhat heresie was, and how 
it sould be knawin, he defined in this manner. 
Heresie is ane fals opinion, clearlie repugne- 
ing againes the word of God. The thrid pairt 
of the sermon was the cans of heresie, quhilk 
he said was the ignorance of thame that had 
the care of the souUes of the people, to quhom 
necessarilie belongeth to have the care of 
menis soulles, and true knawledge of the woid 
of God, that they may be the more able to 
overcome heretickis with the sword of the spi- 
rit: as sayes sanct PauU, ane bischope sould 
be gentle as becomes the minister and senrand 
of God to be, and not to be malicious nor 
givin to vyce, but to be poore and humble in 
spirit, barber ous to the poore, righteous, god- 
lie, temperat, and to vse thamseUfis in all 
thingis according to the rule of Godis word, 
that they may be the more able to improve 
sick thingis as heretickis layes againes thame. 
The fourth p&irt of the sermon^ how heresie 
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sould be knawin : " heresie" quoth he, ** sould 
be knawin in this manner, asgoldsmithis know- 
is the fynest gold by the imperfyte, be the 
tuichstone, that is, the true, sincere, and unde- 
fylled word of God/' At the last, he added, 
that heretickis sould be put doun in this lyff, 
the which propositioun the gospell appeared 
to repugne, quhilk he intreated of, latt thame 
not grow vnto the harvest, the harvest is the 
end of the world ; nevirtheles he affirmed that 
he sould be put doun be the civill and magis- 
trat law. And quhen he had endit his sermon, 
incontinent he caused Mr Greorge to ascend 
to the pulpitt, thair to bear his accusatiounes 
and articles, and richt foment him ane Mr 
Johne Lather stood up with ane long roil of 
maledictiounes, and forged articles of dittay, 
againes the said Mr George. Notwithstand- 
ing, the said Mr Gieorge stood patientlie heir- 
ing thir despytfuU sayingis, not moveing his 
' countenance thairat. Quhen this fed sow, Mr 
Johne Lather, had red out all his lieing threat- 
tiningis, his face being sweitting, and froathing 
at the mouth lyk ane bair, spatt at Mr George 
Wischart, saying, Quhat answeiris thow to 
this rungatt tratour theife, quhilk we have 
dewlie proved be sufficient witnes againes the? 
Mr George heiring this, fell doun on his 
knies in the pulpit, making his prayeris to 
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God, and when he had maid his prayeris, he 
rose vpe, and answeired modestlie and sweit- 
lie in manner as followis. 

Mr George^ his oratioun, " Many and hor- 
rible sayingis have yea spokin vnto me, anc 
christian man, quhilkis ar abominable to hear. 
Thairfoir, I pray your discretiounes quyetlie 
to hear to me quhat war my sayingis, and the 
manner of my doctrine. This is my petitioun, 
my lordis : I desir to be hard for thrife caussis ; 
the first is, throche the preaching of the word of 
God, his glorie is maid manifest: it is reason- 
able, thairfoir, for the advancement of the glorie 
of God, that yea hear me preaching truelie 
the puire word of God, without dissimulatioun. 
The second reasoun is, becaus your health 
springeth of the word of God. The thrid rea- 
soun is, becaus your doctrine speakis so many 
pestilentious blasphemies, not coming by the 
word of God, nor by Godis inspiratioun ; it is 
just, thairfoir, that your discretiones knaw 
quhat my wordis and doctrines, ar that I have 
taught in this realme, that I preached not vn- 
justlie to the great perrill of your souUis; 
quhairfoir, both for the glorie of God, your 
awin health, and saifguard of my lyff, I be- 
seik your discretiounes to hear me,— -I sail recit 
my doctrine without any coUour. First, Since 
the tyme I com in this realme, I taught no- 
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thing bot the ten comandenientid, the twelfT 
articles of the faith, and the prayer of the lord 
in the mother tongue. Moroyer, in Dundie» 
I taught the epistle of Paull to the Romanes, 
and I sail show your discretiones faithfullie in 
quhat forme I taught thame, if your discre- 
tiones will give me audience." Then with hie 
Toyce cryed the accuser, Maister Johne La- 
ther, ^* Thow fals heretick and tratour, it was 
not lauchfuU to the to teach ; thow hes taine 
the power at thyne awin hand, without any 
auctoritie of the kirk: we forthink that thow 
hes beine ane preachei* so long." Then all the 
whole congregatioun of the prelatis said, ^^ If 
we give him leive to preach, he is so craftie and 
exercised in the scriptures, that he will per- 
swad the people to his opinion." Maister 
George sieing thair intentis, appealled to ane 
indifTerent and eqnall judge, to whom Mr 
Johne Lather, the accuser, answeired with ane 
hideous voyce, ** Is not my lord cardinal! se- 
cond persone .of Scotland, chancellour thairof, 
archbishope of Sanct Androis, bischope of 
Merapoise in France, comendatour of Aber* 
brothok, legatus natus, etc. : and so reciting 
his stylles, is not he, quod he, ane sufficient 
judge for the ?" To quhom this humble man 
answeired; " Brother, I refuise not my lord car- 
dinall, but I desir the word of God to be my 
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judge, and the temporall estate, and some of 
your lordscbipis, my auditouris, becaus I am 
heir my lord governbuns prisoner." Quhairvp- 
oun, the prydfuU and scornefuU people that 
stood by mocked him, saying, such man, such 
judge speaking seditious and reproachful! 
wordis againes the governour and vtheris of 
the nobles, meaning thame also to be here" 
tickis. And incontinent, they wold have him 
givin sentence on Mr George, had not cer- 
tane men counsalled the cardinall to cans reid 
his articles, and hear his answeiris thairviito> 
that the people complaine hot of his wrongous 
accusation and condemnatioun, quhilkis ar« 
tides foUowis, and his answeiris thairvnta.ln 
thisrmanner. 

The first article.— Thou fals runegat tra- 
tour theife, that deceives the people, dispyssis 
the cursingis of the kirk, and contemnis my 
lord govemouris authoritie, and this we knaw 
for suith, when thow preached in Dundie, and 
was chairged be my lord governour to desist, 
thou would not obey, bot continewed in thy 
preaching, and thairfoir, the bischope of Bre- 
chine cursed the, and delyvered the in the 
devillis hands, and gave the command that 
thou sould teach no more^ bot nevir the les 
thow did continew. 

Answeir. — My lordis, I have red in the 
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actis of the apostles, that it is not lesum for 
the threatningis of men to leive off the preach- 
ing of the gospel ; thairfoir it is written, thow 
sail rather obey God nor man. I have also red 
in the prophet Malachi, I will blis your curs- 
ings, and curs your blissingis. If conscience 
had not judged me to have done eviU, I sould 
have desisted for your cursingis, or elis for 
your brotherlie warningis. Bot, because I 
vsed no vngodlie deid, I suffered patientlie 
your cursingis, beleiving firmlie, that the lord 
will turne your cursingis into hlessingis. 

2. Thou fals heretick said, that a preist say- 
ing mes at the altar, was iyk ane fox wagging 
his taill in Julii. 

Answein — My iordis I said not so, but I 
said the motioun of the bodie outwardlie with* 
out the invard motioun of the heart, is not els 
bot as the playing of an aipe, and not the true 
service of God : for God is ane secret sier of 
menis heartis. Thairfoir, quho will truelie 
honour him most with sinceritie of heart wor- 
schip him. 

3. Thow fals heretick teaches againes the 
sacramentis, saying, thair be not sewin sacra- 

mentis. 

Answeir.— My Iordis, I nevir taught of the 
number of sacramentis whidder thair be sewin 
or ellevin, bot I profes opinlie, so many as ar 
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institute be the word of God, without the 
quhilk I dare affirme nothing. 

4. Thow ials heretick hes taught opinlie^ 
that auricular confession is no sacrement, and 
that we sould confes ws to God onlie, and to 
no preist 

Answeir. — M.y lordis^ I say that auricular 
confessioun, sieing it hes no warrand of the 
scriptures, thairfoir it cannot be ane sacrament ; 
off the confessioun to be maid to God, thair 
ar many testimonies in scripture, as when Da* 
vid sayes, that I wold acknowledge my ini- 

quitie againes myself ynto the lord, and he 
forgive me my trespas. Heir confessioun 
signifieth the secreit acknowledgment of our 
sines befoir God. Quhen I exhorted the peo- 
ple in this mapner, I reproved no manner of 
confessioun ; and for that^ Sanct James sayes, 
acknowledge your selffis on to another, and so 
latt peace be amongs yow. 

Quhen he had thus answeired, the bischopes 
and preistis gnashed thair teith and girned 
Vpoun him, saying on to another, — sie yie not 
quhat craft he hes to seduce us to his opi- 
nion.- ' 

♦ 5. Tliow Heretick said opinlie, that it was 
necessar to everie ' man to knaw and vnder- 
rtand his baptisme, and that it was contrair to 

og 
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our general coussallis, and the estate of the 
hoUie church. 

Answeir.— >My lordis, I beleive thair is no 
man so mwyse that will mak merchaodioe 
with ane stranger, vnles he knew first the con* 
ditioun maid by the stranger, so I would we 
ynderstood quhat thing we premeise in the 
name of the infant vnto God in baptiame, for 
this cans, I heleive yea have confinnatiottisu. 

Then atisweired Maister Blaitter» cheplaq^ 
that he had the devill within him, and the spH 
rit of • herekie ; — »then answeired ane. youbg 
scblter b0y, it is a de.vUHsh taill to say so, fpr. 
the devlll cannot move a m^ui to speak a§ yon 
man does.. 

. 6. TboW; heretick sayes, that tlie .sacrament

' Atisweir.— Mylordii, fbrsuith I nevir taught 
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in my doctrine any thing of extreame vnctiouny 
whidder it was ane sacrament or not. 

8. Thow fals heretick said, that holiie waiter 
is not so guid as wescb, and siclyk thow con- 
temnis censuring, saying that our cursingis 
and coniumtiounes be of noawailL 

Answeir.— My lordis I nevir taught of the 
strenth of watter, and if coniuratioun and eK- 
orismes accordit with the word of God, J w0ld 
commend thame : hot in so far as they ac.not 
conformable tbairto, I reprove thame. 

9. Thow fals heretick said, that everie ley 
man is ane preist, and that the Pope bes no 
more power nor ane vther man. 

Answeir.->— My lordis, I remember that I have 
red in some places in St Jobne and St Petir, 
qiihair it is said that we be all kingis and 
preistis ; quhairfoir I affirme any man in the 
true faith of Chryst Jesus hes power gi via him 
from Grod, and not from the violence nor streath 
of man, hot be the vertew of the word of God^ 
quhilk word is called the power of God, I 
say, ane learned man, not exerceised in the 
word of God, nor yitt constant ia his faith, 
quhatsoevir estate he be of, t say he hes . no 
power to bind or lous, . sieing he wantis the 
instrument quhairby he bindia and loussis^ 
quhilk is the word of God. . . 

Efter he had said thir wordis^ aU the. bl- 
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schopis leuch at him. Then he said to thame^ 
My lordis, albeit yea mock and scorne, these 
wordis ar weightie, and not worthie of scorne» 
for they stand me to my lyff, to the glorie of 
God and honour of his name. 

In the mewe tyme many godiie men be- 
holding thair wodnes, and crueltie of the bi- 
schopis, and the invincible patience of Mr 
George, did heavilie lament. 

10. Thow fals heretick said, that a man hes 
no frie will, hot is lyk to the stoickis, which 
say^ it is npt in ane manes will to doe any 
things bet that all concupiscence and desires 
come of God^ quhatsoevir it be. 

Answeir. — ^My lordis, truellie I said not so ; 
bot r say, so many as beleive firmlie in Chryst, 
suirlie ynto thame is givin libertie conforme to 
the saying of St Johne ; if the sone makes yow 
frie, than verrilie yea sail be frie. In the con- 
trair, als many as beleive not in Chryst, they 
ar bund servantis to sine. Ha that sinneth is 
bound to sine. 

11. Thow fals heretick said, that it was als 
lawful! to eat flesch on Fryday as on Sunday. 

Answeir. — ^Pleas yourlordschipis, I have red 
in the epistle of St PauH, that who ar cleane 
all thingis ar cleane to thame 5 and be the con- 
trair, to the vncleane men thair be nothing 
cleane. A faithfull man^ cleane and holy. 
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sanctified be the word, who is creatur to liim, 
I say is no creatur vncleane. » 

Then said all the bischopes^ with thair com* 
plices, quhat neidis vs any witnes againes 
him ? Hath he not opinlie spokin blasphemie ? 

12. Thow.fals heretiok said, that we sould 
not pray to Sanctis, bot to God onlie. 

Answeir.-^-My lordis, said.he, tbaii; is tua 
thingis to be netted^ the on is certane, the 
other is vncertane : cisrtane it is that vite sould 
worschip on God, and serve him according to 
the first comandement ; bat .as for honoring of 
Sanctis, we have no true.sttire warrand* Thair- 
foir I will exhort all mea to tak IJhame to the 
suir way, and to leit^e the vnsuire 4vay, and to 
follow oiir mediatour, Chryst, quhilk ii^ the 
richt way to enter iolo heavinlie inheritance, 
and whb soevir seikis another to enter in bot 
be him, he climbis lyk ane theife.; and this 
the manner of my doctrine, quhilk your lord- 
schipis sail witnes, if yea pleas to hear me, for, 
by the warrand of the word of God, I tuik ne- 
yir on me, nor durst I be bold to teach any 
thing. 

13, Thow, heretick, hes preached plainlie 
that thair is no purgatorie, and that it is ane 
vaine thing to say that a man, efter this lyff, 
salbe punisched in purgatorie. 

Ans weir, — My lordis, I have oftinty mes said> 
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bot without the warrand of the Scriptures I 
dare affirme nothing : I have oftintymes red 
the Scriptures, and sick ane word as purgato- 
rie fand I nevir, nor na word apply ahle thair- 
to ; quhairfoir I wold have beine ashamed to 
teac^h the thing quhilk I nevir fand in the 
Scripture. Then said he to Mr Johne Law- 
ther, the accuser. If thow hes any testament 
of Scripture to prove any such place as pur- 
gatorie, show it furth befoir this auditour. Bot 
this man held him dumb as ane stirk. 

14. Thow fals heretick hes taUght opinlie 
againes the wowes of nunes, freires, monkis, 
and preistis^ saying, whosoevir was bound to 
siclyk vowis, they wowed tbamselffis to the 
estate of condemnatioun ; and tbslt it was law- 
full to preistis to tnarie wayf&s. 

Answeir.— My lordis, I have red that thair 
hath beine thrie kyndis of chast men : some ar 
geldit from thair motheris vombe, some ar 
geldit by men, and some have geldit tham-- 
selffis for the kingdome of heavines saik ; ver- 
irilie I say thir men ar blissed be the Scripture: 
bot as many as have not the gift of chastitie, 
and have not overcum the concupiscence of 
the flesh, and have avowed chastitie, y^a have 
eKp^ri^nce^ although I held my peace, to 
quhat nuinder they have avowed thshnself&i. 
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15. Thow, ranigaitt, said tbatthow will not 
obey our geBerall and provinciall consallis. 

My lordis, quhat your generall counsall 19 
I knaw not, nor I was nevir exercised in thame, 
bot gaue my laboures to tbe puire word of 
God. Reid heir your generall counsallis, or 
els give me ane buick quhairin they ar con- 
teined, that I may reid thame^ and if they be 
agreeable to the word of God, I will agrie with 
thame. 

Then the ravenous woulffis turned into 
woodnes, saying, quhairfoir neid we to speik 
any farther, and than these cruell tigeres, with 
ane hypocritt with thame, ane seducer of the 
people, called Johne Gray, standing behind 
Mr Johne Lawtheris back, haisting him to reid 
the rest of the articles, saying, — ^we may not 
libyd his answeires.no more, quod he, nor the 
Devill may abyd the signe of the croce. 

16. Thow fals tratour said, that it is vanitie 
to build coastlie kirkis, sieing that God remain* 
ed not onlie in kirkis and places maid be menis 
handis, nor that God cannot byd in so litle 
bouhdis as betuixt the preistis handis. 

Answeir. — My Iprdis, sayes he, if the hea- 
vin of heavines cannot comprehend the Lord, 
])ow much les this, hous that I have buildit, 
and Job consentis to the same sayingis, sieing 
he is higher nor the heaviUi quhat can h^ 
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build to him : be. is deiper than hell, how 
then sail yea knaw him : he is longer nor the 
earth and broader nor the sea ; so that God 
cannot be comprehendit in one place. Noti- 
withstanding of all these sayingis, I evir avow- 
ed that kirkis sould be buildit and maintained, 
that the people may assemble thairin to the 
true preiching of the word of God. 

17- Thow, heretick, contemnis fasting, and 
sayes we sould not fast. 

Answeir. — My lordis, I find that fasting 
is commendit in the Scripture, thairfoir I war 
ane sclanderer of the Gospel 1 if I contemned 
fasting ; for I have learned oft that fasting is 
guid for the health of the bodie; but God 
knawis who fast the true fast. 

18. Thow fals heretick hes preached opin* 
lie, saying that the soull of man shall sleip to 
the latter day of judgment, and sail not obteine 
lyffe iromortall quhill that day. 

Answeir. — God, full of mercie aod guidn^s, 
forgive thame that say such thingis of me. I 
wott and knawis truelie, that he who hes the 
true faith in Jesus Chryst, and beleives firmlie 
in him, that manes soull sail nevir sleip, bot 
sail evir live, quhilk lyff sa,Il nevir have ane 
end, bot sail ly ve in immortall glorie with J^- 
£us Chryst for evir. 

C^uhen th^ bischopesj^ with t^air complic^s^ 
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had accused this ionocent man in manner for- 
said, incontinent they condemned him to be 
brunt as ane heretick, not haviYig ' respect to 
his godlie answeires, nor true reasones, nor yitt 
to thair awin conscience, thinkand verriiie that 
4hey sonlddoeto God guid servite^ oonform*^ 
able to the sayingis of St Johne, they sail ex* 
comunicat vow, yea and the day sail ctim that 
hequho killeth yow sail think that he hath 
done good service to God. 

The prayer of Maister George Wishart. ** O 
immortall God, how long shalt thow suffer the 
vngodlie to exercise thair furie vpoun thy ser- 
vandis, quho doe furdder thy word in this 
world, sieing they desir the contrair to chocke 
and destroy thy true doctrine, by the quhilk 
thow hes showin thyselff to the world, which 
was ail drounded and blinded in misknawledge 
of thy hollie name. O Lord we know suirli^ 
that thy servandis must suffer afflictionn in this 
present ly ff for thy saik, quhilk lyff is but ane 
shadow, as thow hes showin to vs by thy prof- 
feittis and apostles. But Lord we beseik the 
to preserve and defend thy congregatioun, 
quhom thow hes chosin befoir the beginning 
of the world, and give them grace to reverence 
thy word." 

Then they caused the commoun people to 
remove, quhois desir was to hear that innocent 
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man speak^and the sentence pronounced, that 
sentence definitive, uQt.having respect to the 
sentence of God. Quhen all these thijoigip 
ivar dqne^the cardiaall caused the tormenleds. 
pas againe with this ianocent man, and meik 
lamb, to Ahe castle, quhill the fire was pre- 
pared. Then the said Mr George was brought 
out of the abbey kirk to the castle againe, to 
the captanes chamber in the Sea Tour, quhair 
he remained all night at his contemplationes 
Q/ad prayeris, quhill on the moroe the cardi- 
nal sent preistis and freiris to him, to mak his. 
cou^fessioun, showing to him that he behoved to 
sufier. Mr George answeired, that h^ had 
nothing to doe with priestis, hot if they wold 
send the honest and godlie man that maid the 
sermon yesterday to him» he wold oppin his 
mynd to him, and be reconcilled in any thing 
tliat his conscience moved him. This answeir 
cam againe to the bischopis, quho war content 
thairwi th, and caused the spbpriour to pas to 
him incontinent, to say his mynd. And als 
soone as the subprior past to him, and hard of 
his mynd, and knawinghim.to beane innocent 
man, and ane true servand to God, quho was 
guildes of all sick thingi^ .they laid to his 
chairge, incontinentlie begouth to weip, and 
lament his death ; and after long communing* 
he inquyred of Mr George if he would have 
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bis sacrament ? he answered, glaidiie if I might 
have it as Chryst institute. Then the sub- 
piyor past againe to the bischopis, and shew 
thame that he had spokin with Mr George at 
length, and that he had taine it ypoun his souU 
that he was innocent all that was laid to his 
chairge, and if he died that day, he sould die 
ane innocent befoir God and the world. 

The cardinal hearing of this narratioun of 
the subpryor, was highlie commoved at him, 
and answeired him saying, '^ Weill weill sir, 
we knaw yow and quhat yea ar sevin yeires 
since. It is not now to him to mak purga- 
tioun.^^ The subpryor also inquired of the 
bischopis if they would consent that Mr 
George sould have his communioun. The 
bischopis consulted vpoun this, and concludil 
that they wold give him no benefit of the kirk, 
becaus be was condemned as an heretick. 
With this answeir the subpryor past againe 
to Mr George, quhilk when he hard, he 
thanked God, patientlie beseiking God to fw* 
give thame of thair ignorance and malice to- 
wardis him. Efter this the subpryor tuik his 
leive of him, being richt sorrowful!, exhorting 
him to be of guid cpmfort, and sett his hope and 
mercie in the Lord, for he saw no appeirance 
9f 9iercie with men. Thairfoir they exhorted 
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Viheris to pray each on for another, and de- 
pairted with weitt cheikis on both the sydis. 

Be this the hour of noone drew neir, that 
the captane of the castie, and the gentlmen 
that war with him, went to the denner in the 
captanes chamber, wher maister George was, 
of quhom the captane inquyred, if he was dis- 
posed to cum and eatt with thame. Mr George 
answeired -, ^^ With ane guid will, for I am 
better content to eatt with yow this day, not 
evir I was in my tyme, becans I knaw yow to 
be guid, godlie,and honest men, and that meatt 
to be my letter meatt. Bbt I will exhort yow 
that you will sitt doun at the table and put si- 
lence in the bous ane quhyll, and give me au« 
dience, that I may mak an exhortatioun to 
bliss the meatt, qohilk we sail eatt as brotheris 
in Chryst, and thairefter I will tak my leive of 
yow." 

Be this the table was covered, and bread 
laid thairvpoun, Mr George begane his exhor- 
tatioun, quhilk declaired vnto thame Ghrystis 
latter supper, death, and passioun, quhilk con- 
tinewed the space of halfe ane hour, exhorting 
thame to leive malice and envy, and affix love 
and charitie in thair heartis, on to another, 
that they may be memberis in Chryst, and be 
thair advocatt to his father. This being done, 
Mr George tuik brekl and wyne, and eat and 
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drank himselfl^ iand gare itta the cifitane and 
the rest, blissing' it in the haihe of the Father, 
the Sone, and of the HoIy> Ghost; beaeiking 
thame to eatt atiddr^nk M^ithbihi all round ar 
bout, for they wold duink no more' .with him ; 
for he was to . tast ane. bitter ciipi within short 
space, and that onlie for the preaching of the 
evangell, and love that he biiir to God. ^ B(H; 
tak yea no scaiidle, hot pray for me, aod I for 
yow, that bur m^ttingis and joyes'raay be in 
heavin with our fiauthet, sicfrng thair is nothing 
on this earth, hot anxiety and dblloar." 

Qahen maister George had endit thir say*- 
ingis, he said the grace,: and thanked God, and 
thairefter past* to his chamber^ and thair cooti- 
newed at his contemplatiounes and. pray» 
eris, quhill the cardinal!. and .bisefaopis had 
done with thair denneris. Thairefter thair was 
tuo tormenteris send to Mr George, the one 
haviilg ane cote of buccrum, and the vther cer- 
tane pockis of ponder. And wlien they had 
put the coatt on. Mr George, and the p((»uder 
round about hini, they brottcht him forth to 
the captanes vtter chamber, quhair he remain«> 
ed kae space quhill the scadS>ld was pi^pared; 
and than the artaillie was chairged, and laid to 
the wall headis, and cnscheones and gretoie 
cloalhis brought vp to the wall heidis> to the 
cardinall and bischopis to sit vpoun ; and aQ

He answeired and Mid, '< The 
reik that raise and hang abone Donpenderlaw 
signified to him, that thair should cum ane 
counsall, and be holdin in the said law, qohilk 
should devyse meikle trouble to Scotland, and 
diould caus meikle blood to be shed, and in 
speciall should vraik and destroy Hadintoun 
for evir, and many of the inhabitantis thairof, 
and all be occasioun of that wicked man that 
stopped the peice betuixt Scotland and Ing- 
land; God forgive him that is so ignorant that 
wattis not quhat he does. 

Be this the officeris and tormentaris war 
chairged to proceid all fordward. Then the 
trumpetteris soundit, and the officeris and tor* 
mentaris brought foorth this poore innocent 
. man to the fire, qnhilk was prepaired befoir the 
castle yett, on the wast syd, foment .the wast 
blokhous, quhair the bischopis might ly on the 
wall headis and ste this sacrifice. And when 
Mr George was put on the scaffold and bound 
to it with yron chaines, he desired licence to 
mak his prayeris to the Almightie God fof 
support of his church, quhilk was in dapger 
of ravening woolffis, quhilkis war lyk to de« 
vour the same. Notwithstanding Godb pro* 
meis was ane sicker targe to all tham that be* 
leives thairin^ and at lenth, quhen he thought 
l^e^ would confound the enejnies thairof 
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Afltjabt^ 'i^hen Maifiter-Geovge had maid ane'end 
of.his.{>iiayieiis'ai!id'0'rationes to the Almightie 
God^'and had rendrit his spirit in his bandis^

Then they shew thair 
names ynto him, and then he was affrayed, 
and said to thame, '^ Will yea slay me ?" and 
the ans weired, " No." Then he opined the 
doore and lett thame in ; and als sooae as they 
entered in they stickit him. Then the cry 
raise in the tonn that the cardinall was slaine, 
and they rane to gett lediteris to ledder the 
wallis, thinkand that he had beine alive, and 
to have reskewed him. Bot they that war in 
the castle laid the cardinal! over the wallis to 
put all men out of doubt, and the people* 
And when he was lying over the wall, aqe 
called Guthrie pisched in his mouth, that the 
people might sie ane pairt of Mr Gieorge Wi- 
shartis prophecie fulfilled, quho said, that with* 
in few dayes he should ly als ignominious out 
over that wall head, as he was glorious that 
day of his martyrdome« 

Thir novellis cam to the queine and the go- 
vernourofthe cardinallis slaughter, qubo was 
verrie discontentit thairat» and highlie com- 
moved at the deid doeris, and immediatlie 
summondit thame to find souertie, and vn« 
derly the law within the space of six dayes, 
or elis gang to the .home. Bot the . six 
dayes being past, and no cautiouil fuad^ 
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they war put the home. So they keipit still 
the castle of Sanct Andros, and furnisched it 
with all necessar; and all sick as suspected 
thamseliiis guiltie of the said slauchter, past 
into the said castle for thair defence, to witt, 
the laird of Grange, Mr Hendrie Pryinros, jr\ 
the laird. of Pitmillie, the old persone George 
Leslie, Sir Johne Auchinlech, with many 
vtheris, who wer not at the slauchter, hot 
suspected thaoiselffis to be borne at evill will, 
thairfoir they lap in to the castle, and remain- 
ed thair the space of halfe ane yeir, and would 
not obey the authoritie, nor yitt hear of no ap- 
poyntment nor offerris which wes ofFerred vn- 
to thame be the authoritie. But still malig- 
nant againes the queine and governour, think- 
and thamselffis strong eneugh againes thame 
both ; and send thair messingeris to Ingland 
to seik support, bot quhat they gott I cannot 
tell. Bot this drew ueir Mertimas quhill the 
winter was at hand, and all men cryed out and 
desired the governour to punisch sick injuries 
done within the realme ; and also the queine 
perswadit the governour to put remeid heirto. 
The governour heiring that the queine and 
court war not content that he neglected the 
punischment thairof, incontinent he raised 
ane armie, and cam to FyfTe, to the castle of 
Sanct Andros, quhilk was holdin be the for- 
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mdis per80iioe$> wd brought tua gritt can* 
QOOtt wilk faini» to witt, Cniik Mow ^od tim 
Deafe Meg, and laid ane seidge to thf} cs^tlo^ 
and seidged it tha space of thrie monetkis, and 
could nevir meod th^mselffis, quhill at the la^^ 
the pefit cam ia the tpun so vehementlie, tha^l 
the goveraour behoved to raise and dissolvi^ 
the seidge and armie, and retire biaiseUr ta 
Edinburgh to ane conventiouQ. 

Bot thir men in the castle sieing the gover<* 
Hour to have passed away and raised hi9 
seidge, they became so proud, that no maQ 
night live besyd thame, for they would iscb 
out and ryd throche the countrie quh^n they 
pleased, and sumtymes raise fyre and burne^ 
and Ttberwhylles raviscb vomen, and vse thair 
bodie as they pleased. . And some godlie men 
in the castell, that thought not thair lyffe noi* 
oonversatioun honest, reproved thaou^ sharps 
lie, thairfoir, saying, if they left not aff, it 
could not he bot God would puni$ch tbame 
for the same quhep they luil^et lea^t for \U 
Notwithstanding of thir admonitioune^, th^y 
continwed still in thair former ifoeii^gi^ th? 
space of thrie quarteris of ane yeir thaireCtef.

. And thairefter> the hoBt passed fordyrardts 
to Lang^ope castle, and seidged the.:$aaie 
thrie daye$, and wan it, and broaght home the 
captanes thairof as piisoueris to 'Edinburgh. 

In this mean tyme, word cam to the govern 
nour, that the French armie^ was vpoun the 
sea neir by St Cobishead, to wit, six galley is 
and two gntt ships, as they beleived war makr 
ing for Sanct Andros, The governour yj^BS 
glad of thir tidingb, and haisted him to Sanct 
Andrqis with monie of the gentlmen of Fyf^, 
Angus^ and Stratheme with him, and.thaii: 
received the French captane, called the pryor 
of Cap, quho wa3 direc^ in. Scotiai;Ld be t^e 
, king of France to seidge the castle of St An- 
dros, and win it^. and to bring the holderis 
thairof to his presence, quhU^ was done haisti- 
lie, as yea sail heir. For they cam so sudden- 
lie ypoun the castle, that they quho war witb- 
,out might not gett in, nor they quho. war 
within might not gett out: the Frenchmen 
Jap so haistilie about the said castle and. trench- 
ed it round about, sp that they ws^'^l^aistilie 
. inclosed ; syne .maned artaillie oa the cgiledge 
< steiple, ; and also ypoun. th^ wallis of .the ^bij^ey 
kirk : and .condemned ajji the dose and .wall 
headis that war within the castle: that no man 
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that was within the castle durst move throw 
the close, nor pas to the wall headis. Then 
the French captane said to the governour, 
*^ They have beine vnexpert men of warre 
that hes seidgit the castle, that would not lay 
artaillie to all the steiple headis and high 
pairtis, quhilkis would evir have condemned 
4he castle ; and I marvell, that they qiiho ar 
within the samyne hes lattin the steiple headis 
stand, quhilk at all tymes have put thame 
tioun from shotting and defending of thamselffis, 
thairfoir, will God, your lordschip sail sie the 
morne, or six hours at night, I sail mak your 
lordschip ane easie passage throw the castle^ and 
mak thame to obey you quho are within the 
samyne/' Then the captane laid to the gritt 
batterie to witt^ the tuo gritt Scottis cannones, 
quhairof we spak befoir, and six French can- 
nones. Thir captanes devysed verrie craftilie^ 
that the cannones should pas doun the gaitt 
4hame alones with windessis to saiff men from 
4ilaughter. / But tbair happened ane Itdiane 
to be in the castle for the tyme, quho was 
«enfi to thame out of England for thair sup- 
.port;, and was their devyser : hot when the 
;cannones war earning doun the gaitt thame 
aUone, lie said to the captanes and men of 
iwarrey Defend your seUfis maisteris, for now 
ye^ deaU with men of warre, quho ar vierrie 
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fkHAill and sulHiU, for they lay to tbmr eail« 
nones bot sight <A men with thame« At thif 
myingiS) the captante and men of warrd tMlt 
great cair^ and said they shcmM k^eip tUai^ 
castle for Scotland^ England^ tod France^ iM 
tiiri^. Bot they war beguyled; for Within ^K 
honres alter the batteri^ Was laid to the castle^ 
and blaidit pairdie be the dalinones that catk 
donn the gaitt thaiiie alione, and pairtlie with 
the cannones that war ^telled tpoun the steipla 
headi? ; then the captane of tlie castte greW 
afirayed^ and went to ooudsall to sie if th^ 
flhonid give it over frielie, or defend it to the 
vltermost: bot at last they concludit^ that tUmf 
would give it over to the French captane, and 
fdt tfaamaelffis in the kittg of France will, 
as they did. Then the Freiichoien entred 
the castle aiid spoylled venrie rigordtt^^lie, 
qnhair they golt both gold^ silver^ (^loathing, 
bedding, meilt and drink^ with aii v^Apcmei^ 
artaittie, and victuallti^y and all vlher plenisdm 
ing perteaning to the said ca^e, and left nd^ 
thing behind thaoie that ibey might gett cail- 
lied away in thair gallfesf : and talk HXL the 
captane^ and keiperig of the mtd castle m 
priaonerisy and had thame away to the* kiflg 
of Fiance. Syne the governoUr and counsitH 
condodit^ that tbey would dmg donii the said 
cattle to the gnrand, that k thoiiM liofi b^

NottJielesj they caused mak 

proclamatiounes through all Scotland, lUest 

Orkney and Zetland^ etc. : to all maaer of 

men betuixt sixtie and sixtelney spirituali an4 

lempof idl> the father ats weiU w the son^ etc. a 

to compeir aft Edinburgh in their best arrays 

with ane impnethis victuallis, to {ma with the 

goyernour for defence of the reakne againesth^ 

Xnglismen^ q^ho war commg to pursue tha 

iw»e. So the whoU araiie of Scotkuid gatheis 

^ and eonipeiFed att Edinburgh the day ap« 

poyntod^ vpwn Ihe wast ^yi of Esk, abone 

MwseU)urgb^ ettd \hm g^ve thair musteria to 

fuy lord goveirnoui:, quho war acjcompted and 

manbred, tp. tbei naitob^r of fburtie thowsaMl 

figlMaing ineiiu The eaiAe 4f Apgns was kuidar 
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and chiftane to this yangaird and armie^ \ind 
had ten thousand mounted on horsback with 
him. The earle of Huntlie was in the reir- 
gaird with vther ten thousand men : and the 
governour himselff in the great staill with 
twentie thousand men : and this was thair 
ordour as I have showin yow. Notwithstand* 
ing of this, the Inglish armie had beine four 
nightis in Scotland, and was camped abone 
Preston, vnder Tranent, and in the meantyme, 
quhen they saw and perceaved the Scottismen 
so great ane armie, and so weill ordoured, 
they war greatlie effeired, and lipned for no- 
thing bot for sharp battell. Yitt 'they send 
thair ambassadouris with verrie courteous and 
humane letteris to the governour, queine, and 
counsall, desiring thame to keip thair condi* 
tioun and promeise quhilk they had maid to 
thair king Harie concerning the peace and 
marriage quhilk they maid : and if they war 
not content thairwith, that is, that the contract 
of peace and marriage should stand, yitt> that 
they should latt thair young queine' remaine 
in Scotland in thair awin realme, vnder the 
government of her awin lordis, and not to de*^ 
lyver hir to no forrane natioun in hope of 
marriage, nor yitt to contract hir with France, 
nor no vther realme quhill the space of ten 
yeires, that shoe might be of lawfull aige to 
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choose an husband to bir seliT, with adwyse and 
counsall of her lordis and nobilitie. Or at the 
leist) sieing they wanted victuallis, and:inight 
gett none in Scotland with favoures, that they 
would suffer thame to pas home frielie with-* 
out any skaith, and if they had done any 
harme in Scotland at that instant coming, it 
should be weill mendit incontinent, and the 
double restorred to any Scottismen that would 
plenyie thairvpoun. 

. Thir lettres comeingto the governour, and 
counsall, they wer resaived only be the gover- 
nour himselff, his brother the bischope of St 
Androes, the abbot of Dromfermeling, Mr 
Hendrie Rig, and Archibald Beattoun. Thir 
fyve onlie resaued the offeris and petitiones 
frome the protectour of Ingland, quhilk vn« 
happie personesi wold not let the lordes nor 
Weill advised counsall sie it. Bot they thame«> 
selflis, but forder advise,* gaue evill answerer 
thairvnto, butany respect of Ibe weilfaire of 
the realme, nor what wes to .come thairvpoun; 
Bather haveing the feir of God in thame, to be 
tbe occasioun of so mekle bloodshed, quhilk 
appearance they saw befoir thair eyne, bot 
being incensed with sick ane foolish fury, seing 
Ingland, quhose meaneing wes godlie and ho* 
nest, and sick ane armie, they conjectured 
that they wold conqueis Scotland, and tak a- 
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m^ the young qneia be force^ And garlthe 
word pas thvoche the haill hoste of Scotland^ 
fattilb to the nobilitie and comaiounes^ sa maid 
ihame all to beleive the thing whiche wes bcA 
trae^ for giise they hade considdered and 
Imowinthe sueit offepis that Ungtand maid 
that day> bailii be word and writt, thair had 
not bein so mekle bloodslied a^.wes that day 
in thaiv default, aad had saifl^ the reabne 
from the great mischieff which happened that 
day, and that thraw concealing thii* sueit for- 
said ofieris. Notwithstanding of all this, the 
Ibgiis army concluded that they wold not 
ftchtiuttieat thattyme, giue they in ony wayes 
inicht eschew the Scotia armev, and that for 
fair ai oanscience, they being Christiane bro^ 
theris ta Sbotismen, suld shed sa meikle Christ 
liane bloode, as appeared giue they joyned r 
wberefoir they eonchidit to pas home in peace, 
qobill Scotland said be better adaised to give 
ane guid answer; and in the meane tyme to 
radres all e^llis, and costis done be thame, to 
ony Scottisman in thair comeing in the cun^ 
triei Thir novelKs cam againe to the gover- 
near) that the Snglis armie had concluded ta 
pas hoivye> becam they wanted yictualtis^ and 
might not get nane in Scotland with feyourisi 
hot wer euill repulsH in ony thing they r^

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quyred for iMff owm m^ney : yil Ihey^nalther 
briat nor skw, nor hemed the GUfitcie. 

Off this adverliseniMil the governeur g^pew 
Terrk; ppoudi and his wicked coimsallouris 
puili^ him to pas fordwani upon the Ifiglis 
aptnie) aad^ wokb not sutler thame to depairt in 
peacej albeU) tbay had done ik> SeotismaR 
skaith io thaip oorrvkigv asid had promeised so 
to^ do in thaip depai rtiag*. Yet thi^ vnbappia 
privie counsall of the gowevnomsj wakl not 
thoU HO gni^wayes to be betutxt tile tuo 
realmes, hot caused incontinent the hepaMil 
to pas throche the armies of Scot)aiid> charge* 
ing aK men to pas in oi^our of batteU-; and 
this wes demo be the grea4? hyrHAs ef Seottand^ 
ifiha kfiew notiling hot as' they wer i'n^oied 
l>e the goverao«p, his brother the bischope^ 
*the^ abbote, and' Maister I^)drie Rig, qahi^lt 
pf i^C'CounsalloarbtiM the nobiHtieoPStottand 
thatday, not havtitt^ pespeefr oK God nor com^ 
rooimweill befoif thair ev<{s, boU shew thame- 
selffij^ lik€[ beastlie fooles; qcrhitkid turned t^ 
thair d^athea and destntctiOa»> and not onlie 
tothairis, bot to^the- haill' nobilitte of Scot^* 
lted» wha wep deMPored and wanqnished^ be 
thair owm mi^»g(^emance^ and not be the 
roanheid^ of faigTisnien' aa we sail shew^ hef iw 
^er. 
This being dpuQy^ UWcScHttismen sett tham* 
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selffis ia arrayed battall, conforme to the 
heraldi3 proclamatioun, to witt^ the earle of 
Angus in the vangaird with ten thousand 
men in guid ordonr ; the earle of HuntUe 
in the reirgaird with twelff thousand men of 
the north pairtis of Scotland; the gover- 
nour himselff in the staill host, and witlj^ 
him all the gentlmen of Lothiane^ Fyfe, An-^ 
gusy Stratheme, Stirlingshyre, and the whoU 
barrones of Scotland, to the number of twentie 
thousand men, and vpoun the right hand and 
wing the earle of Argyle, and all the wastland 
highland men of Scotland : and on the left hand> 
Mackl«i)d* and Makgregoris, with all the 
lUes men of Scotland, and marched fordwardis 
ane little, quliilk was verrie awfuU to the Ing- 
lisch armie to behold* so great ane. number in 
80 guid ordour, so that they wished efiectuousi- 
lie to have beine at home for fear of thair 
ly ves. So the earle of Angus, quho had the 
vangaird in guiding, was chairged to marche 
fprdward on the watter of Inneresk, quho obey- 
ed his chairge thankfullie, and passed in ar- 
rayed battell over the said watter of Inneresk» 
and stood be wast the kirk thairof, and thair 
abod, quhill the governour and the whoU hoast 
came over tlie watter of Musselburgh^ and 
Mood abone the Fisherraw in arrayed battell^

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laddie to joyne quhen thdy sav*r tyme* The 
Inglismen sieing the Scottis so oear approach 
viito thatne with so great ane number, and 
no guid wayes might be had, nor licence to 
pas home againre, they feared greattumliei 
Yitt the protectour, through counsall of the 
earle of Warwick, commandit my lord Grey 
of Ingland, quho was captane of the great 
horsmen, to pas fordward on my lord Angui^, 
and give him the chairge with his batrded 
horssis and demilancesy and si^ if he coM, 
break his host, quhairof they stood in greatest 
fear^ for thei knew the earle of Angus to be 
ane noble chiftane'of warre ; thairfoir,'he de- 
sired the lord Gray to hold him ofFfquhiil - the 
footipl^n^ war reteired and out of danger, r The 
lord Gray at the protectouris command, cam 
foixiward iiyith thrie thousand demilances to 
break the earle of^Angus. Bot when the 6arle 
of Angus perdeaved him cbmiDg^ he maid 
stoutly to rencounter him, and caused soUud 
his trumpetlfs, ^and kest douu tbair speires^ 
and joyned verrie craellie. Bot the earle of 
Angus speares war lonfger than the Inglis-^ 
menis, quhairthrow they had ane vantage of 
the Inglis men, and at the first cbocking^ 
they rushed doun both hors . and men, to the 

number of tua hundreth, and the rest retired

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and fled back to the protectour quhair he 
stood, and shew him saying ; my lord it is als 
impossible to break the Scottis vangaird as 
they stand, more nor ane staine wall. Att 
tfair sayingis, the protectour was vqrrie dis- 
contcmtit and eJfFeired, and wished at ^Grod 
to have beine inlngland saiff with his armies 
and called the borderer quho was prinoijia?}^ 
and desired him to tak his gennet in his hand 
And gange bc&yd, and convoy him saiff away: 
ike best ^gaiitt, that he might he satfied. The 
«a^le of Warrick heiting the protectour at 
this poyvstj that his jcourage was so abaitted^ 
he said to htm, *' My lord, I marvell meikle 
of your [manheid and wisdome that yea ar 
groun so f eible, that yea regaird not for your 
awtn.honour, 'nor for the king <»f inglandis ar« 
taiUie, botiwonid leive all behind you in the 
field, and flie lyk ane cowiard; I avow to God^ 
doe yea* so, I sall^ppaill you befoirlbe.couG^ 
sail of Ingland, that y«{a ar an fals tralour^ aod 
^aie'ooward, that would ^yne^so ma^y worthie

The horrowia^ sieand the highland i^en^i^ 
tbej followed hai^ie wl,thoiit any ^afu;^,;Qf 
th^ir enomies, Jhr Xbe Inglisxneja n!ax frow 
thame the .space of ane quarter of ane ni/U 
and mofte, iHeand :aiB f ast as .they 3yrar, for sick 
ane marTell was j|ieyirseine<, as too kjkngis;ajr^ 
ones •meittand fSp neir band, >and eyerie ^ne of 
^haiiie:flieand from vjbheo^is^ bot straik*oj:jnjucie 
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done be adther of thame to ane vther. Bot 
when the protectour of Ingland and the earle 
of Warvick saw the great battell of Scotland 
returneand. giveand backis, they marvelled 
meikle qahat sould be the occasioun thairof* 
Thej judged it to be ane traine to cause thame 
retume, and draw thame vpoun thame becaus 
they saw the vther battellb standing still in 
ordour. Bot fra tyme they saw the Scottis* 
men latt diair ye94K>nes fall, and'kest thair ar- 
mour from thame, they thought "^all was thair 
awin, and cryed with ane loud voyce, the 
Scotds ar fled, they ar all our awin. Then 
Aey soundit thair trumpettis, and c^un all 
fordwardis togidder upon the earle of Angus 
battel!, quho sieing thame so great ane num* 
ber cnming yponn him, he setled and returned 
doun to the earle of Huntlie*s' battell, to ba?e 
had heipe of him. Bot in this meantyme thair 
raise sick ane shout of raine, imd ane thick 
mist, that nevir ane of thame might sie ane 
▼ther, bot the earle of Huntlie's host be* 
leived quhen the earle of Angus' host cam 
back to have had reliefe of thame, that they 
had beine the Inglise armie, quhairfoir they 
kest doun thair speares,and joyned with thame 
as if it had been thair enemies, so that thair 
was monie slaine or they might knaw vtheris, 
^tc. In this meantyme the Inglise armie cam 
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Tpoiiii thame inrith so great craeltie and cour- 
age, both of horsmen and footmen, and killed 
exceeding many without any impediment, for 
the Scottismen had castin aWay thair veapones 
from thame, so that they war the sooner over* 
cum. For thair was slaine of Scottismen that 
vnhappie day, to the nnmber of ten thousand 
persones, and mony of thame lordis, barrones, 
gentlmen, and honest burgessis, with persones, 
yiccaris, frieris, preistis, monkis, ctuinnones, 
Iftdd guid yeaman men ; and many oi tliame 
war drouned and slaine in the watter of Mus* 
silbnrgh, through feircnes in flieing and thair 
awin misgovernance, rather than be the man- 
heid of Inglismen. Be this, when the feild 
was iinisched, the protectour of Ingland gart 
sound his trumpettis, and cryed kill no more, 
and then the furie failled, and the battell endit. 
They tuik many prisoneris, quhairof sum war 
had in Ingland, and sum war ransomed in 
Scotland. Bot thair was slaine that day be the 
Inglismen, the lord Fleming, the maister of 
Erskine, the maister of Grahame, the maister 
of Livingstoun, the maister of Ogilrie, the 
Bdaister of Buchane, with many other lordis 
and great barrones, quhilkis war tedious to re* 
hearse. And thair was slaine of Inglismen 
that day, twelff scoir of horsmen, qubom the 
earle of Angus slew in the vangaird^ amongest 
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qubom was the f^rd Ot^y o( Ii^gland, and bi^ 
eldest sone slarne. Thii» sorrowful! batte?! was 
dtrickiiT m the monelh of September, the aaglti 
day tbairof, in the yeir of God 1447 yeires* 

Sum sayes, and aacryved the caas of this 
rafaappie sueces to be the pryd and vnhappie 
triTftdnes of the Scottis, qnho would nafber 
keip conditioun nor contract, nor yitt bear of 
guid offerris; quhairfoir God puniscbed tbanM 
by thair e^peictatioun, and pat sick fear in 
ihair heartes, that they fied and wist t^ot quhair* 
foir; fot thair enemies war als effeired as they, 
and war flieand als fast as they, bot the Inglis^ 
men i!ed lyk men, ^ni held tbaroiselflSs togid** 
derin ordour, quhill they saw thair -tyme't 
txot the Seottis fled and brak ordour, and kest 
aTHhafr veaprtnes from thame^ quhilk matd 
thame the more easie pray to thair enemies; 
The govemour and rest of the eounsall and 
nobilitie quho escaped out of the batlel)^ went 
to Stirling to tbe queine, quho tuik ane grest 
displeasout* at the death of so mony of the no* 
bilitie, and true subjectii^: yitt shoe hoire feir 
with thame all that war of bir opinioin, think* 
&nd thairby- to gett thair oonsentes to send hir 
dochter to France, quhilk was done hatstilie aa 
yea sail hear. Bot in this meantyme the pro* 
tectour of Ingland and all his armie contmn^ 
in Scotland^ efter the battel!^ and remained il 
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liieith, and passed everie day fyve orsix mylles^ 
about the toun, seidgeand and-takand prisoneris 
as he pleased, for tbair was no roeii' to imped^. 
him, nor to say it was evill donej and thairefi-* 
ter he passed home to Ingland, with great wc- 
tone, albeit his reigne lasted bot schorl quhill;. 
for oft tymes God> will noak. ane man> a scourge- 
to punisch iniquiti^^ and tfaairefter cast it in. 
the fire, as yie sail heir efterwardisi 

In' this meantyme, aud^moneth anno^forsaid,. 
the queine and governour oonveinedane ooun- 
ssAl at Stirling,, and thair ooncludit. to send a^-: 
way the young queine to- France fbr fear o£ 
Ingiand, ^beit they neidit not. Bot/ yitt theys 
send ane ambassadour to France to; siiew the 
king thairoQ how it-stood^with thame in thatr' 
troubles^ atiddesiredisupport of* France for re« 
venge- thairofi promiseing to senduheir young 
queine quhen they thought the tyme fittings 
andiibir weather that sboe might pas through 
tb^ seas. Off this the counssJl of France was 
Weill content; bot they- war ^ow and long, ia 
coming; In this meanfyme^ the Inglismen 
tuik Hiuldingtoun, and garnisched it with men 
and ^ictuallis, and keipit the same thrie yeioect, 
and laid'all the countrie waist within ten mylles 
thairto, and< ateo they tuik Inchkeith arid 
Btarghtie^ and garnischedthame witb.men and 
▼ietuaUiSi and^ builded^ aue great strei^h. besyd 
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Burghtie, called Balgillow law, quhairby they 
cumbredthe countrie, so that wkbia six mylle^ 
round about thame thair was no land laboured 
but payed thame dewtie. 

Thequeine and governour was highlie com* 
moved of thir oppresiones done to the poore 
people of Lothiane, Angus, and suiptym^s to 
Fyfe, be the landing of thair. shipes, quhilk 
landit and lay all that yeir in Taymoutb^ be- 
tuixt Burghtie and Dundie, and caused the 
bar rones and gentlmen of Fyfe to watch night- 
lie for saiftie of thair guidis and geir, and espe- 
ciallie quhen any shipis arrived in tlie firth: 
quhill at the last it happened certane. Scottis* 
men to confidder with the Inglism^n to land 
in Fyfe and to burne the Eiast Farriei. Luch* 
eris, and that countrie, aiid promised to bring 
thame saiflie to thair shipis ag^ine. Bot of 
this pactioun the gentlmen of the coufi^ 
trie was adverteised quyetlie that the Inglis-* 
men wold land and burne the countr.ie. Bot 
lord Janies> commendatour of Sanct Andro8» 
George, earle of Rothus, Johne, lord Ia«indsay, 
Andro Wood of liargo, and diverss vther gentlr 
men, with the provei^t of Sauct Aodros« and 
the tounship thairof, being suirlie adverteised 
that the Inglismen would cum to land at; th^ 
East Ferrie, they concludit, and cs^m.in the 
*d{iwning of the day to stop t.hair landings ^4 
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darned thamselffis till the Inglismen had landit 
at Pertincraig, and than they passed betuizt 
thame and thair shipis^ quhen they had sett 
forth thair forray to burne, etc. : and slew all 
thair forrey, and the most pairt of thair staill, 
to the number of aught scoir of thair best men 
of warre and marrineris, quhom of they had 
great lose for guiding of thair shipis ; but fra 
t^at tyme forth they desired not to land in« 

In this meantyme the governour raised ane. 
armie, and passi^d to the seidge of the castle oC 
Burghtie, and lay at it ane quarter of ane yeir 
^d came no speid^ for it is said his captanes 
and gunneris deceaved him, and shott not true* 
Ue at th^ bous* Thair efter thei returned home 
but ony victorie. Quhen the Inghsmen that 
war in the. castle of Burghtie saw that the 
seidge was raised, they grew verrie insolent 
and proud, and went throw the countrie and 
brant and berried as they pleassed. To wilt, 
thpy brunt the castle of Waster Powrie and 
berried it, with snndrie vther villages, and the 
forthe was biged on Baigillow law, and vraiked 
^t}e haill countrie, quhilk was the occasioun of 
the burneing of Dundie, quhilk was brunt at

that tyme be reasoun of the Scottismen ; and 
also thie Inglismen did great skaith in Lothiaue 
and Fyfis aVthistym^i^be the holding of Had^ 
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ingtoun^ and^ furnisching thairof, and^alto vnih 
Kinghome, and the wholf ferries war opprest 
Ve the Inglistnen* that war in- Inchkeitb^ so 
that the qneine and' govemoar war affrayed 
that thej should^ conqneis fihrdd^r in* Scotiandl 
To that efibct callit thidf priyie counsall', and* 
aoiicliadit to sendaw^y hir dochter^ the young 
c|iieihe; to France^ quhilk was againes many 
dftHe nobles Willis and'consentis, quho knew 
Weill quhat skaith would follow thairvpoun^ 
thaf wes^ if our young queine was married 
vpoun the king of France, thair: would' be* 
cruell warres'betuikt ws and* l^gknd ; and al^ 
80' France would desir ws and' out realme to- 
be ane province or pertinent vnto thame, as* 
thair awin subjectis. Notwithstanding^ though^ 
ram of the nobilitie thought this, and' propon* 
ed^ the same, it would not sink in thair eares 
nor heartis> quho had sick blind love to France* 
Hiat they could not considder the weiWoPthair 
awin realme : for some fbired that they woultf 
»evir conqueis the realme out of Inglismem» 
faandrs but the support of France^ quhairfbir 
Ihey concludit to send awaythair young queine 
io France, and shipped hiti at the wast seas, in 
the moneth of Appryll 1548 yeires. Thanr 
past with hir the lord Erskine, lord James her 
brother, with sundrie vtheris gentlmen and ban- 
rones of the realme* In this meantyme the

Hei*«e<ter 

word cam ta the governour irtid' queiue, and 

the Frenchmen, that the loglish armie wsis 

coming in Scothin<J, to the number orfotti*tie 

thoDssmi men-, and the ^?arle of H«rfefd, thaSr 

guider and p^rincipall go vernier and leiileff^ 

neftt vnto thame, quha awowed befeir king 

Hafie, Iiis maister, that he souMI ryd d,h fare 

in ScotJiand as Pinkie feild, for all the fear df 

the French armie. So the goveraour and hSs 

armie-, togidder with th« Frewcbmcn, cam- ft>rd- 

ivardis to MussHburgh to meitt the TngKsh 

^mie, quho' war come fordward tO' HadSfi^ 

touQ>tothe castle of Falsyd^abone the pain 

quhair the feild was strikin ; and when* tile go- 

Tumour and the French armie persetved tfte 

Inglismen in sigfali they soundii thair fruooh 
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pettis and pat thair men in ordour, and gave 
the Frenchmen and Duchmen the vangaird^ 
quho passed stoutlie fordwardis to meitt the 
Inglismen. Bot, on the vther syd, the Inglis* 
men sieing the ordour of the Frenchmen and 
Dachmen in the vangaird^ and syne sieing 
%ne great armie of Scottismen following thame, 
they reteired haistilie in guid ordour eistward 
to Hadingtoun. The Frenchmen and the 
Dncfamen sieing this, they would not follow 
thame, because they said it was not thair vse 
to chase men vnles they fled in feild. But the 
Inglismen had victualled Hadingtoun, and 
tfaairefter cam to show thamselffis^ albeit they 
had no will to fight, bot passed to Aberladie 
heavin, and thair imbarked certane of thair 
most able gentlmen to pas to Fife, and thair 
doe sum wassaliage, and cam to the coast of 
Anstruther and Pittenweyme, bot they saw 
thame sick populous tounes, weill garnished 
ivith men^ they durst not land thair, bot cam 
wastward foment St Monence, and landit thair, 
.and thought to have past to Pittinweyme on 
foott, and thair thought^to have taine the same, 
.and garnished it with men and victualles, bot 
the countrie raise and cam to stope thame, 
.quhilkis than war standing in arrayed battell 
vpoun the mure of St Monence ; and brought 
.some artaillie out c/ thair shipjsj and shott at 
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the comtnoun people of the countrie, and ffied 
thame so that they gave back and cam no 
fardder. But then lord James, commendatour 
of Sanct Andros, the lairdis of Weymes and 
Largo, with sundrie vtheris of the countrie, 
cam and sped thame fast quhen they saw the 
fyre ryssing' in the countrie, and thair for- 
gathered with the Inglismen, and skirmished 
thame so hotlie that they constrained tham to 
tak the chase to thair shipis, and slew the 
greattest pairt of thame in the chase, so that 
verrie few of thame escaped hot war aither 
slaine or drouned, except some prisoneris that 
they took that day! Thair was slaine of In-^ 
glismen and drouned that day, six hundreth 
and twelflr persones, and ane hunder prisoneiis 
tane. This act was done in Junij, anno for* 
said. 

Att this tyme, the governour and French- 
men passed to Hadingtoun with the wholt 
armte of Scotland, hot they did no guid tbair^ 
hot lay and waisted the king of France pouder 
and buUetis, for the toun was strong and Weill 
maned, and they that persewed it war nather 
bardie nor sharp, bot lay ane long time in 
Scotland, and did no guid bot evill, for quhen 
they returned from Hadingtoun, and left the 
seidge, they cam to Edinbiirgh, and slew the 
provost tbairof, quha was captane of the castle 
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le Ijme, and also his elde^ 8aiie» with 
sondrie bailyies and burgessisv becaus thejr 
woU have put ordour to tbair nisHrule. Bat 
when the qoeiae aad govermoux saw that the 
men of warfe would not be counsalled, and 
tbair ci^>iaDes 4id no giiid 4n defence of the 
caoDtrie, hot opprest the pQore people so in 
wy toun qahair evir they^ came ; they send 
word to France, and shew the king of France 
his menes behaviour, quho incontinent sent 
ane noble man of warre in Scotland, called 
Monseour Detenus, quho, als soone as he cam 
la Scotland, caused Monseour Dosie and ihe 
cest of the Frenchmen pas to the Inch^ and 
wone the same, and thairrefter send him and 
|m xx>n^panie home to France. And thair^ 
efter, Monseour Deterius ^past to the eastle of 
Burghtie and seidgit it, and wane the same, 
«nd4ilso the forth shortlie, and caused the Ing* 
lismen to rin home out of many, partis of Fyfi€^ 
Angu3, and Liotbiane.; for they that war. in 
Hadingtoun could not be weiil furnisched for 
slaucbter of tbam quho cam to furnisch the 
same, hot when they had. furnisched it^ they 
war so chased, taine, and slaine at tbair re* 
turnio^g, quhilk was called the Twysdayes 
chase, that they war constrained thaipefter to 
bnrne the toun and* lei ?e the same. So Iiig- 
Hsmen war cleane dung out pf Scotlandl, 4^id

In ibis n^eantyinje* the lord Sempill ;in Scot* 
laud) slew. the lord Sapquhar in tbe gpvert 
nouris cbambeft and no oorPBctioun, maH 
4haiFl6ir, beoaus^ be was the bisoliopis ^gui4 
iatber^; bot the plague of God ie$ nevir tb« 
l)ittchopis hous thairefter, becaus they left the 
{Mibli^rt fault vupuni^che^) cotifonne to justice^ 
Yit tbe ^vernouf wes weill obeyed in aU 
,thiiigts> quhill at tbe last he and bis broiber^ 
Ihe bisbopet begoutbe to grow greidie^ and 
lield ju4tioe airis throche all Scotland, under 
finet93tf of justice, to till thaix bagis and boxes 
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with money ; for thair composftiones wer it- 
like to theiff and leall men with thair lawes. 
They scaffed throcbe all Scotland, oppress- 
and the leall men als Weill as the theiff, for 
thair particular commoditie : and at this tyme, 
ane old barroan of the countrie, Called the 
kurd of Retch, was tane be the bischope 
of Sanctandros in Fyffe, quhair he was for 
the tyme, and had to Edinburgh and head*^ 
it, and his head put vpoun the tolbooth, 
and his landis forfalt. And this was done be<^ 
cans he send ane missive bill in Ingland« 
Quhairat God moved the qaeines grace to be 
miscontent with the bischopis and kirk«h 
menis proceidingis. Tbinkand that hir tyme 
was hot short, thairfoir shoe prevented it, and 
passed haistilie to France, and tnik certane of 
the nobilitie with hir, and thair procured at 
the king of France hand and hir dochtefisi^ 
that shoe might have the governement of Scof^ 
land^ and be in the place of the govemou^ 
tbairof. The king and coansall of France 
consented incontinent heirto, that shoe was 
to be regent of Scotland, and took on him 1^ 
satisiie the governour for his gnidwilt and 
title tbairof, quhilk he did schortlie tbairefter. 
and maid the governoUr duik of Chattellaroy, 
with many vther giftis of gold and silver : 86 
that he was content to renonce over the office 



h 
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to the queine. To that effect, the kw^ of 
France send aae ambassadour in Scotland, 
called Monseour Doswell^ to remaine with the 
queine to give.hir counsall how schoe should 
rule the realme to the king of France, his 
pleasour, and hir dochteris proffeit ; for this 
ambassadour was ane man of singular guid 
judgment, and Weill experimented in warres, 
and great lie esteemed in France for the same, 
and when he cam in Scotland, he [rej present- 
ed the king of France awin bodie at all coun* 
sallis and conventiounes, for quhat he desired, 
with the adwyse of the queine and counsall, it 
was performed in Scotland, and admitted in 
France be the king and counsall thairof. This 
man had great credence both in France and 
Scotland, so that all thingis in Scotland was 
done be his adwyce. 

Not long after this, quhen the queine was 
come in Scotland, thair was ane parliament 
proclaimed to be haldin at Edinburgh, quhair 
the whole nobilitie of Scotland, both spiritual!* 
and temporall, compeired the day appoyntted, 
for ministration of justice, conforme to the 
common ordour of thair predicessouris. Bot 
in this meantyme, the queine gave all the 
lordis sic giftis, that she bewrayed the most 
pairt thairof to hir effect, and war content that 

xk 
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the gonernour should give over his office^ and 
shoe to be put in his pla^e, so the nc^ilitie 
consented heirto. So the parliament proceidit 
as foWowis : The governour, with his iwdW 
and herald is, raid up the gailmefoir hnvftfrom 
the abbey to the tolbooth, with sword, scep- 
ter, and cronn borne befoir him. Bot *he 
queine and Monseour Dosell cam vp the gaiftt 
cfterwards be thamselffis, and road in lykman* 
ner to the tolbooth, and remained thair ane 
quhttl till the parliametit was fenced : quhair- 
to the governour gave over his office: and 
the sword, scepter, ftnd croun delyvered to 
the queine, quha rod doun the gaitt triumph- 
antKe, and the same borne befoir her grace 
be the same lordis quho buire thanie vp the 
gaitt befoir the governour, and thought to sig- 
nifie to the people, that shoe was thair prin« 
ces and governour ; and the vmquhill gover- 
nour road doun the gaitt amongest tlie rest of 
the lordis, to beare them company. Then 
the prophecie wes fulfilled, quhilkwesepokiii 
<wnto him in the tyme of the burning of Mr 
George Wisthart, saying, ** Giue he suffered 
the servandis of God thus wayes to be hand- 
led, and put to death for Christis ewangei 
q[uhilk ye profess yourselflT, I put no doubt bot 
the croun and governament salbeTCfft from yow 
► when ye leist wein/* Efker this the queine went

To this the queine and the counsall of Scot- 
land, and the thrie estaittes consulted and con* 
cludit to the same as feible corrupted beastis, 
allured and flattered be the quiene, not know- 
ing the commounweill of the countrie, nor 
quhat inconvenientis wer to follow heireftef 
of thir conclusiones, quho granted thair de- 
sires rashlie and feiblie, and maid ane act 
contrair the common weill of Scodand, that 
the croun, scepture, and sword, should pas to 
France to croun the Dolphine thairwith, and 
to be proclamed king of Scotland, and that the 
seallb sould be brokin and new seallis maid ; 
and the armes of France joyned to Scotland, 
and that it sould be lesum to Frenchmen to 
conqueis landis in Scodand with thair money, 
and to mak saill vpoun the cdastis- and seas 
of Scotland as they pleased. 
Bot at tills act theduik was m>i pkseltA^ bot 
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his protestatioua contrair the Qame^ and 
lykwayes the earle of Glencairne, and the 
whoU barrones of Scotland, voted contrair the 
same, and said the sword, scepter, and crpun 
should not pas oat of Sjcotland^quhiU they saw 
BUCceBsion of the queinis bodie, etc. Bot the 
seallis war brokin and maid new againe, ai\d 
Monseour Doswell gatt the pallace of LinliUi* 
gow, ytith vther landis pertaining to the king : 
bol the croup vtM continewed, apd yeicji not 
ont o£ Scotland at that ty ine.

tiane mam, and in speciallxny lord Innermeath 
himselff, quho i^evir hard ine teach erronequs 
doctrine," . Then, Mr Andro Oliphant said, 
•f.Heretick, quhy has tbow left thy parochine ?" 
He ansjiiveired,. '^. Broj^her, becaus the furious 
cardinall persecuted. u(te and many moe, and 
sought* our lyvejs for the preaching of Godis 
.word, and th|at caused me to hold myself quyet 
and gang about and ask my meat for Godis 
aak, botykt my* ^eart could not s^jSet quhen 
I cafne if| ^be hops qthair cursing and swear- 
injgivas, andblaspbeE^aitioan of th^ word of 
God, bot^I wold correct .jtbe same^ and sb^w 
qubat rewaird they, would gett that blaspbem* 
ed Go^s^ nc^m^ ; and oftymes I was Tseing my 
fiielff .in itlvis mapper, /quhairfoir I was invyed 
and taine ftndbroughthQir*" The bischopissaid, 
** Will tbowburna thyiaggatt, and thy lyfe salbe 
eaifil" . Then said Walter MyJne, *vThat wUl 
I not, to gva^t mjyselff on heretick, for I am 
ane poore servaod .of Godis, q.uhyllis gaiigand 
to bed without my supper, and I desir no 
toore wealth in this world, for I hope my re- 
wftrd salbe it\ heavin, thairfoir doe with me as 
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yea think best, fori will abyd your jadgtnentis. 
Bot better it war to your lordschipis to giye me 
something to my way ff and pure bairnes, quho 
ar lyk to tyne for fault ; as for my awin pairt» 
I cair not for my lyfe." 

Then the bischopis and preistis laid thatr 
headis togidder> and gave sentence, and cou« 
demned this poore man to death ; and syne 
efter keiped him tuo dayes or thrie, becaus 
they could not gelt ane criminall judge to 
execut that office. Then the bischope sent for 
the proveist of Sanct Andros, who was Stewart 
of his regalitie for the tyme, and desired him 
to execute that man to the death, for he had 
found him guiltie. The proveist answeired 
and said, " That will I not, my lord ; I will 
have notfiing to doe to trouble the servandis of 
God, nor to give judgment on thame, nor to 
bume thame. Bot ony vther thing perteaning 
to my office I will use it, and stand guid for it, 
according to justice, and that will I doe at 
your command ; bot I will not mell with that 
innocent man, who is Godis servand, that 
preachis his word.*^ Then the bischope an- 
sweired and said, ^' Proveist, yea knaw yea ar 
my judge, and Stewart of rtiy regalitie, yea 
ought to judge all sick a3 transgressis within 
my boundis." The proveist answered and said, 
^* It is pf trueth,and if yom* Lordschip pl^asis^ 



I will tak hitn and give him ane fair assyse of 
•Cemporall men^ and perchance clejmge him of 
all dittay and poynttis that yea have pat to 
him/' The bischope ausweired and said, 
** Why not with ane guid will? I am content 
that yea vse that ordour vpbun him, and mak 
me quyte of him any way that yea lyk best, 
-for I have no will that he should die at this 
tyme/' Bot some wyse men that. war freindis 
.to the proveist, shew him that the matter was 
perrellons to:cleynge him, for the btschopis 
and clergie had condemned him alreadie, 
Ihairfoir bad him be weill adwysed quhat he 
did> and give the bischope fair wordis in the 
meantyme, bot have not adoe with that poore 
.man* for he was innocent. The proveist hear- 
ingthis, desired my lord bischop to continew 
the matter till the morne^ that he might be ad- 
.wysed hisirvpoon, and so he did. Then the 
proveist went home to his ludging, till on the 
mome, tymouslie in the morning, he depart- 
ed aff the tonn. Then he was verrie crabed 
that he was frustrat in that matter, and wist 
not qnhat to doe, and sought heir and thair 
lang or he could cum to his intent, qubyll at 
the last, thair was on in his awin court, called 
Sommervaill, ane crepinall of the devill, with- 
out aither faith or religion, not having the fear 
of God in him, tuik the pflS^e in liand, and ^att 
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in judgment, and tbdir accined ttid poet€ m^ 
crtminallie, and condemned him to liie death, 
and thailrefter he sought burreouris and towb 
to bind him ; bnt they could gett Don in all 
the toun of Salict Andros, not ane inch of a 
iow, nather to sell nor td gite, in no buith ; 
becatts the mei^chaiidis^ knawing the same, hid 
thame all for the love they baire to the ser. 
tandis of God. So it was long or they cooid 
obtaine fire, potidi^r w towis. Yitt at length 
thay gatt all thingis neidfull, and then tbei 
biggit the fire on the north ^yd of the abbsy- 
kirk, on the high land ; and thieti they brought 
this poore inn&ci^Dt man out of prisone, and 
presented him to the fire ; and first spoylled 
bim of his vpmost cloathis^ and than staffed 
*im with ponder, and pat him on the scaiffi>ld» 
and syne in scorneing manner bad him recant 
Than he answeired thame againe boldlie, with 
ane strong and mighty spirit, " I marvell of 
5^onf wisdome, yea wood' hipocrites, thai per- 
turbes the servandis of God, and he^pis ^on 
condemnation oil yourowiiihfeadis, causes and 
cruellie condemning thame to the death inno- 
centlie, hot aither the love of God or man* As 
■to m^ it makis not meikle of my death, for I 
^m fonrscoir and tuo yerres bygane, thairfodir 
be natulre I have n<A long to leive ; but if I be 
l)runt ai this tytne^ thuir sail ane hundet hhu 
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tte nor I ryse aff the vHs of tHj bdtf&s, imd 
sail scatter the prdiid pack of joW Hypderheti 
that perturbis the servandisof Oodj and qttl^ilk 
of yow 'that thiokis yow btest, sail not dife «0 
Worthie a dead, as I die noW. I traldt to God 
that I sail be the la^ in Scoiknd that sail m^ 
fer for this cause;" Witb thai he estteorted 
the (jebplfe to fifay (of hlniii dtid he for ihtoDS^, 
and so recofliDfiendit his spirft iil th^ haiviiis 6f 
God, and this > ^rifiee for hii sake : 'Ani 
&jrne they .polled %hk tow, and UtI hiib fiiU IH 
the fyre, and brnnl him. Thii^ crndl a(;t) 
quhilk was done for the. triie feligion]^ id 
Chrysft, was done at Sanct Andhis^ thy ta^p 
£fue day of App^ryll^ amiaft^s&id. 
. Eftler this PattU Meffatl<^ cam in Sidetfaiidv 
and preached at Dnndi^; a^d iti stiildri^ giihtl^ 
menis plades in Ahgiib^, aiid also Pyfl^, td Witi^ 
in Co!uper^Lund5r^ atid dt t^^Wfryd^ and ininiiK. 
drie vther places, dtid bitiistk^t the s^t*rdin«ff«ii^ 
of th^ communion in Liinclid ladd iil CbUjlef ^ 
-Wyki and caused ihe imaged thalref 19 hk 
uastin d^utij and abolished ih« Vd^i^ Mi^^ 
sb fitr As he passed or pbeachsl for thf tynte, 
for the qnhilk ca^issis be and tbey that rect^pt 
him, and especiallii6 the ttifeti of Uundifei waf 
Sttthmondit beibr the queine aiid febunsall »f 
EdiflbUi-ghi \U t#entife da^^ of Juliji finho fort 
-ilaid. Bdt ft« w&^ dd »9(!»^ m tiediporaH 
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ment be quhois solistatioun he was conti* 
pewed quhili they saw fardder in the matter ; 
* This' same yeir thai r occured great wanres 
on the borderes, betuixt Scotland and Ingland^ 
and meikle slaughter maid on both sydis, and 
was called the Quarter Roadis, qnhair thair 
was ane road maid in Ingland, quhair thair 
was tain the maister of Marshall^ the lord Gray» 
the maister of Grahame, with sundrie vther 
gentlmeu and barrones, and mony slaine of 
Scotland, and far moe :of Ingland. In this 
same yeir ane taxatioun was imposit vpoun the 
kirk, men and borrqwis, of twentie four thou* 
sand pundis^ to witt, si^teine thousand pundis 
to the kirk men, and aught thousand pundis to 
jdie borrowis. In the same yeir, the aught day 
of November, Marie, queine of Ingland, eldest 
dqchter to king Harie the Aught, then vther* 
wayes called ane vther Jesabel, ane quho perse- 
cuted the servandis of Qod, depairted out of 
Ibi^ lyfe, and Elizi^beth, second docbter to the 
king of. Ingland, was proclamed q;ueine of Ing- 
l^d, France,, and Irland, etc. In the same 
yeir the lord Iveres' brother desired to fight 
.•v^itU William Kirkcadie, laird of Grange, ane 
•^ingplpr cambatt vpoun horsback with speares, 
(and the said Williame was verrie weill content 
thairof, s^nd to meitt him in ony place be pleis- 
ed, The day and place appoyntted wa9 sett 
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^gUt » * # » * quhair they mett, w^iU adcOm*' 
panied on both sydis, to witt, the lord Iv^rii^ 
brother was accompanied with the goveraotir* 
of Bervick, with all the souldiouris aiid gari- 
soun thairof, with diverss vtheris gentlmen of 
Ingland. On the other syd, Williame Kirk- 
cadie was accompanied with Monseor Dos«« 
well, the king of France' leiftennent, with aft 
the souldiouris and garrisone of M&ymoilthy 
with vther gentlmen of Scotland. Qahen thef 
tuo armies war conveined on both sydis, and 
they decerned, vnder the paine of treasoun,^ 
that no man should cum near the championea 
be the space of ane flight shott, hot everie ane 
of thame sould have a man to bear his spear^ 
and thair sould be tuo trumpetteris, and tuo 
lordis to be judges to sie the matter finiscbed. 
And when all thingis war put to ordour, and 
the championes horssed, ahd thair speares iti ^ 
thair handis, then the trumpetteris soundit, and 
the beraldis cryed, and the judges leitt thame 
goe,' and they ran togidder verrie furiousiie oti 
both sydis, bot the laird of Grange rane his ad^ 
versar, the Inglisman, throw the shoulder blaid^ 
and aff his hors, and was woundit deadlSe, and h^ 
in perrill of his lyfT.' Bot quhidder he died of 
leiyed I cannot tell, bot the laird of* Ofang^ 
wan the victorie that day. '^ -

rigour that tbey had towardis liie >]^igtouQ, 
and t4ie p^ere profes80«iris and pF$ach^^i« lliair* 
of^ and that they nE^igbt be content to serw 
God according to his commaD^ementis, and 
that they ^^onfld be contentit (o have 1^ qqn 
Hioun prayeris in ail parish Jkirkis for a qubiJi, 
qubiU they saw fariMer. Bot to this 4he \A^ 
schopis wo«ild give no gaid answeir, 4;hey w^r 
so glorioas and so proud, tj^in^kand they had 
both the qiieine a^nd th^ king of France ypoud 
thair pairt, so that they cored not ChrystiB 
^vangell, but presumptuoudie kest thanie Ip 
l^alir awin libertie and the Pope's ^tindild^^nes. 
Btit 'it became of tbame as it didof Lnoifer; 
^tfheir he «att 4itghest in the heav^nes ihe ^^ 
fendit againest the majestie of God, he ign^ 
mddeniie dejected and castin<d(mnfto hell;>attl 
90^4^cam of thir presumptuous and <hipocrili'- 
oatn bis<^<^6, quho would not grant >no liboFr 
Ifie 1e th^ servandis of God to ^^erve ther mai^* 
ter. fiot in <0hort quhill thaivefter Oliair ^duinft 
lK)t ane mese ;b.e said in Soodand, in pcibliok 
|>lace, nor no biechopes, frieris, preistis, cfaaii- 
nones, dorst wi0ir^nuiikitban>nettis, nather ddnft 
lA^eyput M suTflUoe^ noricoiittis/aor4ttriliuit 
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prissuin to gange to ane pulpitt vtries he re« 

caatit the Pope's religioun and becam ane 

trew protestant. But we will leive thame and 

returne to our hislorie. 

The queine sieiug the vproar of religion and 

the evangell preached abroad^ and the lordisb 

supper ministrat according to Chrystis institu^. 

tioun, hir majbstie and the bischopis consulted 

togiddar,and concluditto snmmondPauII Me& 

fan, Johne Willow, William Heart, and Johne 

Douglas^ againe to compeir att Edinburgh, 

ypoun ane certane day, to be accused as se« 

duceris of the people. Bot be moyane of the 

laird of Dun they escapit, and war not sum* 

mondit at that tyme. Notwithstanding, the 

queine and clergie war comrooved highlie be 

the protestaintis, that they brak thair promei^ 

to thame, and keipit nevir a word that they 

spak, bot patt the preacheris of Godis word 

rigorouslie to the home, and chairged sundrie 

barrones and gentlmen that fortified thame to 

waird. Bot they disobeyed, and tuik it plan« 

lie vpoun thame, and monie of the gentlmen 

^f Fyfe conveined at St Johnestoun, and some 

of Stratherne, and some of Angus: to witt» 

of Yyffe, the Maister of Lindsay, the lairdis of 

Lundie, elder and younger : the lairdis of Ab- 

bottishall, Newhall, with many yther genti* 

men and comones^ quho past haistiiie and des* 

s 
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jieratlie to Sanct Johnestoun, rather to jeo- 
pard thair lyves in defence of the evangill/ 
nor to sie thair brether put to paines, and the 
trve evangell abolished. Thairto, they coii- 
yeined at Sanct Johnstoun 1559 yeires, in the 
moneth of Appryll, and thair preached the 
evangell of Chryst oppinlie be Johne Knox, | \ 
and syne when they had dyned efter noone, * 
passed to the kirk againe to the sermon, and 
efter the sermon was done, gave command to 
cast doun the idollis of the kirk, that is to say 
the altares, images, and all vther vaine idollis^ 
quhilkis was done haistilie, and thairefter, that 
same tiight, passed to the bridge of Sanct 
Jqhnstoun, and thair held ane counsall, and 
called vpouii the servant of God, John Kngx^ 
iand caused him mak his prayeris to the al- 
mightie God that he might give thame ane 
trneand godlie counsall, conforme to the glorie 
of God and his will, to sett out and defend his 
true kirk and the glorie thereof : and syne it ^ 
was concludit aaiongest thame, that they should 
pas immediatlie to the charter hous of Sanct 
Johnstoun; bot the pryor thairof knew of 
thair comeing, and that they war purposed to 
the same, he brought certane of his Highland 
men out of his landis of Atholl, to defend his . 
place if it war persewed. Thir men sieieng 
i . l1 
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great appetrance thairof, and that they war 
lyk to be put in ane straitt in defence of the 
place, and cam to the pryour, and desired of 
him, thair wayflSs, and thair eldest sones, to be 
put in thair tftfcis induring thair lyftymes, and 
if he wold doe that, they would defend his 
place, and fight and die in defence thairof, 
bot the pryour gave thame nothing bot ane 
repulsat answeir. Then they desired the pry- 
or to fill the wyne and give thame thair fillis 
of the best drink to incourage thame, bot he 
would not grant nothing to thame bot salt sal- 
mond and thin^ drink, quhilk caused thame 
to tyne courage quhen they had most to doe. 
Then the Congregatioun send ane ambassadour 
to the pryour, desiring him to leive idolatrie, 
and to leive according to the written will of 
God. And the ambassadour ths^t went to him 
was the laird of Moncrieflf, quho was verrie 
neir of kin to the pryour, beleivand that he 
should drese him at thair desires and plea- 
souris. Nevirtheless, he gatt nothing bot ane 
proud vnhonest and vngodlie answeir, saying, 
he would not apply to thair will and plea- 
sour at that tyme, quhill he war fardder ad- 
wysed. So the laird of Moncreiff returned 
agiainetothe Congregatioun, and de;sired thame 
to doe iVith the pryour as they pleased^ for 
he could gett no ordour of him. So the Con- 
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gregatioun past in all haist to the Charterhous, 
and took the pryour, and spoylled the place, 
and gave the spoyll to the toun. Vpoun the 
morae thairefter, they kest doun the hous evin 
to the ground. Thairefter, past to the Gray- 
freiris, and the Black freires, and to the freiris 
of Tullilum, and kest thame all doun. 

In this meantyme, the queine was in Stir- 
ling, and heiring of thir neveis, was verr^e 
angrie thai r with, and a wowed to God, that 
shoe should punisch that dead; and to that ef- 
fect, shoe sent to the duik and desired to speak 
with, him to have his counsall, quho cam 
haistilie to hir with all his forces to sie quhat 
was hir will. Then the queine said to him, 
" I marvell of yow, my lord, yea being second 
persone of Scotland, and none betuixt yow 
and the auctoritie bot my dochter, quho hes 
no successioun as yett, and I bot ane voman^ 
quho knaws not the nature nor facilitie of men 
in Scotland, and I beleive they stand no aw of 
me, becaus I am bot ane voman, and thairfoir 
I marvell of yow, that will not help to correct 
thame that so abussis the commoun weill and 
policie of the countrie in casting doun of the 
saidis abbeyis and religious places, and abo- 
lisching the libertie of the holy kirk. I think 
it is your dewtie and your brotheris to defend 
the kirk als fare as yea may, that I had no- 
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thing to do thairwitb/' Be thir fair and sab^ * 
till wordis, shoe brought the dmk to htr pUF- 
pose, so that he whh his whoU forces, kin, and 
friendis cam fordwardis ta Sanct Johnstoun : 
bot the first night they cam no fardder nor 
Arthirardour with the hoast, and thair re^ 
. mained the space of sewin or aught dayes, 
quhill artaillie cam out of Edinburgh and 
Stirling. . In this meantyme, word cam to 
St Johnstoun that the queine was coming 
thair to destroy the same and the citizenes 
thairof, quhilk was verrie displeasant to the 
Congregatioun : and raised all that they might 
be in Fyfe, Angns, Stratherne, and Mernes, 
and some in Lothiane, and send ane post in- 
continent to thair freind and brother, the earle 
i . of Glencairne, desiring thame to cum in all 
haist to defend Godis cans, declairing to him 
quhat caice they stood in. And he lyk ane 
true Chiistiane, inflamed with love and cha- 
ritie to his brethreine, raised all that he might 
be, and cam fordwardis to the number of aught 
hundreth men, and'spaired no travell quhill he 
was within tuo mylles to Sanct Johnstoun, and 
the queines men and the Frenchmen being in 
Arthirardour for the tyme, and taking vp 
thair armie and coming to Sanct Johnstoun^ 
word cam to thame that the earle of Glen- 
cairne was come to Sanct Johnstoun with ane 
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gfeat host both on hors and fute, to*the num- 
ber of tuo thousand men, viz. ^ane thousand 
horsmen, and ane thousand footmen, to assist 
the Congregatioun. The queine and the duik 
heiring thir wordis, war not content heirwith, 
and also effeired, knawing that the earle of 
Glencairne wold defend the Congregatioun, A 
and so meikle the rather, becaus the duik and f 
all his war in the contrair : and also thair cam 
word to the queine that they war thrie thou- 
sand men weill arrayed in thrie battellis, stand- 
ing vpoun the Inch of St Johnstoun, and had 
twentie shott of guid artaillie with them : and 
was coming all fordwardisto meitt hir, having 
avowed to fight thair to death in Godis cans 
rather than to be punisched be Frenchmen^ 
quho was strangeris to thame ; and in signe 
and tokin, the most pairt of thame pat six 
quarteris of ^ne tow about his neck, that if he 
fled, 'he should be hanged thairwith ; and if 
thei overcame thair enemies, the Frenchmen, 
they should hang thame thairwith. And fard- 
•der, they left the earle of Glencairne with tuo /v. 
thousand men to keip the toun of St John- 
stoun, to be ane releife to thame if neid 
war. Quhen the queine, governour, and 
counsall, hard thir newis, they war not con- 
tent thairof, knawing that they had not men 
anew to doe at that time, nor to give thame 
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battell: thairfor, they consulted to send tuo 
ambassadouris to the toun to the Congrc- 
gatioun, to witt, the earle of Bothwell, and 
the queines brother, lord James, qiiho desired 
to tak vp the matter to freindis, and the queine 
chosed the earle of Argyle and lord James. 
The Congregatioun was weill content thair* 
with, and chosed for thair pairt the earle of 
Glencairne and the laird of Dun. So thir four 
tuik yp the matter, and contracted, that the 
Congregatioun should leive the toun of St 
Johnstoun, wode frie, readie to ressaive the 
queine thairin, and als many Scottismen as 
shoe pleassed, provyding alwayes that no 
Frenchman entred in the toun with hir grace, 
nor [cam] neir hand the same be tbrie mylles, 
and that the queine should not. molest nor 
trouble any inhabiter within the toun, bot re* 
poise bir thair tuo or thrie dayes, and than 
leive the toun as shoe fand it. And to this 
effect everie man of the Congregatioun left the 
toun and past home to thair awin dwellingis; 
and the queine cam to St Johnstoun, and was 
thankfuUie receaved, and weill intertained be 
the head men of the toun, and so was my lord 
duik. Bot fra the queine had remained thrie 
or (four dayes, shoe brak hir promeis to the 
Congregatioun I ffor shoe caused the French- 
men com to the toun^ quho perturbed and 
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spoylled the same, and than shoe called the 
magistrates of the todn to vnderly the law for 
sick thingis as shpe had to lay to thair chairge, 
and thair dischairged my lord Ruthven of his 
proveistship, and maid the laird of Kinfawnes 
proveist and captane of the toun, and gave 
him chairge of certane bandis of men of warre, 
to keip the toun at hir pleasour, and banished 
all that war of the Congregatioun, and special* 
lie Patrick Murray, with his brether, and batl« 
lies of the toun. Thairefter shoe past to 
Stirling with hir men of warre and artaillie, 
and syne returned to Falkland thairefter, and 
thought to have come to Couper of Fyfe and 
Sanct Andros to have distroyed thame. But 
in this meantyme the earle of Argyle and lord 
James, sieing that the queine had not keipit 
hir promeise to the Congregatioun, they cam 
both to Sanct Andros, and adjoyned tham- 
selffis to the Congregatioun, and thairefter caus- 
ed mak proclamatiounes throw all Fyfe, An- 
gus, Stratherne, Mernes, and Buchane, and 
all that would cum to thair support, that war 
faithfull brethreine, showand to thame that the 
queine was purposed and in readines to cum 
out of Falkland to Couper and Sanct Andros 
to distroy thame, and the protestantis thairof. 
Be this meines the Congregatioun gathered 
fast, and cam to Craill and kest doun the ima- 
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ges and altares thairof,'and brunt the ruid, elc. 
and on the morns thairefter cam to Sanct An% 
dros^ and reformed the kirkis, and kest doun 
the altares and images, and all vther kynd of 
idolatrie, the bischope being in the toun in his 
castle : ly^ey caused Johne Knox preach opin* 
lie. The bischope sieing this, stall out of the 
toun, and escaped verrie narrowlie with his 
lyfF, and past to Falkland to the queine, and 
«hew hir the manner how the earle of Argyle ' 
and lord James railed the Congregatioun, and 
how they had distroyed all the kirkis of Sanct 
Andros, Craill, and the coast syd. The queine 
was highlie commoved at this, and shew the 
duik the manner thairof :. and so they maid 
proclamatiounes throw all the countries chairgt- 
ing all manner of men to follow the queine to 
Couper and Sanct Andros, and commandit hir 
men of warre to be in reddines to pas with hir 
Tpoun the morne to go fordward, etc. Bot 
the Congregatioun, heiring of this, prevented 
the tyme, and marched out of Sanct Andros to 
Couper, to the number of thrie thousand men, 
and the men of Dundie, Fyfe, and Mernis, 
mett thame, to the number of ane thousand 
men, and remained that night in CoupQr qubill 
on the morne that thair trumpettis blew, and 
they passed fordwardis out of thcf toun to the 
inure to roeitt the queine, beleivapd that shoe 
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^heuld have come that gaitt. Bot the queine^ 

remained still inlFalkland^ and so my lord duik; 

and Monseour Doswell, with hir armie,to the: 

dumber of thrie thousand men, with tuo thou*- ^ n % 

sand Frenchmen led by Monseour Doswell,. /^^^<K 

and ane thousand led be my lord duik, and al- . .^ H-xUjCf^ 

so the Frenchmen had six shott of artaillie 

with him, quho cam peartlie fordward to Tar-. )P''^ ' ^^^ 

bat mylne, quhair they stood in hover, and ^ ^•^•Jm-^ /• <r 

tuik consul tatioun quhat was best to be done. ^^^ j 

In this mean tyine Patrick Learmonth, quho ^"^ 

was proveist of Falkland, and the laird of 

Dairsie, cam with ane guidlie companie of 

fyve huiidreth horsmen to the Congregatioun, 

quhois coming gave thame glaid comfort: 

so that they marched fordward and pat thair 

pien in arrayed battell, and stood still fornent 

thair enemies. The Frenchmen sieing sick 

number arrayed in fyve great battellis, quhair-^ 

of tuo was horsmen and the rest footmen, thair*- 

foir they send the post haistilie to Falkland to; 

the queine, to sie quhat shoe would command 

thame to doe, showand the Congregatioun wa» 

sick ane jiumber they might scarcelie deall 

with thame. The queine heiring this, sent 

away my lord Marschall and my lord Lindsay 

incontinent to treat guid wayes. Bot the earle. 

Marshell, or he cam mid gaitt, tyred and grew, 

^ik^ that he might doe no guid at that tyme« 
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Qahidder he was flied or seik I cannot tdU 
bot he cam no fanider nor the bridge of Siieillis^ 
bot passed home againe. Bot the lord Lind* 
say and the laird of Waachtoun cam fordward 
to the Congregatioun, and thair hors might 
not heir thame, quho was then standing in 
Couper mure in arrayed battell, and had cho* 
sine fyve hundreth of thair best horsmen to 
prik and hold in the French vncome over the 
watter of Eden. Bot the lord Lindsay and the 
laird of Wauchtoun fell in reasoneing with 
thame, and requyred of thame gentlie qohat 
was thair myndis, or quhat thought they to 
doe ; or would they wair thamselffis quho war 
worthie gentlmen, ypoun men of warre and 
souldiouris of France, meaning be the earle of 
Argyle, lord James, the maister of Lindsay, 
and vtheris, etc. Then the lordis of the Con- 
gregatioun said, '^ Quhat sail we doe, sieing 
they will not lat ws allane, bot wreakand our 
brethretne, and dtstroyand our tounes, and 
such as professis the true religioan; thairfoir 
we ar aither determined we will fight with 
thame, or els latt thame depairt the^itt they 
cam, and perturb ws no more.'* 

With this answeir passed the lord Lindsay 
and the laird of Wauchtoun to the vther syd 
of the watter, quhair the qaeines armie was in 
Arrayed battell, readie to come fordward. So 
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the lord Lindsay past to' the dutk quhair he 
stood, saying to him, ** I marvell of yow, my 
lord, that is so furious and will not be coun- 
sailed, that yea ar bound to distroy yourselff 
and all your kin and freindis ; yea and your 
awin blood, quljo will defend yow if neid beis, 
and that for pleasour of your enemies; consid- 
der yea not that yea ar young laird of Scot^ 
land, and yonder is your kin and freindis, 
quho will assist yow as said is. duhairfoir I 
desir yow that yea would not, for the intys- 
ment of a woman, and the flattring of the bi« 
schopis, cum againes your awin kin and coun* 
trie men, and in speciall againes the earle of 
Argyle, quho is your sister sone, without con- 
sidderatioun that thair cans and |quarrell is in 
defence of the preaching ofChristis evangill, 
and that yea would not, with ane certane of 
strangeris, put hand in your awin native blood 
and countrie men, quhilk, when yea have 
done^ the Frenchmen will preas to overthrow 
yourselff amongest the rest; thairfoir sieingthe 
matter standis so hard with yow, i give yow 
counsall rather to obey God nor man, and I 
doubt not hot yea sail be in favouris both with 
God, kirk, and the Congregatioun.'' ^ 

The duik heiring thir wordis of my lord Lind-« 
say, was weill content to vse his counsall,^ 
quhairpf the lord Lindsay was verrte glaid that 
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, he had brought the duiktothat pas, aiid pray- 
ed him to stand still in that place, quhill he 
should cum and adverteise him againe. Syne 
iny lord Lindsay past to Monseour Dosweli, 
the French ambassadour, and said to him that 
the queine had sent him and the laird of 
Wauchtoun to treat guidwayes betaixt the tuo 
armies, thairfoir marvelled of him that he was 
so haistie to march fordward in battell, quhill 
he had gottin the queines answeir ^ thairfoir 
charged him in the queines name, thathe should 
marche no fardder till he had done his com- 
missioun betuixt the tuo armies, according to 
the queines command. Off this counsall Mon* 
seour Doswell was content, and caused his men 
to stand still, and march no fardder, till he and 
my lord Lindsay had spokin togidder. Then 
my lord Lindsay callit togidder the French 
captanes,* that was, Monseour Doswell, de la 
Chappell, and Monseour Carolus, syne said to 
thame, *' I marvell of yowthat ar com heir at the 
king of France command,to defend the realme 
of Scotland againes thair enemies of England, 
and to give the queine our regent guid coun- 
sall in all hir affaires, for the weill and proffeitt 
of hiyr sone, quho should be king of Sco^ 
land, and our young queine his dochter-inJaw 
^thairof, and now in plaine battell yea ar come 
againes pairt of the npbilitie of this realme. 



atid hes stirred vp certane of thame agaiiies^ 
vtheris as appeares to ws, and will caus the ow 
halfeto wreak the other, quhairby that they> 
and thair realme may be ane easie pray to 
yow or ony other realme. I beleive this be 
not the king of France command and will, that- 
yea wair his men and money to destroy the- 
nobilitie of Scotland, to witt, my lord Argyle, 
and the queines brother, with money vtherno-^ 
blemen that is this day on yon ground, quho 
is willing toserve and pleasour the king of. 
France, quhen he hes adoe. For this caus I 
give yow my counsall in the name of God, 
that yea pas no farther with your armie this, 
day to persue yon men. For they ar de- 
terminat to doe quhat they may in defence of 
the protestantis, or yea gett entres in yon 
toun to destroy it with yourftien of warre,con* 
sidderring that the queine is not heir in prop- 
per persone, and albeit shoe war, they wdd. 
not tholl hir ta enter in yon toun, except hir 
men of warre war seperat from hir, and that 
shoe cam with sick ane train and court as shoe 
was vont to doe, thairfoir I counsall yow. that 
yea mell not with yon men quhom yea sie be- 
foir yow, for pleasour of any men, nor tyne 
not the heartis of SjCotland, becaus yea ar but 
strangeris, and. procure not the nobilitie of 
Scotland to be the king of France enemies^, 
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qnho now ar his freiadis» qiihilk if yea doe, I 
trust yea sail have no thank of him nor his 
counsall ; and if yea pas fordward, yea knavtr, 
baveing the van^aird, and being foraiosti and 
yok with the Congregatioun, my lord duik 
who is heir behind yow in your staill host, 
will not fail to cum on your backis as the Con- 
gregatioun will doe befoir your face. It is an 
old saying in Scotland^ ^' I may weill sie my 
friend neid, hot I will not sie him bleid :*' thair- 
foir think yea that my lord duik will sie his sister 
sone, the earle of Argyle, to be mnrthered by 
yow, quho ar strangeris, befoir his eyne. And 
besydes this, the Congregatioun ar far stronger 
than yea ar, as yea sie, and ar fyve for one; 
and knowis the countrie and the strengthis 
thairof, better than yea that ar strangeris ; thair- 
for, if yea perrill land lose yourselffis in that 
matter, the king of France will not be content. 
And fardder, as I knaw be thair myndis, if 
yea and the Congregatioun yok, quhosoevir es* 
cap yea will not escap Monseour Doswell, for 
they give yow the whoU wytt that they ar per- 
sewed and quarrelled be the qveine, and that 
for pleasoures of the bischopis: thairfoir be 
weill adwysed quhat yea doe in tyme, and 
tyne not the heartis of Scotland, and guid 
name that yea have win thairin, and think not 
that it wilbe ane troup of Frenchmen of warre 
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that will conqueis Scotland. Thairfoir vse my 
counsall/' 

Monseour Doswell heiring my lord Lindsay 
in this manner, was some pairt astonisched, 
and conceaved in his mynd that it was true 
that ray lord Li^idsay had spokin vnto him. 
Yitt notwithstanding he moved vp to the hill 
head of Tarbatt with certane of his captanes, to 
spy and sie if the Congregatioun was sick ane 
number as my lord Lindsay said they wer, 
quben he luikit about him> and fand it to be 
as my lord Lindsay had spokin be his appeir- 
ance : for the Congregatioun had dressed tham* 
selfiis so, that they ^ppeired many uioe nor 
they war. Then Monseour Doswell luikit a- 
bout him to the duikis hoast, quho war on his 
syd, and had setled a litle aback, and pairt of 
thame gone over the watter to the Congrega- 
tioun. Then he eonsiddered and tuik suspi« 
tioun of the wordis that my lord Lindsay had 
spokin, and considderred thame to be of trueth, 
that Scottismen would not sie thair awin de- 
faitt. Thairfoir Monseour Doswell called vp- 
oun my lord Lindsay, and referred the whcJl 
matter to him and my lord duik, quhatevir they 
would command him ; and for his mair suirtie 
gatt his hand writt, and my lord duikis both, 
syne passed over the watter to the Congrega- 
tioun, to the earle of Argyle and the lord 
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James, quho gave thair myndis in writt to my* 
lord duik, and the headis and poyntis of ane 
contract, to be subscryvit be btm and Mon- 
seor Doswell. The effect thairof, that the 
Frenchmen, with their artaillie should reteir 
back to Falkland againe^ and remaine all that 
hight, and on the morne als soone as they 
might sie day, they should mak out of Fyfe to 
the Ferries, and pas into Lothiane, and come 
no more within the boundis of Fyfe, and that 
the queines grace should grant thame frie li* 
bertie of conscience to serve thair God as they 
pleased, and shoe to ryd up and doun Fyfe 
with her accustomed traine, as shoe thought 
guid, provyding thair was no Frenchmen of 
warre in hir companie, and than they would 
serve hir as thair queine and mistres, conforme 
to thair dewtie. This being done, within 
twentie four houres efter they skailled thair 
armie at the queinis pleasour. This contract 
was desired be the Congregatioun, and had to 
theduik and Monseor Doswell, quho wasweill 
content thairof, and subscryvit the same wil- 
linglie, and aggriet vpoun all matteris, by the 
expectatioun of man, for all the countrie be*- 
lieved nothing hot battell, and thought that 
Godis mercie was mair vnto . his kirk at that 
tyme, and steired vp guid instrumentis to pas 
betuixt and stop battell, and to procur peace. 
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Sk> the qtieines annie reteired back againe that 
iught to Falkland, and on the morne to the 
Ferries, and over the watter as they ^ad pro- 
meised, and the Congregatioun past that night 
to Coupar, quhill on the morne. Then word 
dam to thame, that ther brether war heavilie 
oppressed in Sanct Johnstoun, and that be the 
laird of Kinfawnes, &tid his men of warre, 
quhom the queine had made captane thairof, 
quho had spoylled the same, and banisched 
monie of the inhabitantis thairof, quhilk was 
pitiful! to sie. 

In this meantyme the wholl number of the 
Congregatioun past to Sanct Johnstoun, and 
seidgit it, and pat forth the laird of Kinfawnes, 
and denudit him of his proveistship. So they 
lay about the toun thrie dayes, and shott at 
the toun, and slew manie of thame that war 
within it; bot without thair was slaine bot on 
man. And finallie, they gave over the toun, 
and my lord Ruthven maift proveist againe. 

Att this tjrme the earlie of Huntlie and my 
lord Erskin cam from the queine to the Con- 
gregatioun to stay the seidge, bot they wold 
pat, bot wan the toun with great jeopardie, 
4nd kest doun the Gray and Black Freires, 
and spoyled thame, and reformed the paroch 
kirkis thftirof» and syne tarried ane day or tdo 
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ihair, and rested thaine ; and thairefter past to 
lithgow, and reformed the paroch kirkes, and 
thairefter thej passed to Edinburgh quhair the 
queine was. And the queine taking aoe sii8« 
piticm aod fear of thair coming, shoe past to 
the castle of Dumbar, and hir Frenchmen with 
bir, and the Congregatioun remained ane long 
quhill in Edinburgh at thair pleiisosr, reform* 
ing the kirkis, and casting doun the images 
and altares, and caused the word of God to be 
published and preached be Johne Knox, Johne 
Willox, and William Harlaw, 

In this meantyme, thair com ane cunning 
preacher of the word of God out of In^buid^ 
called Christopher Guidman, quho had beine 
in Geneva, and was ane man of guid learning; 
and remained ane long quhill in the college of 
Sauct Andros, 

In this meantyme, and in the moneth of 
Julij» the queine being in Dumbar, thair cam 
ane post to hir^ shdWing hir, that the king of 
France wasevill hurt in the face with the skelbe 
of ane spear, being justii^ in the tyme of his 
triumphant battellis, and was aither dead thairf 
of, or elis would not live. Alt thir tydingis^ 
the queine was verrie sorrie^ and was effeired 
that the Congtegatioun should haVe dung hir 
out of Scotland. Thairfoir shoe sent spyes to 
sie quhat thei war doeing. So the spyes cam 
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to EdittT)urgli, and persaued many of thame 
returning home to thair awin honssis, qahair- 
foir they returned haistilie^ and shew the same 
to the queine. Then shoe tuik purpose to 
cum out of Dumbar to Edinburgh. Bot the 
Congregatioun and the tounship being for- 
seine of hir coming, held hir out : and then 
shoe and hir Frenchmen past to Leith, and 
fortified it, and maid it verrie strong, for shoe 
had abundance of victuallis, and many guid 
men with hir, and the most pairt of the best 
artaillie in Scotland was in it. 

Att this tyme queine Elizabeth of England 
being perswaditbe Godis word and preaching 
thairbf, caused reforme all the kirkis of Eng- 
land, and kest doun sdl the alteris and idoUis, 
with all vther superstitiones that queine Marie 
had erected in hir tyme, fra the death of king 
Edward. 

In this meantyme, thair was hott skirmishii^ 
betuixt the Congregatioun and the French- 
men in Leith, the tuentie day of August, anno 
forsaid. 

. In this meantyme, the earle of Arrane^ 
the duikis eldest sone, heiring of the Con- 
gregatioun in Scotland, left the duikdome 
of Chattellaroy in France, and cam be land 
throw Flanderis to Ingland, not knawin be 
any man till he cam home in Scotland, his 
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awin countrie, he being furth of the same t^e 
space of fourteine yeires. But shortlie thair- 
after, the duik his father left queine regent, 
and adjoyned himselff* to the Congregatioun, 
.be the requeist of his sone. And thairefter, 
the earle of Arrane maid concord, and ag- 
gried his father and the earle of Glencairne, 
and also the laird of Reth, and the laird of 
Grange, with many other gentlmen quhom 
his father had forfalt. In this meantyme, the 
Congregatioun maid aqe proclamatioun to all 
that would adjoyne thamselffis to tak thalr 
part, to compeir at Edinburgh at ane certane 
day. So the duik, his sone, and the earle of 
Glencaime, and the lord Ruthven, and the 
maister of Lindsay, and all the gentlmen of 
the Congregatioun, and borrowis> quho had 
adjoyned thamselffis to thame,. conveint att 
Edinburgh the fyfteine day of October, and 
seidgit Leith, and remained thair the space of 
ane moneth, skirmisching the Frenchmen, bat 
they could not win the toun« They sieng that, 
past to the castle of Creichtoun, and seidgit it, 
and wan it, quhairin they gott great sj^oyll, 
and brought it to the toun of Edinburgh : b.ot 
onnowayes they could obteine Leith, it was 
so strengthed, and they bad no guid men of 
warre to assail the same, a.nd they had no will 
to jeopard thamselffis on French souldiouris : 
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nnd immediatlie they concludit, and sent to 
Ingland for support, and for the mair securitie, 
eiach earle and lord of the Congregatioun writt' 
his awin hand writt to Ingland for support, 
quhilk was grantit to thame, and the day af- ' 
fixit that they should cum both foe sea and 
land : and thairefter, the Congregatioun left 
the seidge of Leith, and everie man returned 
his awin way. Soone thairefter, the queine, 
my lord Both well, and my lord Crichtoun, 
with the Frenchmen, cam out of Leith; and 
passed againe to Edinburgh, and caused re- 
pair all the alteris and images thair, and say 
mes daylie in the kirkis thairof, and caused 
blott away the lordis prayer andthe ten com- 
mandementis, quhilk wer patent on the wallis : 
aad did great distructioun to the toun, as yea ' 
sail heir. For in the moneth of September, 
anno forsaid, the queine and the Frenchmen 
past out of Edinburgh to Linlithgow, and 
to Stirling, and did great skaith and da- 
mage ' thairin, and cam doun to the coa^t* 
syd on fute, and maid great distinictioun in' 
Kinghorne, Dysert, and Weimes, and slew all 
the bestiall thairabout, and hirried ane toun . 
to the laird of Grange, and sy nd vndermy ndit 
it. with pander, and blew it in the air. In the 
tyme of the douncasting of this toun ahd cas- 
t?Ur>»n& Frenchman called Labattie, cam forth 
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with fyftie soldionris with him to Beik vivetis, 
and cam to' Duokeir^ and was spojUiDg the 
toon : hat the maister of Lindsay ami the laird 
of Craighall perceaved the Frenchmen spoyl- 
liog the toun, called thair servantis togidder, 
and sett upoun the Frenchmen with good cou- 
rage, and the French captane Labattie defen- 
dit himselff right manfuUie with ane halbert 
in his hand, quhill at the last, the maister 
of LindsiQr mett with him hand for band, and 
strak at other verrie long qnhill at the last the 
maister of Lindsay strak him with ane broad 
sword in the forhead to the braines, and slew 
him, and many of his souldionris war slaine, 
for quhom the queine maid great mone, and 
especiallie for this Labattie, for he was ane 
verrie manlie sharp man. Thair was also sum 
Scottismen hurt that day, hot none slaine. Alt 
this, the Congregatioun gathered, and mett at 
Couper, and remained thair aught dayes. At 
tbi& tyme the gentlmen of ^Eyfe tuik thair 
" pairtes : to witt, Weymis, Balmutto, Balvirie, 
and the abbot of Dumferailing. 
. _ /^ . Wpoun the twenty four day of Januar, 1560 

yeires, the Inglish shipis came to the Firth, and 
the admiral of thame, called Mr Winter, landit 
at Aberdour, and rCTiained still in the Firth, 
quhill the armie of Ingland cam also be land to 
thame* The Frenchmen being at thi» tyme in 
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Weymes, and thair captanes ^ith tbame, to 
quhom thair cam wprdis that they war French 
shipest quhilk caused thame for joy to lift thair 
caaipes,and rin togidder andtak consultatioun, 
qubidder they should pas to Couper and sett 
yppun the Congregatioun, or elis to gauge 
landwayes to the coast of Sanct Andros* and 
syne to Couper : for at this tyme the snow 
was great, theyjbiight not cum the neirest 
way with thair horsmen : and so past over the 
waiter and went to Kincragie, foment the 
shipis, and. sua for fear left thair roasiis at the 
fire, and retired that same night, but meatt or 
drink, to Dunfermiing againe. But the laird 
of Qrange slew manie of thame or they wan 
Du/nfermling ; and the schipis cam yp the 
watter to Bruntisland, and shott at the castle, 
and slew, sundrie Frenchmen that war within^ 
Mid -wan the castle. Item, the twentie sax 
dayof tUe said moneth, the Frenchmen be-* 
l^ivand to have past away, the Congregationn 
cam from Stirling and cuttit tt^e bridge of Tul« 
liebodie, that the Frenchmen should not pas 
over to mak impediment to thame ; thairibir 
the Frenchmen remained all that night in Fo^ 
therik mure, without aither meat or drink, and 
many of thame war slaine or they could get 
the bridge prepaired. 
In this meantyme the qudnes brother cam 
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out of France to Scotland/ called the duik of 
Guise, with aught shipis to support the queine 
his sister againes the prot'ektantis, hot 'God 
send atie teinpest and brak the shipis except 
tbrie, quhairin the cluik himselff was saiff, aiid 
drivin back to France againe, quhilk' was the 
marvellous provisioun of God to saifF his ser- 

vandis. 

Vpoun the threttie day of Januar, anno for- 
said, the queine being in Leith, directed Cap- 
tane Cullen to the sea, weill furnished with ar- 
taillie and men of warre, to support the French 
men, that war on the vther syd of the watter ; 
Dot the captane and his shipis war taine be the 
Inglismen, quhairat the queine tuik great dis- 
pleasour, and lay aught or nyne 'dayes. N6t 
long efter this, the pryour of Sanct Ahdros/ 
the maister of Lindsay, and the laird bf C^traiige,' 
past to Waster Weymis, and tuik the'lainf- 
thairof, and also the lairdis of Feild, MiitfiiiEtiie, 
Balmuthie, and Balgonie, and had sum of 
thame to Sanct Andros^ and keiped thame 
thair. 

Vpoun the feird day of Februar, the gentl- 
men and borrowis of Fyfe that tuik pairt with 
the queine, cam to Sanct Andros and sub- 
scry vit with the Congregatioun, and then vpoun 
the fcewint day the pryor of Sanct Andros, With 
the rest of the lordis and barrones of the Con 
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gregatioun pasl to Glasgow to my lord duik 
and his sone, and thair tuik consnitatibun of 
thair comeing to Edinburgh, to meitt the Ing- 
lisch armie. 

Vpoun the tuelf day thairof, the IngTisch 
shipis tuik tua French shipis coming to sup- 
port the queine. Att thistyme thair cam scr 
venteine IngHsch shipis that cam but ofBer- 
vick to tharrie, that was heir befoir, and lay 
and keipit Inchkeith, that non shbuld furnisch 
it. Heirefter, vpoun the seventeine of Februar, 
the.Inglisch shipis tuik ane other French ship 
donling to support the queine^ with horse and 
mbn^y , aiid had her away to Bervick shortlie. 
Schbrtlie thairefter, vpoun the tuentie day of 
thb said moneth, the queine ftlrhiscbed ahe 
great ship to pas to France with wryttiiigis, 
quhilk was also interrupted be the Inglis« 
men. 

In the moneth thairefter, the lord Ruthven, 
the pryor of Sanct Andros, the proveist thair- 
of, and the laird of Pitterro, with four tie gen- 
tlmen in Fyfe, shipped at Pittinweyme, in ane 
Inglisch ship called the Hound, and sailled to 
Bervick, to bring in ane armie be land of In- 
glismen, and to confirme the bandis maid be- 
tuixt thame and the Congregatioun of Scot- 
land. Vpoun the first day of March, anno 
forsaid, the lord Ruthven with the r^st past to 
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Berwick^ and cam home againe, and brought 
with thame vtber ten shipis, quho landit at 
Pittinweyme. Vpoun the tent day thairof^ 
the earle of Huntlie, with the barrones and 
gentlmen of the north, cam to SanctJohnstoun, 
and thair mett my lord Arrane, my lord Lind- 
8ay> and the pryor of Sanct Andros, with the 
rest of the Congregatioun being thair present^ 
and consulted ypoun certanebussines concern*, 
ing thair af&ires, the space of thrie dayes> and 
thair they refoissed the queine^ and subscry vit 
with the lordis of the Congregatioun, and syne 
depairted home. Vpoun the elliyenth day 
thairof, thair was ane conventtoun at Coupar, 
of all the lordis and gentlmen of Fyfe, and it 
was conclodit,. that they should all pas and 
meitt the Inglis armie at Haddingtoun, with 
the rest of the Congr^atioun, to seidge the 
toun of Leithy the queine and hir assisteris 
being in it ; and. also caused proclame lettres 
throw all the realme, that all manner of men 
sould be in Leith the tuentie day of March^ 
with threttie dayes victuallis, vnder the paines 
to be reput partakeris with the Frenchmen^ 
and enemies to the Congregatioun. 

Vpoun the tuentie sewint day of March 
thairefter, the Frenchmen past forth to Glas- 
gow, and remained there thrie dayes, and did 
great skaith tfaairin. In this meantymes my 
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lord duik seidged the castle of Sempitl, with 
four thousand men« and wan the same. Tbai 
day the Frenchmen cam to Glasgow^ to have 
maid support to my lord Sc'mpill. Sua the 
Frenchmen war disappoyntted of thair pur- 
pose^ but on no wayes wold the protestantia 
fight with thame, because the Inglismeu war 
cum in Scotland for thair support. Vpoun 
the 98 day thairof, the wholl lordis and bar- 
rones that war on this syd of Forth, passed to 
Stirling, and be the way kest doun the abbey 
of Dumfermling, and when they cam to Stir- 
ling, to have had entres, the Frenchmen thai 
wer in the toun would not suff<^r the Congre- 
gatioun to enter thairin. Sua they cam bilck 
againeto the castle of Campbdl quhill the 
Inglismenis incoming. The Frenchmen also 
sieing thair depairtur from the toiln^ cam out 
also^ and cam to Leith, and vpoun the mornid 
thairefter the lordis cam to Stirling dgalnej. 
and out of that to Lithgow, and remained thaiif 
till the wholl number of the Congregatioun 
mett and conveined togidder. But or the 
Frenchmen wan to Leith out of Stirling, thair 
was slaine about thriescoir of thame. The 
first day of Appryll, the wholl Congregatioun 
mett the Inglisch armie at Hadingtoun and 
Aberladie^ quhb war in number aught thou- 
sand men ; and the same day queine regent 
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thair, and rested thame ; and thairefter past to 
lithgow, and reformad the paroch kirkes, and 
thairefter they passed to Edinburgh quhair the 
qneine was. And the queine taking ane sna^ 
piti(Mi aod fear of tbair coming, shoe past to 
the castle of Dumbar, and hir Frenchmen with 
bir, and the Congregationn remained ane long 
quhill in Edinburgh at thair pLeasour, refonii<*> 
ittg the kirkis, and casting doun the imi^es 
and attares, and caused the word of God to be 
published and preached be Johne Knox, Juhne 
Willox, and William Harlaw, 

In this meantyme, thair cam ane cunning 
preacher of the word of God out of Ingland^ 
called Christopher Guidman, quho had beina 
in Geneva, and was ane man of guid learning ; 
and remained ane long quhill in the college of 
Sanct Andros. 

In this meantyme, and in the moneth of 
Julij, the queine being in Dumbar, thair cam 
ane post lo hir^ shcKving hir, that the king of 
France was evitl hurt in the face with the skelbe 
of ane spear, being justing in the tyme of his 
triumphant battellis, and was aither dead thairy^ 
of» or elis would not live. Alt thir tydingis, 
the quieine was verrie aorrte, and was efieired 
that the Congtegatioun should haVe dung hir 
imX of Scotland. Thairfoir shoe sent spyes to 
sie quhat thei war doeing. So the spyes cam

to Edinburgh, and persaued many of thame 
returning home to thair awin honssis^ quhair- 
foir they returned haistilie, and shew the same 
to the queine. Then shoe tuik purpose to 
cum out of Dumbar to Edinburgh. Bot the 
Congregatioun and the tounship being for- 
seine of hir coming, held hir out: and then 
i^oe and hir Frenchmen past to Leitfa, and 
fortified it, and maid it verrie strong, for shoe 
had abundance of victuallis, and many guid 
men with hir, and the most pairt of the best 
artaillie in Scotland was in it. 

Att this tyme queine Elizabeth of England 
being perswadit be Godis word and preaching 
thairbf, caused reforme all the kirkis of Eng* 
land^ and kest doun adl the alteris and idollis, 
with all vther superstitione^ that queine Marie 
had erected in hir tyme, fra the death of king 
Edward. 

In this meantyme, thair was hott skirmishii^ 
betuixt the Congregatioun and the French- 
men in Leith, the tuentie day of August, anno 
forsaid. 

In this meantyme, the earle of Arrane^ 
the duikis eldest sone, heiring of the Con« 
gregatioun in Scotland, left the duikdome 
of Chattellaroy in France, and cam be land 
throw Flanderis to Ingland, not knawin be 
any man till he cam home in Scotland, his 
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awin countrie, he. being furtli of the same t^e 
space of fourteine yeires. But shortlie thair- 
efter, the duik his father left queine regent, 
and adjoyned himselff* to the Congregatioun, 
.be the requeist of bis sone. And thairefter, 
the earle of Arrane maid concord, and ag- 
gried his father and the earle of Glencairne, 
and also the laird of Reth> and the laird of 
Grange, with many other gentlmen quhom 
his father had forfalt. In this meantyme, the 
Congregatioun maid ane proclamatioun to all 
that would adjoyne thamselffis to tak thalr 
part, to compeir at Edinburgh at ane certane 
.day. So the duik, his sone, and the earle of 
Glencairne, and the lord Ruthven, and the 
maister of Lindsay, and all the gentlmen of 
the Congregatioun» and borrowis> quho had 
adjoyned thamselffis to thame,. conveint att 
Edinburgh the fyfteine day of October, and 
seidgit Leith, and remained thair the space of 
ane moneth, skirmisching the Frenchmen, hot 
they could not win the toun. They sieng that, 
past to the castle of Creichtoun, and seidgit it, 
and wan it, quhairin they gott great sj^oyll, 
and brought it to the toun of Edinburgh : b.ot 
onnowayes they could obteine Leith» it was 
so strengthed, and they bad no guid men of 
warre to assail the same, and they had no will 
to jeopard thamselffis on French souldiouris : 
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nnd immediatlie they concludit/ and sent to 
Ingland for support, and for the mair securitie, 
each earle and lord of the Congregatioun writt 
his awin hand writt to Ingland for support, 
quhilk was grantit to thame, and the day af- ' 
fixit that they should cum both be sea and 
land : and thairefter, the Congregatioun left 
the seidge of Leith, and everie man returned 
his awin way. Soone thairefter, the queine^ 
my lord Both well, and my lord Crichtoun, 
with the Frenchmen, cam out of Leith^ and 
passed againe to Edinburgh, and caused re- 
pair all the alteris and images thair, and say ' 
mes daylie in the kirkis thairof, and caused 
blott away the lordis prayer andthe ten com- 
mandementis, quhilk wer patent on the wallis : 
and did great distructioun to the toun, as yea' 
sail heir. For in the moneth of September, 
anno forsaid, the queine and the Frenchmen 
past out of Edinburgh to Linlithgow, and 
to Stirling, and did great skaith and da- 
mage - thairin^ and cam doun to the coa^t* 
syd on fute, and maid great distmctioun ' ir^ 
Kinghorne, Dysert, and Weimes, and slew all 
the bestiall thairabout, and hirried ane toun 
to the laird of Grange, and synd vndefmyndit 
it.with ponder, and blew it in the air. In the 
tynie of the douncasting o£ this toun aiid cas- 
t?13t>ane Frenchman called Labattie, cam forth 
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gaine to Edinburgh, and caused m^k ane pro^ 
clamatioun, that^ all bischopis aud prelattis 
should be iu Edinburgh the xx day of De- 
cember, and sa the haill^ estaites conveined 
in Edinburgh, and talked vpoun matteris of 
religioun, and finaUie it was concludit, that 
all bischopis, abottis^ and deanes, should have 
bot ane small pairt of thair living, and the 
rest should be givin to the ministeris and 
the poore. Att this tyme the whoU kirkis 
conveined thamselffis, with all thair assisteris, 
and my lord Bothwall was thair captane, and 
thought to have perswadit the queine to have 
proclamed the mese vp againe, bot God caused 
thame to be put by thair purpose, and faine 
to skaill aff the toun of Edinburgh, and the 
Congregatioun prevailled. 

Wpoun the 21 day of Japuar 1561 yeires, 
the queine past to Seatoun, and remained 
thair four dayes: and lord Johne, pryor of 
Codinghame, was married vpoun the earle 
of Bothwallis sister. AVpoun the tent day 
of Februar thairefter, the pryor of Sanct 
Androis, quho was called lord James, was 
married vpoun the earle Marshellis doch- 
ter, in the abbey of Holirudhoos, and thair 
was nyne gentlmen of Fyfe maid knyghtis. 
Vpoun the 15 daythairof, ane ambassadour 
cam out of Suethen to the queine's grace^ 
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and desired licence to the king of Sucthen to 
cum in this realme, and it was thought to have 
the queine in marriage : and vpoun the 28 
day, the ambassadour gatt his answeir and de* 
pairted. Upoun the third day of March the 
queine past out of Edinburgh to Dumfermling, 
and syne to Dysart, and to Durie, and the 
sixth day of the said moneth cam to Sanct An* 
dros, and remained thair ane space. And 
vpoun the 21 day of the said moneth shoe came 
to Coupar of Fyfe and Falkland, and syne re* 
turned to Sanct Andrdis. 

In the yeir of God 156? yeires, the earle of 
Bothuell, With vther genitlmen, cam to Falk- 
land to the queine's pallace, and thought to 
have poysoned the queine ; and it was aggried 
that they war put to the castle of Edinburgh^ 
in prisone with Mr Gawane Hamiltoun ; and 
als my lord Hamiltoun, wes put in presone; 
and it was alledged that my lord Arran in his 
mirrines suld opin this conspiracie, quhilk 
wes not of weritie. Vpoun the first day of 
Aprill, the queine came to Couper, and syne 
to St Androes. Efter this my lord Hamiltoun 
send ane letter to the queine, desyreing hir 
grace that she waldlet forthe his sone, the erle 
of Arran, my lord Bothwell, and Mr Gawane 
Hamiltoun^ vpoun caution, quhilk desyre wes 
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refttissed. The duik seing this, he came to 
St Androes himself, hot his trawellis wes ia 
wane, so he depairted againe to Hamiltoun : 
and'thairefter he wes charged be the quein to 
giue ower the castell of Dunbartane, quhilk 
wes obeyed^ and the quein maid ane servand 
of hir awin captane thairof. 

Att this tyme the congregatioun of France 
piise and distroyed the whoU kirkis> images, 
andaltaresof Rowand,,with many other tonnes, 
and thair captane was the prince of Condie, 
and war passing to Parois to doe the lyk, bot 
the papistis rose, with thair captane, the duik 
of Goyse, againes thame : bot the victorie in- 
clyued to the prince of Condie. In the same 
yeir, and in the moneth of Appryll, the king 
of Suethane's brother cam in Scotland to! Sanct 
Andros, desiring inarriage of our queine to the 
king his brother, bot he gott deferrii^g an- 
sweires*. Efter this, the queine past out of 
Sanct Andros to Lochlevin, and syne went to 
Edinburgh. In the same yeir the toun of 
Rowand was seidgit be the king of France, 
^uho wan the same to the gritt discontentment 
of the prof estantis. 

Upounthe 15 day of Maij thair cam ane 
ambassadour out of Suethane, being verrie 
Weill accompanied, and gatt presens to the 
queine in Edinburgh,, and was honorablie re&> 
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tiai.f e4 in tbe ^bbey of Holy radhc^us ; attd the 
i^ame day. my lord Fleming was marpied ho» 
noFa^li^. * 

; lathis same yeir was ane fdld in Norman-v 
di^, b^tuixt tha papistis and protestantis, and 
^rieatjslaachter maid on both sydis, and the 
prinpe c£ Condie was taine. 

Upoun the 20 day pf Maij the iaifd of Le* 

dingtoun, the queine's secrittar^ past to In^ 

Jandfor certane af&ires concerning the queine's 

grace' hir passing to Ingtand. Wpoun the last 

day of Maij the Snethanes ambassadour de- 

paiiled out of Scotland, and the queine gaye 

i)im i^ne chaine to the valve of ane thousand 

crpimes. , The tent of Julij thaireft^f the con- 

:gr<^gatioun and the papistisin France mett to- 

gidderat; the tOun.of Orleance, quhair thair 

; W/as.gr^at slaughter maid on both syUis, and 

.^peciallie on the sbavin sort, be the prince pf 

Condie : aad the whoU monkis and frieris war 

destroyed. Att this tyme the duik of Guyse 

^1^93 slaine be his awin servandis^ with the 

•^hptto/ ape dag» treasonablie, hot his slayer 

\w4^.$hortlie taking: anfl quartered and drawin 

ifpr the same. . « ; 

' Att this tyme the queine of Scotland and 

%k^ queine of Jogland should have mett togid- 

:d^r at York, and' the nobilitie wairned thairof 

d^pi^irted the 24 d^y of Julij ^ bot occasioun 
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Stayed thame, for the qoeine ot Ingland had 
send ten thousand men to the Newheavin for 
support of the congregatioun of France, and 
the earle of Warwick leiftennant to thame. 
In this meantyme the queine tuik hir jomey 
to the Northland, the thretteineday of August^ 
and cam to Aberdeine. In this meantyme the 
eai)e of Bothwalt brak his waird, and cam out 
at ane window, be ane tow, of the castle of 
Edinburgh. Wpoun the 80 day of September 
the queine maid proclamatiounes in the North- 
land, that all men should be at hir in feir of 
weir at Aberdein : and this was becaus the 
earie of Hontlie*s sone, laird of Findlater, brak 
bis waird in Aberdene, and held all the castles 
^at perteaned to his father and himself, and 
would not render thame. About this iyme 
^the earl^ of Huntlie raised ane armie of his 
ifreindis, to the number of ane thousand men, 
'^and lord Robert, the quetne'S brother, was 
send to Dundie and Edinburgh : and not long 
efter the queine sent fy ve hundreth horsmen 
to France for support of the congregatioun thair. 
And the SO day of September the castell of 
Innemes was won, and the captane thairof^ 
called Gordoun, hanged. Att this tyme Johne 
Gordoun, laird of Findlater, tuik certane men 
of warre in the toun of Bamff, of the <^ueine% 
and tuik thair veapones fronr thame. AM.thiii 



tyme tbe earle of Hontlie and he war chairg^ 
ed.to compeir befoir hir grace in Aberdeine, 
bot they would not obey, quhairfoir they war 
put to the borne. The earle of Huntlie sieing 
this, cam fordwardis with his assisteris, the 520 
day of October, to Bamff, and thought to have 
cumi .to Aberdeine and taine the queine ; tny 
lord Muiray and my lord Lindsay being in 
th0 toun for the tyme« Ypoun the 25 day of 
Qctober they past to the feildis, and left the 
queine in Aberdeine : and at ane place called 
the Bank of Four, otherwayes Corey chie, they 
mett the earle of H^ntlie and his companie, 
and chairged him with battell, quhair gre^t 
slaughter was maid on both sydes. The earle 
was slaine, and his sones taine, and monie of 
his kin and freindis taine and brought tp Aber* 
deine* Thair was slaine at this tyme, to the 
earle of Huntlie, tuo hundr^h : and six scoir 
to thjB queine, or thairby. Alwayes the vigto* 
rie inclyned to the queine, and hir lordis re* 
turned that night to Aberdeine with great joy, 
an4 the dead bodie of the earle of Huntlie was 
brought with thame, and laid in the tolbooth / 
of Aberdeine, that, men might sie it. And 
vpouQ the 30 day of October thair was fyv^ 
gent^nifsa of the Gordounes hanged^ and the 
second dity of November the laird pf Findlater 
was headit at Aberdeine. This beiiig dope. 
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my lord Hamiltoun was charged to keip my 
lord Gordoun, hisguidson^suir. Thairefterthe 
lord Hamiltoun raid to St JohnstouQ,and spak 
for him, and gat no answer that pleased him. 
Vponn the feird day of November the qaeine 
cam out of Aberdeine to Dunnottar, and out 
of that to Bonnytoun, Ardbroth, and Dundie. 

In this same yeir, the earle of Murray cam 
to the queine at Sanct«Andros, becaus he 
would not consent that shoe should marria 
lord Darnely. Alt this tyme, thair was ane 
conventioun at Stirling concerning the mar- 
riage of the queine with my lord Darnely, and 
the most pairt of the lordis granted to the sanae. 
In the moneth of Junij thairefter, the queine 
sent for my lord Murray, bot he was adver- 
tised, if he cam, he would be put in waird, 
so he compel red not. In the same yeir, the 
earle of Rothes, with certain gentlmen, cam 
to the Parrat wall, besyd the Dowhill, and 
thought to have taine my lord Darnely 
from the^ queine, comeing tc the Queines 
Ferrie from Sanct Johnstoun. The queine 
being adverteised heiroi^ shoe past to the 
Ferrie or they conveined, and | disappoynt- 
ted thame, quhilk turned to thair great dis^ 
pleasour, for in the moneth of Junij thair was 
letteris direct to thir lordis andgentlmenlo 
vnderly the law. 
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Att this tyme, thair cam ane ambassadour 
doun out of England to the qaeine> desiring 
the earle of Lennox and his sone to cum in 
Ingland^ or els to tyne the land quhilk he had 
thair ; quhilk was refaised. In the same yeir, 
the lord Darnely' was maid earle of Ross, and 
duik of Rothsay. Att this time, thair was ane 
parliament proclamed to the second of Sep- 
tember. Vpoun the aught day of Julij pre- 
ceiding, the queine was married with my lord 
Darnely, in Edinburgh, in the Abbey of Hol- 
lirudhous, with great pomp and triumph, 
quhair the most pairt of the nobilitie wcus pre- 
sent, except my lord Hamiltoun, quho was 
govemour to the queine in her minoritie, the 
earles of Ardgyle, Rothus, and Murray. And 
thair was ane herald sent to thir lordis, to 
chairge thame to cum to Edinburgh tq the 
queine, quhilk they refuissed, and war put to 
the home. 

Att this time was ane proclamatioun, ths^ all 
men should meit the queine at Falkland^ the 
thretteine day of August. In this same yeir, 
the lord Gordoun and Bothwell war restored 
againe to thair honouris and landis : and my 
loM Sutherland was send for to Flanderis. 
Vpoun the 20 day of August was ane pro*- 
clamatioun ' m^id in Couper of Fyfei quhilk 
summondit all men that was at the Parrat 
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About this tyme the earle of Bothwell cam 
home to Scotland out of France in ane pink, 
sind l^odit att Codinghame, and gave his pre* 
sens to the king and queine, with his kinsfolk^ 
and was receaved in favouris^ and was ixiade 
generall luftennent of the borderis. 

Vpoun the 8 day of October, the queine 
ressaived great sowmes of money from the 
bprrowisy and payed ellevin thousand markis, 
and gatt the superioritie of L<eith. 

Not long efter the earle.of Huntlie was^ro* 
claimed earle of Huntlie againe,. and that 
same day, quhilk was the tent day of October, 
the king and queine, with the whole bodie of 
the realme, past out of Ediiiburghto Dumfries, 
with certane cairted peices, quhair my lord 
Hamiltoun, the earle of Murray, Argyle, and 
Rothus war, hot they heiring tell of so great 
power, fled in Ingland : and at Dumfries^ the 
lord Maxwall mett with the king, and cam in 
his will, and rendrit tuo of his principall ce^ 
ties that war in those pairtes to the king, and 
$yne returned to Edinburgh. Not long eft^, 
thair cam ane IngJIi^ch ship to the firth of 
Scotland, qtihilk was atie verrie great schip^ 
and had twentie shott of brassin peices ixk hir. 
Swie isayes shoe was to receave the lordis 
qjuhp war at the home^ and some sayes shoe 
cam to bold wyte of. my lord fiothwaUi. and 
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to have tane him ypoim the sea : and the cap* 
tane of that ship had ane chaine worth ane 
thousand crounes, and tuo silver tassis, and 
thairefter depairted to Ingland. 

Schortlie efter in this yeir, was proclama- 
tioun of justice aires to be haldin throw all the 
shyres of Scotland, quhilk was to punisch 
thame quhilk tuik pairt with thie rebellions 
lordis. In the moneth of December, thair was 
ane proclamatioun maid to the twelff day 
thairof, and that to forfalt the lordis that war 
in Ingland. 

In the moneth of Janaar thairefter, came 
an ambassadoiir from the king of France with 
ane commissioun, to mak the king knyght of 
// the cockelU quhilk was done in the same' 
moneth, in- the abbey of Halirudhous. In 
Februar thairefter, . the French ambassadour 
depairted home to France. 

Vpoun the 28 day of Februar, the earle o( 
Boihwall was married vpoun the earle of 
Huntlie*s sister. The king and qu^ine maid 
the banqueitt the first day, quhilk continewed 
fyve dayes with justing and tornamentis, and 
thair was maid six knyghtis of Fyfe at that 
tyme. 

Vpoun' the » day of March, the qneine 
past to the tolbooth of Edinburgh, with sword, 
sceptre and eroun borne befoir hir grace, be 
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the earles of Huntlie, AthoU, and Crawfard^ 
bot the king road not that day ; in the quhilk 
parliament, the earles of Huntlie and Both- 
wall war restored as said is. Referring the rest 
to the nixt occasioun of all matteris. 
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Chablbs Jambs, the Sixt of that name, sone 
to Hendrie Stewart, lord Darnely and Marie, 
king and queine of Scotland, was borne vpoun 
the 19 day of Junij 1566 yeires, and the 
18 day of December, anno forsaid, he was 
solenmedlie christened at Stirling: quhose 
godfatheris war Charles, king of France, and 
Phebert, duik of Savoy, and the queine of Ing- 
land was his godmother, quho gave ane font 
of gold curiouslie wrought and enamelled^ 
weighand thrie hunder threttie thrie vnces, 
amounting in value to the sume of ane thou« 
sand four hundreth thrie pund nynteine shiU 
lings, sterling money. 

The tent of Februar, in the momeing, 1567 
yeires, Hendrie Stewart, lord Darnely, and 
husband to queine Marie, was mu^thered 
shamfuUie : the i%vange quhairof remaineth 
in the handis of Almightie God. 

The twenty tuo day of the moneth anno for- 
said, lady Margaret Douglas, lauchfull dochter 
to the earle of Angus, dochter to king Harie 
the aucht, countess of Lennox^ and mother to 
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Hie said lord Damely^ was disehairged out oF 
the Tour of Londoun. AndtheS9dayof Julij 
atrnp forsaid, Charles James, the young prince 
of Scotland^ after ane sermon miud be Jobne 
Knox, was crouned king of Scotland at Stir^ 
ling, quhair tbair was red certane comttiis* 
siounes with the queine of Scotlandis seall 
at thame^ for the establishing of the same, the 
lirst for resignatioun of the croun and govern- 
ment of the young prince, hir sone : the se» 
cond to authorize the earle of Murray to be 
regent during his minoritie : the third to gire 
authoritie and power to sewin other joyneing 
with the said earle of Murray, incaice he 
should refuise to exerce the same allone» 
that is to 8ay» the duik of Chattleroy, the 
earles of Lennox^ Argyle, Atholl, Mortoun, 
•Glencairne, and Marre. The commissiounis ^ . 
• being endit, the bischope of Akellie, with tuo ' J 
superintendent is, proceided to the coronatioun* 
' The earle Mortoun and the lord Home tuik 
oath for the king, that he should rule in fidth, 
fear and love of God^ and to maintaine the re- 
ligioUn than preached in Scotland. He was 
then annoynted, and had the royall rob put 
-on him : he had the croun vponn his head, 
' the sword by his syd, and the sceptur in 
his hand : to the bringing^ of the everie of 
which war prayeris maid for eyerie particular 
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thing in the Scottish tongue, wl^TQia the wh(^ 
ceremonies was maid and done, ... 

The feildis of TuUieaagus and Crabstane, 
wasstrikin betueine Gordoun and Forbes^ in 
the yeir of God 1571 y^ires. In the saqcte 
yeir was the massacre of France, called the 
Murther of Pareis. 

In the yeir of God 1683 yeires^, the earle of 
Gowrie, lord Ruthven, was execnt at Stirling. 
In the yeir thairefter Was the Rpad of Stirling, 
aod b^nischmentis of the lordis ; and the sam^ 
yeir \ras ane great pest in Edinburgh and 
thairabout, qubair fyftein^ thousand persones 
died. In the yeir 1585 yeires thair was ane 
great storme of snow in harvest^ and the. same 
yeir was the incomeing of the banisched lordif, 
called the Road of Stirling. ... 

In the moneth of Maij thairefter, Marie, 
queine of Scotland, eschapeing out of prisone, 
fled into Ingland, and the 16 day of the moneth 
eftar hir escap oQt of Lochlevin, quliair shoe had 
been iffiprisont^, arryved at Wirkingtoun in 
Ingland, having in hir companie ane small num- 
ber, quhair shoe stayed, and captane Rid, with 
fyftie souldiouris, war appoynted to attend, on 
hir, and convoy hir to Carleili, and from thence 
to Beltoun castle, belonging to the lord Scrupe, 
who, with sir Ralph Saidler, send doun for the 
purpose, had the custodie of hir till shoe was 
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committed to theearleofShrewisberrie. The 
twentie nynt day of October 1587 thair was 
aae parliament holdin at Wastminstier for try- 
ing, of matteris concerning Marie, queine of 
Scotland^ The sixt of December thairefter, 
anno forsaid, the lord mayor of Londoun, as- 
sisted with diverss earks and barrones, the el- 
dermen of Londoun in thair skarlett robbis, 
with thair officeris, and greattest number of 
thair best accompt about the cittie, to the 
number of fourscoir of the most gravest and 
worshipfull citizenes, in coates of welvatt, and 
chaines of gold, all on horsback, in mbst so« 
lemne and staitlie manner, by sound of four 
trunipettis, about ten of the cloak in the for- 
noone, maid opin and publick proclamatioun 
and declaratioune of the sentence givin laitlie 
be the nobilitie againes Marie, queine of Scot- 
land, vnder the greatt seall of Ingland, beiring 
daitt at Richmont, the fourt of December, be- 
ing opinlie red be Mr Williame Sebright, toua 
dark of Londoun, with ane loud voyce, so* 
lemnedlie proclamed by the sergent at armes 
of the said cittie, in diverss streittis and cor- 
neris, and namlie in the pallace of Wastmiur 
ster without Temple Barre, and vther pairtes. 
The aught day of Februar thairefter, accord- 
ing to the sentence laitlie givin, Marie Stew- 
art, queine of Scotland, about ten of the cloke 
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in the fornoone, was execute, and safFerred 
death by beheading, vpoan ane scaffold sett 
trp for that purpose in the great hall of Fcrther* 
ingay, in presence of George Talbott, earle of 
Shremsberrie, Hendrie Gray, earle t)f Kent^ 
principall commissioneris, and vther gentlmen 
of the countrie adjoyneing, to the number of 
thrie hnndreth persones. Shoe was, as peiv 
teaned to ane queine, royallie buried in Pet- 
tirborrow. 

On the feird day of August nixt following, 
in the yeir of God 1588, ane navie was sent to 
the seas, againes the Spanisch Armado, quhb 
war in number ane hundreth fyftie aught saill. 

In the yeir following was the Road of the 
bridge of Die, and the kingis first ^ir in Aber- 
deine. 

In the yeir of God 1590, king James the 
Sixt was married vpoun Anna of Denmark. 
5 In the yeir of God 1592, the earle of Hunt- 

) lie slew the earle of Murray at Dunnybirsell. 
A, M. jjj the same yeir prince Hendrie Fredrick was 
borne, the nynteine day of Februar, and the 
6ame yeir, the aughteine day of August, thair 
was ane gritt wind that shok the comes, and 
be stormes thairefter, that the meill gave augh- 
teine pundis the boll. 

In the yeir of God 1596 the feild of Glen- 
livit was strukin, betuixt Gordoun and Camp* 
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bell, quhair Gordoun was victour. And in 
the same yeir Straboggie and Slanes war bastin 
doun, and ane air holdin at Aberdeine. 

In the yeir following, the aughteine day of 
December, was ane vproar in Edinburgh be- 
tuixt the king and the kirk. And the same 
yeir the sune ecclipsed totallie. 

The 25 day of Februar, in the yeir of God 
1598, thair cam ane ambassadour from the 
king of Denmark to Elizabeth, queine of Ing- 
land, with certane commissiounes from the new 
kingthairof; and to returne the garter that 
hir majestic had laitlie bestowed vpon the king 
laitlie deceased, as the maner of all forrane 
princes is to doe. He had an audience at the 
court the sewint of December, anno forsaid, 
with certane requeistis, such as hir majestie 
answeired with panes^ to everie poynt of 
thair ambassadge« Lastlie, having audience 
be occasioun on hir majestie's birthday, as he 
was suirlie informed, begane ane eloquent ora* 
tioun, saying, he doubted not bot the king, 
his maister should, in that ha|)pie day, have 
ane happie answeir of his requeistes. Hir 
majestie answeired saying, " I blame yow not 
to expect aiie reasonable answeir, bot yea 
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may tliink it ane gritt miracle how that ane 
chyld borne at foor of the cloak this morneing 
salbe able to answeir so wys^ and learned ane 
man as yea ar, send from so great ane prince 
as yea be, about so great and weightie affaires 
as yea speak of, in ane unknawin tongue, by 
thrie of the cloak in the efternoone -/' And thus, 
with prudent and gratious wordis, shoe endit, 
and gave him leive to depairt. 

In the yeir of God 1603 yeires, ypoun the 
24 day of March, being Thursday, about tua 
a cloak in the morneing, deceast queine Eliza- 
beth of England, at hir mannour of Rich*- 
mond in Surrey, shoe being then aiged thrie* 
scoir and ten yeires : and had rigned fourtie 
four yeires, fyve moneths, and od dayes^ whose 
coVpes was privilie convoyed to duhythall, 
and thair remained till the 28 of Appryll, and 
was than buried at Wastminster. 

It is ane note worthie to be remembrit, that 
Thursday hath beine ane fatall day to King 
Heiibdrie the aught and all his posteritie : for 
himselff died vpoun Thursday the S8 day of 
Januar ; king Edward vpoun ThursKlay the 6 
of Julij; queine Marie on Thursday the 17 
of November, and queine Elizabeth ypoun 
Thursday the 24 of March. 

Upoun the saifd 94 of March the lordis 
spirituall and temporall of the realme, assisted

with those of hir majestie's laitt privie coun- 

sall, assembled thamselffis togidder to tak or- 

dour of the publisching of the queine's depair- ,^ ., 

ture, should also be declaired to the comfort of t ' ''■^■'^^"<^ 

the realme, hir lauchfull successour, and, a- 

boiit ten of the cloak at noone in the same 

day, which efter the accompt of the church of 

England, the last of the yeir of Chryst 1602, 

having proclamed king James at the court 

gaitt, entred the cittie of London by Ludgaitt^ 

quhair finding Robert Lee, lord mayor of 

London, aldermen, and citizenes, they alto- 

gidder, with ane miiltitud of vther guid sub* 

jectis, rode to the croce of West Cheape, and 

on the wast syd thairof, with sounding of 

trumpettis, caused to be proclamed king James 

of Scotland, the Sixt of that name in Scotland, 

and of Ingland, France, and Irland, defender 

of the faith, the First, as lauchfull air, lineallie 

discendit from Margaret, eldest dochter to 

Hendrie the Sewint, and Elizabeth his wayff, 

eldest dochter to Edward the Fourt, married to 

James the Fourt, king of Scotland, in the yeir of 

God 1503, ane hundreth yeire and more since, 

who had issue king James the Fyft, father to 

Marie the First, mother to James the Sext, now 

king ofthiswhoUilland, Ingland, Scotland, and 

Waillis, with the realmes of France and Irland. 

Sir Robert Cecill, principall secritarie, red the

proclamatioun, Williame t>ethick alias Garter^ 
principall kiilg at armes^pronunced it with ane 
aiidable voyce. From thence they rode into 
Milk streit, to the hous of James Pembertoun, 
on of the sherilf&s of Londoun, quhair they 
dy ned, and fefter satt in counsall. This morne- 
/ ing, being Thursday, was directed in post Sir 

/ ^ Robert Carie, knyght, towardis Scotland, to 

signify in Scotland quhat had beine done in 
Ingland, which he performed to the king att 
Ediiiburgh, vpoun Saturnday at night follow- 
ing, which was the 27 of March, and the first 
newis to the kins: of his sisteris death. 

This change was verrieplausable, or weill 
pleasing to the whoU nobilitie, and generallie 
to all commounes both of Scotland and Ing- 
land, among quhom the name of king was so 
strange, as few could remember, or had seine 
ane king befoir, except they war aiged per- 
sones : considderring that the go vernament of 
the realme had continewed neir the space of 
fyftie yeires vnder the rigne of tuo queines, 
which is the greattest pairt of ane mane's aige. 
Bot tydingis being brought heir in Scotland to 
the king, he called ane counsall to him in tak- 
ing ordour for setling all thingis in this realme 
of Scotland : Begane his voyage towardis Ing- 
land, and did so much, that efter monie dayes 
jorney, and ludging in the houssis of sundrie 
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noblmen, he arrived at London the sewint day 
of May 1603 ; and he was ludgit at the Char- 
terhous,' making many knyghtis be the way as 
he cam. 

James the First, sone to Hendrie Stewart 
and Marie, laitt queine of Scotland, borne in 
Edinburgh castle, begane his rigne over the 
realme of Ingland the 24 day of March, the 
last of the yeir 1602 ; and threttie six yeires 
and better he had almost rigned king of Scot- 
land, in peace with all Christiane princes, 
which peace he also brought into Ingland : 
God mak ws thankfull, and grant him in that 
blissed peace many yeires to rigne over ws- 

Diverss prisoneris tuiching the laitt earle of 
Essex, war delyvered out of the tour of Lon- 
don, naimlie, the earle of Southamptoun, on 
the tent of Appryll. The 27 day of th^ 
same moneth proclamatibun was maid for the 
apprehensioun of WilKame and Patrik Ruth-J 
venes, brethreine to the'lattt earle of* Gow- 
rie. • •■ • • '" ' 

The 28 of Appiyll the corpis of queine 
Elisabeth entred iA'tne vault of hir grandfather 
Hendrie the sevint, in his most bewtifull 
chappell, most triumphantlie, quhai'r the re*' 
verend father in God, Anthonie Watsoun, 
bischop of Chester, maid ane learned sermouf 
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Thair was estemed of mouraeris in black six- 
' teine huadreth persones. 

In this meantyme, on the first day of 
Appryll, king James depairted from Edin- 
burgh attended upon with multitudes of his 
nobilitie, • earles, lordis, barrones, and gentl- 
mpn in Scotland, and some Frenchmen, as 
the French ambassadour being in Scot^ 
land, besydis in his traine many gallantis and 
weill apparelled gentlmen, quho all attendit 
vpoun him that day from Edinburgh to Duur 
glase, ane house of the lord Hoomes; quhair 
he repoissed himselff that night. The sixt 
day of Appryll his majestie progressed from 
Dunglas towardis Barvick, having than at- 
tending upoua him monie moe nobles, 
knyghtis and gentlmen, besydis the lordis^ 
wairdenes of the merchis and borderis of 
Scotland, with several conipanies to ressaive 
him. X^^^ lord governour of Barvick, also 
accompanied with the counsall of warre ; the 
constables with thair coronettis of horss, and 
divers captanes of gentlmen of the land, 
pentioners and vtheris, advanced fordward to 
meitt, entertaine, and conduct his majestic in- 
to the.toun of Bervicke. Thismight seem ane 
strange and happie day, when peaceablie so 
many Inglisch warlick gentlmen, went.put to 
bring in ane Inglisch and Scottish king, both

includh in on persone, into that toun, which 
for many hundreth yeires had beine ane ene- 
mie, or held for the on natioun or the other ; 
bot the king of peace hath so ordained it to 
be. The companies met him, and waa gra- 
tibuslie ressaived of his highnes ; so falling in 
among the other troupes, they sett fordward, 
and when his highness cam within half a 
myle of the toun, and began to tak vieve 
thairof from the castle, cam sick ane tempest 
as it war thnnder. It was crediblie imported, 
that ane better pale of ordinance was -nevir iti 
ony sooldieris memorie dischairged' in that 
place. The king being cum to the yettis^ the^ 
smoake of gunpouder evainisched, and isched 
out of the toun Williame . Selbie, gentlman 
porter of Bervick, with vther -gentlmen of ac- 
compt, and humbling himself before the' king 
presented vnto him the key is of the portiis^ 
quho ressaived tham^ gratiouslie,' dtid being 
entred within the gsAttes, he restored ^the'saiid 
Williame Selbc the key is againe, and ' 'graced 
him with the honour df knighthood;^ ^ fdr^ ^ hiis' 
service. This done,' his majestic entrfed'ihe 
second yett ; and being within both the walHs; 
he wiKS ressaived be the captane of 'the Waird,^^ 
and so passed throw ane double guard of soul- 
diouris^, Weill armed in all poyntis. Betiii^t 
this giiard, his majestie passed on to the mer- 
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catt croc6| quhair the major and his brother 
ressaved him^ with no small signes of joy ^ bot 
the commoun people omitted npthing thair 
power could attaine vnto, and expres loyal! 
dewtie and heartie affectioun, kneilUng, shout- 
ing, and crying God save king James, till they 
wer in a manner intreated to be silent. Then 
1^ r Christopher Parkinsone, the recorder of 
Barvick, ane man grave and reverend, maid 
ane braw speach to his.majestie, acknawledg- 
ing him^ thair 3ole and spveraina lord, to 
quhqm in nan^e qf the rest he surrendrit thair 
chartour, and presenting his highnes also 
from thame with ane purs of gold, which, as 
ane offering of thair love, he gr^tiouslie res- 
saived^ and for thair said chartour he aqsweir- 
ed thst^me, |bat it sould be continewed, and 
that he should ipaintain thair privileges, and 
uphold ths^me and tha^r toun iq all equitie, be 
reasoun }X ^was the principall aind fir^t place 
honoured with his mpst gratipu^ perspne. 
From, thence his msyestie passed into the 
chvrch to humble bimselff before the ^:^halter 
of the humble, find thank him for his. beue- 
fietes, . bestowed ypoun him : att which tyme 
preached befoir hiqa the reverend iath^r in 
God, Toby Mathew, bischop of Durhame, 
quho maid a most learned seripon, qqhilk 
finisched, the king depairted to his palla^^e^ 
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and than tbey gave him ane peallof great or- 
dinance, more nor befoir^ neyir having king 
to rest within thair wallis for many yeires be* 
foir. 

The nixt day being the 7 of Apryll, his 
^ majestie ascendit the wallis, quhairvpoun all 
the commoneris and vtheris, officeris belong* 
ing to the great ordinance, stood eyerie on iu 
his awin place, the baptanes with thair bandis 
of souldiouris, lykwayes vnder thair coUouris, 
among which warlick traine his majestie, to 
shew ane instance how he loved and respect- 
ed the airt militaries he maid ane shott him- 
selff out of ane cannon, so far and with such 
sigue of experience^ the mpst expert guneris 
thair gave it just commendatioun. After this 
he left that pairt of the wall, and b^ing attendit 
vpoun by hia nobilitie, both of Scotland and 
Ingland) the lord Hendrie Howard, brother 
to the laitt Duke of Norfolk, and the lord 
Cobhame, being newly cum to the toun, and 
gairdit be the gentlmen pentioneris of Bervick» 
he bestowed that day in surveying of the for* 
tificatiounes, commending the militarie or- 
dour of the toun, and so returned to his pal- 
lace. 

The 8 of Appryll the trumpettis wairned 
for the remove, and all that morneing his ma- 
jj^stie with royajl liber^liUi^ bestowed amon]| 
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the garrisone souldiouris, and everie officer of 
warre according to his place, rich and boun- 
tifall rewairdis. Efter denner his grace 
monted on horsback, and tuik leive of Bar- 
vick, and proceidit into Ingland, quhair he 
was ressaved be Nicolas Forrester, hiph cham- 
berland of Northumberland, and accompanied 
with the gentlmen of the shyre, quho, ryding 
befoir his majestie, led the way to Withring- 
toun, quhair by the maister Of the place. Sir 
Robert Carie and his ladie, he was ressaved 
with all dewtie and affectioun, the hous being 
plentifullie furnisched for his intertainment. 

The nynt of Appryll he sett fordwardis to 
Newcastle, being sixt^ine mylles from Woth- 
ringtoun, quhair his majestic was mett be the 
maior, aldermen, counsall, and best corn* 
mounes of the same. In joyfull maher the 
maior presented him with the sword and 
key is with humble submission, giving to bis 
majestie also, in takin of love and ioyaltie, 
ane purs full of gold. His grace returned to 
the maior the sword and keyis, ratifieing all 
thair customes and priveledges that they war 
possessed of; and so was conductit to the 
maiores hous, quhair he was richlie entertain* 
ed, and remained thair thrie dayes. 

Sunday being the tent of Appryll bis ma- 
jestie went to the church, befoir quhoip 
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preached the bischope of Dorhame. Mon-^ 
day he bestowed in vieving the toun, the 
maimer and the bewtie thairof, bridge and the 
key, being on of the fairest in all the north 
pairtes ; besydes, he . releived all prisoneris 
except for treasoun and papistries giveing 
sowmes of money for the releife of many that 
lay for debt. So joyful! war the tonnes men 
of Newcastle of his majesties being thair^ tl^at 
they thankfuUiebure all chairge of his houspld 
during the tyme of his abod with thame. 

The 13 day of Apppyll his majestie sett 
fordwards towardis Durhame, and when he 
cam neir, the magistrates of the toun mett 
him, in behaving tbamselfEsas vtheris befoir 
thame. It was by his highness tbankfulUe 
acceptit, and passing throw the gattis, whence 
he entred the mercatt gatt, thair was ane ora- 
tioun maid to him, which being endit, he pas- 
sed towardis the bischopis hous, quhair he was 
royallie ressaived be the bischope, attending 
him with ane hundreth gentlmen in tawnie 
luferay coattis. The 14 day his majestie tuik 
leiff of the bischop of Durhame, whom he 
greatlie graced and commendit for his learned 
humanitie and gravitie, promising to restore 
diverss thingis takin from the bischoprick, 
his majestie removed towardis Walworth, 
sixteine mylles from Durhame^ quhair, by the 
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gentlwoman of the hous, named Mistres Ge- 
misone, he was bouniifulHe intertained. 

The 15 day of Appryll, his majestie sell 
fordwardis to York, his traine still increased, 
by the number of gentlmen from the south 
pairtis, that cam to offer him feahie, whose 
love he greatlie tendred: Yitt did thair 
multitud so oppres the countrie, and maid 
proTisioun so dear, that he was fain to publish 
an inhibitioun againes the inordinat and daylie 
accese of peoples comeing, that manie war 
stopped aff thair way: The high sheriff of 
Yorkschyre verrie weill accompanied, attendit 
his majestie to Inglebees, besyd Topcliff, be^ 
ing about sixteine mylles from Walworth, 
who with great humilitie resaved his majestie, 
quhair he rested that night. 

The 16 of Appryll, his majestie removed 
towardis York, being sixteine mylles from 
Topcliff, and when he cam about some thrie 
myles fi'om York, the liberties of the citie ex- 
tending so farre, Mr Buckie and Mr Robert- 
sone, sheriff of the citie, mett him, and with 
humble dewtie presented him with thair quhyt 
stafiis, which his grace ressaived, and dely vered 
thame againe. So they attendit him towardis 
the citie, within ane myll of which, when his 
highness approached, thair met him the lord 
]Burlie, lord president of the nortli, with manie 
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wortbie kayghtis and gentlmen of the sfayre. 
These also attendit on his persone to York, 
quhair^ when he cam neirthe citie, thairinett 
him thrie af the serjeantis, Mr Wood, Mr 
Damfort) and Mr Westrope, quho delyvered 
thair maces, which his majestie redelivered, 
againe, commanding thame to awaitt on him ; 
and the same tyme the sergeant trumpetter 
and some others, did in lyk manner submit 
tbamself&s,quhom in lykmanner he command- 
it to await on him. Then he rod till he cam to 
on of the gaittes of York, quhair the lord maior 
of the citie, the aldermen^ and wealthiest com- 
mounes, with abundance of other people^ mett 
him thair. Ane long oratioun being maid, the 
lord maior delyvered him the sword and keyis 
togidder with ane coup of goW, which pre- 
sent, his grace thankfullie accepted, delyve]> 
ing the keyis againe to my lord maior. Bot 
about beiring of the sword, thair was sum ar- 
gument : the lord president taking it to be his 
place, the lord maior esteeming it to be his. 
Bot the king demandit the swords sieing they 
would not be pleased, that he sould have the 
dispositioun thairof, quhairvnto they humblie 
answeired, it was all at his pleasour. His 
grace delyvered the sword to the earle of Cum- 
berland, quho bare it befoir him from the 
gate to the Minster : in which way, thair was 
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was ane conduit that ran all daj^ whyte wyne 
and claret : everie man to drink als much as 
he list. From the Minster, his grace went on 
fute under ane canopy, borne by fourknightis, 
to his awin hous, being in the mannour of Sanct 
Maries, quhair he was honorablie resaved be 
the lord Burlie, who gave chearfuU intertain- 
ment to all his foUoweris, during the tyme of 
his continewance in York. 

The 17 day of Apryll, being Sunday, the 
king went on fut to the Minster to hear the 
sermon which was preached be doctourThor- 
borrow, deane of York, and bischop of Lim- 
rick, in Irland, whose doctrin and method of 
preaching was highlie by his majestie com- 
mendit. The sermon endit, the king returned 
on fut the same sort that he cam to his man- 
lier, quhair he was royallie feasted by the 
lord Burghlie during his continwance in that 
mannor of Sanct Maries. It is said to exceid 
all the rest in any part of Ingland befoir ; 
buttries, pantries, and sellaris alwayes held 
opin in great abundance for all comeris. 

Monday the 18 of Appryll, his majestie was 
feasted by my lord maior of York, quhom he 
knyghted by the name of Sir Robert Waller. 
Efter denner, his majestie commandit all pri- 
soneris to be sett at libertie, except papistis 
and wilfull murthereris, and road from York 
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lb Grimstoun, being ane hous of %r. Edward 
Stanhopes, qohair he lay that night, and dined 
the nixt day. 

The 19 day of Appryll, his grace road to 
Pomfret castle, quhich, when he had viewed^ 
road to Doncaster, quiiair he lodged at the 
signe of the Beare and the Sun. The 20 day 
of Appryll, his majestie road towardis War- 
sope, the earle of Shrewisberries houss : and 
at Battin the high schirreff of Yorkschyre 
took his leive of the king, and Mr As* 
kotb, high scherifF of Nottinghameshire, res- 
saived him, and so conducted him till he cam 
within ane myll of Blyth, quhair his grace 
alighted, and satt doun on ane bank syd to catt 
and drink : efter which short repast, he road 
forward to Warsope : bot in the park he was 
ftumquhat stayed, for - thair appearred ane 
number of huntsmen all in greine, the cheife 
of which, in ane woodmanes speach, did y el- 
come him to show him some game, which he 
glaidlie. condiscendit to sie, and with ane 
traine, he hunted anb guid space, and went 
into the hous, quhair he was so noblie and 
royuUie receaved with abundance of all thingis, 
that still everie intertainment seemed to ex- 
ceed Ytheris. The 21 day of Appryll, his 
grace tuik his way towardis Newark vpoun 
Trent> quhair that night he ludged in th^ 
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castell, quhair the aldermeo presentit him 
with aae fair gilt cup, which was kyndlie ac- 
ceptit. la this toun^ and ia the court, was 
takia ane cut purs doeing the deid, and being 
ane base pitifull theife, yitt he was gentlman 
lyk in the outsyd. This fallow had guid store 
of coyne fund about him : and vpoun exami- 
natioun, confessed that he had come from Bar-» 
vick vnto that place played the cut purs in the 
court. The king heiring of this gallant, di- 
rected ane warrand to the recorder of Newark 
to have him hanged, which was accordinglie 
execute ; and all the rest of the prisoneris of 
the castle was pardoned. 

The 22 day of Appryll, his grace road to 
Beaver castle, hunting all the way as he rode. 
Att Beaver castle, his highnes was royallie 
resaved be the earle of Rutland and his coun* 
tes, and plentifuUie intertained. 

The 23 day of Appryll, his highnes rod 
fordwardis towardis Burghlie, and be the 
way dyned at Sir John Haringtones^ quhair 
that worthie knyght maid him most royall in* 
tertaimnent. From thence, his grace rode to 
Burghley, quhair bis grace with all his traine 
was receaved with great magnificence : the 
hous seemiog so rich as if it had beine fur* 
nisched at the chairges of ane emperour. The 
fiixt day, being Easter day, thair preached be« 
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foir him the bischop df Lincolfte, and tti^ 
sermon dvm i^ sooner done, hot di the offir 
oies of the bons war sett oppih, .tbat everie 
man might have frie acces to buttries, pan- 
tries, kitehingis, to eat and drink at thair 
pleastire. 

The 127 day of Appryll«, his fa)ghnei» re- 
moved tdnrardis Hinchifd>rok, to Sir QUver 
K>niwihVetlis^ and be the way djrned at Sir 
Anl^onie Mildmayes, «[nhair nothing wanted 
in ane sdbjectis dewtte to his sovenme^ Din- 
tier and ban^netl being past, and the king at 
poynt to depakt^ l%r Anthonie prestoted his 
grace with ane gallant Barbarie hors^ and rich 
Sadie and furnitur suitable^ which his bighnes 
thkakfuHte dccepted> and rode towardis Sir 
Oil^r Crnmbtellis, and aboat some halfe 
mylle or he cam thair, his majetftie was mett 
be the baillie of HiiniiDgtounk quho maid to 
him line long oi^tionn, atad thair delyvered 
him the swoled ; which his grace gave to the 
learle of Soathamptoun to bear bt^fi>ii' him to 
Sir OUver CmihbveUis hons, quhair his grac^, 
with Im foUoweris, with all thair cogens, ha4 
ttich intertainteent as not the lyk.bad beine 
'iieine ^ befetr ; thair wai.sach pleittie and va» 
^^xib ^meattis and. dtrei^fe <>f yynesj, and 
ihi toeltaris opin at evens mante pleasfiMf •

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Thair attefidit sdsa att Mr OliVer CrumbveUis, 
the headis of the vni versitie of Gambri^e^ all 
cled in skarlett gowoes, ainl oorner Ncapes-; 
which having presens of his maj^ie^ tbair 
was maid ane eloquent and learned oratioim 
in latine, welcoming his majestie, and also ih* 
treatting the confirmatioiitn of thair pmikdges, 
which his grace most willihglie granted. /Mr 
Crombwaill presenttit his majestie with m»ny 
rich and acceptable giftis, as ane verrie^reat 
and fair Tronght standing cup of gold, goodlie 
horssis, deip mouthed houndis> diveilsd balkis 
of excellent wing; and at-'his remove>;.gar« 
fy ftie pundis of Sterling : money among: rhi$ 
majesties officeris. * ,: /; . 

The 29 day of Appryll, efker >breakfasl.» his 
grace tuik lei ve of Mr Oliver Crumbwaitt.'attd 
of his lady, laitt widow to S^ingeor PaulolHor 
ratio Vicino. From thenoe' he depaiiMi M 
Roystoun, and as he passed throw Gudemaa 
Chester, ane toun close by HiimingtouD, the

ing worthilieaccoimpanied with nyne kny ghtis, 
twentie squyres(; his freindis land attyes, be^ 
sydis about ane htindreth gentlmen aiid yea-^ 
men, his servantis and foUoweris. On Twjfs* 
day the S8 his lordship sett saill att Gravesend* 
On Wenisdey at night we lost sight 6f hind» 
and the wind and weather being favourablei 
on Twysda;y sewinl night following, we artyv- 
ed and sailSie akidhored within th6 Sonde of 
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Denmark. Wpoun Thursday hiis brdschip 
landit at Elsinvre, and was visited and saluted 
from the king. On Fryday he rested him- 
selfF,' and on Saturnday tuik jorney to Cop- 
pin Heavin, quhair the king then was, with 
tewin i^coir waggones prepared for his tiran- 
sportatioun : his majestie also having sent tuo 
Viprrie fair coatches, and some gentlmen, his 
servantis, to attend on him. By the way 
his lordschip was mett by Ramellius and 
sum other of the kingis counsall, who^ by ane 
oratioun mstidin Latine, saluted his lordschip 
with most ktndfie -welcome, signifieing, that it 
was the kingis plesour that himselff and all 
his traine should foe frie of ail chairge during 
thair abod in his comitray, and to that end had 
sd ordained, that in> all the tonnes and villages 
quhair we passed; wyne and beir, and all 
other victiialiis war plentifullie and friely of^ 
feired vnto a\\ men.

That night the earle was visited 
in his ludging, by some of the kingis coun-^ 
sail, and some oomplimehtis passed betuixt

ordour, and richlie beseine. His gentlmen of 

Ihe better sort had ane luferay of skarlett, and 

with fy ve or six silver laces about : and the 

neaner sort with ab many guardis of quhyt 

flaAine. The kingis majestie stood on ane halfa 

pace, in ane great ehanber, at the syd.of aoe 

squar table, placed vnder ane cloath of estate 

of crioisoua welvett He was apparrelled ilo 

blak ; for be than mourned for his brother, 

which died in Rusma* Att my lofdis appcoach 

h^ vuGoveied ^. head^ and dee^ending the 

balfe pace, imbraced my lord ^ith nrach kind* 

n#s. Thee began Mr Nantpun, my loidia 

oratour, his oratioun. in Latine, which he per* 

formed with great eloquence, and in handling 

the pairtis of bis oratioun^ be first presented 

the king of Brittanes letteris of ci:edence» and 

depsHta^ioaa for the baptising of the cfayld,,and 

^an the commission n foe the ordour of the 

gcirter, all which the ki«g of Denmark ressaiy* 

ed and red,, and by sum few instrnsetiomM 

given by his majestic^ t^ Ramellius his coun* 



drildur, Ramellius answeired 'th6 oratione 
pajrntlie with great learning and readines. 
Sfter the which, the king discoursed ane 
qiihyli in the Itaiiane tongue with the ambas* 
dadotif , taking knawledge of the knightrs and 
gfentlitien, who kissed his highnes' hand ; and 
dho proeeidit to the church to the christening 
€^the young prince, in manner following: 

The streattis of Coppin Heairin, throw 
which his royal highnes sould pas, wer sett 
with oertane ensignes and bnrgerrs both of 
dhoti and pick : the kingis trumpetteris road 
formost sounding; then followed the ketle 
drames; then the kingis housold senrantis on 
ftMe; «ft^rquhom followed ffyftie gentlmeti^ 
all mounted on great horss, apparrelled in 
blak, <|Qho mourned as the king did. Then 
cam the lord ambassadoures attendaittis, fot- 
loweris, and servantis, accompanied with di- 
tets Danes on fute ; the bischop of Bream, 
with the deputies of Saxoun, Bruuswick, and 
Brand^burge, acconlkpanied each other. The 
king, the lord ambassadour, and duik Ulrick, 
the kingis btolher, road alt thrie togidder. 
The quetne mother followed, invested in 
t|<^hyi, sittidg alone in ane chariott of crimsoti 
W^lvetf, eftlborderred and richlie gilt, bearing 
the yo«mg prince in hir armes. The char Idtt 
WM drawio with six quhyt hOrss, sumptuous! ie 
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haruisched and plumed, and ane guard of 
SwitzerSy snitted in red and yellow silk, bear* 
iog ligh^ torches thairabout* £fler followecl 
a gpair charrioU of purple weWett, richlie em- 
broderred, and after it diverss coatcbes of the 
^ueines veoments, apparrelled into qubyt lyk 
vnto luities. Thu6 with great triumph and re- 
joycing of the people, which war thair ia 
great numberis, they entred our ladie church 
of that toun, quhair the baptizing was to.b^ 
performed. The chancell was huag with^ 
crimson welvett, and satine figured, and round 
about bewtitied with the nu>5;t fair ladies in 
great abundance, all rich in juellis, and head 
attyres in pearle, close dressed -, bot thair gar- 
mentis war blak and plaine. Trueiie^ in my 
judgment, both for habit and behaviour, they 
seemed to be the most modest vomen in the 
world ! 

In the chancel war erected tuo tre?is9es^ 
the on for queine mother, and the prince ; the 
other for the king and the ambassadour. Efter 
diverss antbeames and bymQ^s,sung and con- 
sorted with excellent musick in great varietie, 
ane bischope, assisted with ane deacon, in 
rich vestmentis, standing befoir the .altar be- 
gane to reid certane prayeris both in latine 
and Danisch tongues ; which performed, the 
bischop cam to the fount, and the queine mof 
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ther, being led by the ambassaclour, and the 
^uik VI rick, brought the chyld in hir armes 
to the same, and thair shoe delyvered the 
chyld to be held be the lord ambassadour, 
ijuhill shoe hirselflf slipped back the head at- 
tyre for the baptisme, which the bischope ef- 
ter certane prayeris performed, by putting 
matter on the infantis head, with the signe of 
the croce, saying neame de barney whichwas 
Christiane, done by the lord ambassadour and 
the other deputies, at the requeist of the king 
his father. All which accomplisched, the 
queine mother, with the prince reteired vnto 
hir traveis. The bischope began ane sermon 
in Latine, vpoun the gospell for that day ; 
which ^endit, the trumpettis soundit, and 
they royallie reteired as they came. That 
day the king maid ane solemne feast to the am- 
bassadour, and the other deputies; placing 
the king of Inglandis ambassadour at the table 
end, at the richt hand of queine mother: him- 
sdff satt on the richt syd of the table end, 
and his queine on the left. The duick hes 
brother, the bischope of Breame, and vther 
estaittes, war placed according to thair degries; 
and so war the Inglisch knyghtis and gentl- 
mfen, als many as the boordis might conteane. 
To be breife, it was superfluous to tell yow of 
all superfluities that war vsed. It wold mak 
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ane man seik to heir of tbair drmking tieaHhkr ; 
vse hath brought it into faschioon, and fw- 
chioun hath maid it ane habit, which ill be- 
seimes our natioun to imitat. 

Monday being the 20 daj of Julii, the lord 
ambassadour was intertained with the sight <^f 
the kingis stable pf horssis, and with the avQi- 
nail or Btorhous of the kingisi iaunitioi»ef» 
which truelie when it aalbe perfonnedf will^ 
on of the most excellent provisiones in Christ- 
endome. Thair was but on syd of it bailt, ti^e 
vther lay in the foundationas. The fabricar 
tionn is of thrie laftis ; the neathermost is ar^ 
taillie vpoun carriaget so neat apd cl^an keip^ 
that the brase was bright as gold, and the yron 
asblak as jett. The buUettis is built in peiUiS) 
according to thair bore, and all provisiouti f^ 
readie and necessar, as it war not to expraa^ with 
wordis, quhat it is in foripe ; so is the midlf 
storehous of armouris^ pipkis aid shott^ en^ 
signes, drumes, and all majrtiall instruinentis. 
Also, the vppennost laft with ponder* oord«^e» 
and vtheris necessaris plentifulUe storred« 

Twysday the 18 day wes spent in sieing the 
king of Denmarkis shipis, and vther compli* 
mentis. 

Wednisday the IS day my lord amba^adqur 
and his attendants kissed the queinis bandits 
and young prince, then tuik thair leiven and

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fewm^ from Coppinheavin to Elsioore ; and 
be the way the king aad the ambaEsadtfor 
ixiiited. 

Thursday the 14 day the king ressaived the 
ordour of the garter, within the castle of Ei^ 
senore ; which service was performed by 
Williani Segar, Norrey king at arms, vnto 
qubom the king gave ane rich suitt of appar*'' 
rell, and a cbaine of gold with his mediaglc 
hanging thairat ; Atttlie investing of the king 
the castie diacliairges fyftie cannoues; and the 
king of Inglandis shipis lying befoir the cas^ 
tie, reported als many. Than efter noone the 
king went aboord in the Ingiish shipis, and 
bad ane banquett prepared for him Tpoaii the 
vpper deckis, which war hung with aoe nwh*^ 
ing of cloath of tissue ^ everie health reported 
six, aught, or ten shott of greatt ordinance, so 
that during the kingis abode, the ship dis- 
obairged ane hundreth and fyftie shott. 

The castle of Elsinorc is ane <}uadraat, and 
on of the guidliest fortificationes in that paift 
of the world, both for strenth and most curi« 
ens archietectonr, imekI was built by Fredrick 
tbis kingif father* Tfaair is in the same many 
princiie ludgings, and especiaUie oti great 
chamber. It is hanged with tapestm of frcsbe 
iXKiUered silk, without gold, quhaiTin all the 
Oanisch kiagis ar expressed in antk|ne habitis, 
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according to tfaair severall tymes, with thair 
armes and inscriptiones, contesuiing all thair 
conqueistis and victories. The roof is of inlet 
MTodis, and hung full of branches of brase for 
lightis, etc. 

Fryday the 15 day the king hunted, and be 
the way showed my lord ambassadour certane 
watter mylnes of his'awin device, for the forg* 
ing, hammering, and boreing of the ordinance, 
both great and small ; in the ,which work ane 
duzoun men did, with great ease, the offices 
of thrie or fourscoir. The chase continewed 
about two houres. The dear being brought 
within toylles was killed with muskett shott, 
the number of aught or nyne scoir, the most 
pairt staiges, efter the which the king feasted 
my lord ambassadour in ane ludge verrie roy-* 
allie. 

Saturnday the 16 in the momeing, ^ or 
aught of the kingis counsall repaired vnto my 
lord ambassadouris ludging in the castle, and 
thair, in presence of his lordis and attendaoti^, 
maid ane solemne protestatioun of the kingis 
high acceptatiouu of these favoures^ and ho- 
noures, quhich his loving brother, the king of 
Ingland had done vnto him, promiseing all 
princlie requyttall, if it lay in his power; 
yealding alwayes great thankis to. the ambas- 
wlour for his long and painful jomey to doe 
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hfin honour, and thairwith presented his lord- . 
schip with ane faire chaine and ane rich jewell 
sett with diamondis» and his pictur also hang- 
ing thairat : also sixteine vther chaines war 
givin to the knightis and sum of the genthnen, 
my lordis foUoweris ; and about ten of his 
mediagles of gold vnto vtheris. The presentis 
which the king of Ingland sent to the king of 
Denmark, was ane coUere of the ordour, tuo 
verrie rich Georges sett with diamondis, and 
luo garteris, and to the queine mother rich 
caratnettis and yther jewellis, estimat worth 
thrie or four thousand pund sterling. That 
day Ramellius invited both the king and the 
aihbassadour to dyne with him at bis awia 
hous, neare the castle : and in his dyneing 
chamber, had erected ane cloath of e;state of 
crimsoun satine figured, with tuo chayries and 
cuaheones of the same, and vpoun the cloath 
of estate war sett the armes and styles of both 
the kingis, which befoir was not vsed, becaus 
the king ressaived the ordour in his chamber* 
and not in his chappell. The cheyre was 
great, and my lord ambassodour being vearrie 
with these bachauall intertanement, took his 
leive of the kingis grace, intending that night 
to ly aboord for his more speidie dispatch 
homwardis: the king by no p^rsuasioun could 
'^ter his deterininatioun, and thairfoir after 
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monie embracementis on aither pairt* with 
kissing of the kingis bandis, bis lordschip de» 
pairted, and was accompanieii vnto tbe shore 
by bis majestie, quh^ir the pinnace and the 
long boatt laj readie to convey him aboard. 

Sunday and Monday we war becalmed in the 
Sonde, and on Tuysday the 20 of Juiij, we set 
saill for England ; onr ship saluting the castle 
was resaluted by the same, and tbe king 
standing vpoon ane counterscarp that lay 
into tbe sea, gave fyre vnto ane cannon with 
bis awin band, for onr last fairweill. And 
tmelie I most say thus much of him, that for 
bis royall persone, and princlie carriage, I 
bold him to be the most guidliest king in 
Christendome. 

Satumday tbe SO day of Julij, efter we bad 
beine 1 4 day es at saill, carried by contrairie 
windis, we arrived at Skarbore raid in York* 
schyre. 

The aught of August following, tbe lord 
aitobassadour cam with his attendantis, follow* 
eris, and servantis to Hamptoun Court, quhair 
bis lordschip and the rest kissed the kingis 
band ; quhom all I leive for this present, ta 
tbe nixt occasioan, and the rest of all matteris 
my authour continewes to ^ak fardder o^ 
and restis, etc. etc. 
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It has been already observed, that several pas- 
sages contained in more recent manuscripts, 
are wanting, in those of older date. To render 
this volume equally copious, some of these are 
already inserted in the text, or in notes, where 
the narrative would admit of it , others are 
here subjoined, 

P. 76. Magnus Reid is called Magnus Red- 
man, ** named with the Scots mans with 
the red maine." The reading 1. 12. should 
probably be rid neive. 

P. 140, I 7. " Patrick Thorntoun one of 
the king's majesties oun court/* 

P. 3 IS. 1. 6. *' and made ane man caUed 
James Shaw, called laird of Sauchie, captan^ 
of the said castle/' 

P, S4&. The description of the monster 
is rather more distinct, being ^^ tuo fair per» 
sones, with all members and portraitures, per* 
teining to tuo bodies, to witt, tuo heads, well 
eyed, well eared, and weill handed. The tue 
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bodies, the ones back was fast to the' otheres, 
but from the waist down they were bot one 
personage, and could not know by the ingyne 
of man from which of the two bodies the legs 
and privie memberes proceided/' 

P. 294. 1' 17. The artillery and arms of the 
dcke of Albany are described to be *' sex great 
canones, and six great feild pieces, with other 
small artillery, • culvering, hagbut, and cors- 
bow." 

P. 312. The later manuscripts add to the 
enumeration of the king's liousehold, ** Mr 
Hunter, Mr Falconer, Mr Porter, and ane 
foole called John Mackillrie." 

P. 314 1.21. *' Patrick Hamiltoun, abbot 
of Fern, brother german to the sheriff* of Lin- 
lithgow." 

P. 342. 1. 1. " Meggitland and hunted all 
the countrie and boundis, that is to. say, Cram- 
mert, Pappertlaw, St Marie Laws, Carlaver* 
rick,Chappiil, Ewin doors, and Langhope.'' 

P 547. 1. 15. " Lord Williame Haward." 

P. 373, 1. 20. '' And specially in Edin- 
burgh, Leith, Dundie, Breeichan, Montroes, 
Aberdeen, St Johnstoun, Stirling, Glasgow, 
Air, Lithgow, and St Androis, and Cupar off* 
Fyfe. Thir worihie and principall touns that 
war commanded to mak provision, and triump 
for the king's coming and his resait. But, ne« 
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verthdess, their joy was scM)n altered^ and mer'^ 
tines turned to sadhes ahd mourning for dis- 
pleasure of the queen, for she departed that 
same day fourtie days that she landed, being 
the 5th of July, and therefor, all tber great 
biythnes and joy of her coming was turned in ' 
great murning. and all the play that should 
have beien made was all turned in soul masses 
and dirigies, wherethrow their yeid such mur- 
ning throw the countrie and lamentation^ that 
it was great pitie for to see, and also the king's 
heavie moan that he made for her was greater 
than all the rest.'* 

After relating the birth of the two princes, 
p. 879, the following passage appears in the 
later manuscript. 

" Not long after this, the king set ane Par- 
Hament at Edinburgh, on the third day of De- 
cember, in the year of God 1540 yearis, 
wherein the king ratified and approued his ge- 
nerall revocatione, the whilk he made in 
France, when he came of perfect age, to witt, 
fttt the tonne of Rouan, being at the age of 
twenty-five yeares, and becaus he was then 
[out] of his own realme, and in France for the 
tyme, and had not his three estates then pre- 
sent with him, therefor, as soone as he came 
to Scotland, he made his revocatione of new, 
and ratified that thing that he had done : then 
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be inBtnunentft he made it manifesl, in plan 

Parliament, and took octo ^ereapoo^ And 

abo, he look the bones of Robert Leslie, and 

fbrfaulted him for certain crynes and les ma* 

jefltie. Many other good acts and constittt^ 

lionet he made in that Parliament.'' 

Of the persons present at the decease df 

James. V^ p. 407« the later mamiscripis otM 
serve. 

*' Feu was with him at his departing, ex* 
cept the cardmaU, the earle of Argyle,th6 
earle of Rothes, the lord Erskine, the kml 
Lindsay, the doctor Mr Nf iehaell Doric, Sr 
David Lindsay of the Mount, lyon herald : the 
laird of Grange, Andro Wood of Largo, Nor* 
man Leslie^ Mr of Rothes; the rest wer but his 
owq secreii servants." 

P. 509* The misconduct of the French is 
thus described : ** One day the provost of E« 
dinburgh, William Hamiltoutty laird of Steo- 
house, who was captain of the castle, was com« 
manding tuo Frenchmen to prison, for raisii^ 
^ fray in the toup. The French oaen asoem* 
bling in great numbers, encountei^d these 
who were with the prowest being nnartned. 
They killed the provest himself, James Ha^ 
3(nilU>ttD^ his sone, David Kirk, David Barber, 
WiUiam Chapman, Mr William Stoart, Wa* 
Uam Purves;, and Elizabeth Sutart^ a womin.'' 
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Page 511, 1. 18 <' During the peace^ which 
lasted fyye years, the lord Semple slew the lord 
Sancbar.WilliaiDeCrichtoon, in the goveni6urs 
chamber, yet he escapit piwishment be meaoA

The following passage is inserted, p. 548,

stollen away, they were constrained to send 
to ther frynds in Berwick, Sir Ralph Sadler, 
and Sir Thomas Crofts, to borrow a little 
mony to putt of the present necessitie. The 
queen adverteised heerof be her secrett es- 
py alls, sent the earle of Both well to lye in 
waitt for the lord Ormeistoun, who was sent 
for the same, and to intrap him in his. retume, 
which he performed, wounded and took him- 
self, and took the mony from him. The earle 
of Arran and lord James Stuart, adverteised 
heirof, passed haistilie out of Edinburgh » with
